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THA 


PREFACE. 


Tu OUGH many ignorant people have in all times, 
and do frequently at this day, make many ridiculous and 
ſuperſtitious obſervations from their dreams, yet notwith- 
ſtanding the eſſential nature and uſe of dreams may fatty 
be ſaid to be neglected,; becauſe, inſtead thereof, wain 
and idle notions are embraced; which is iu as if a man 
ſhould g2 to chop with a ſaw, and to ſaw with an axe; 
ir which the infirument he uſes may be gead, but being 
abſurdly employed, ſerves to no other purpoſe, but to his 
own detriment. And yet ought not this common abuſe of 
miſconſtrued dreams, to derogate at all from the worth of 
the thing itſelf duly regulated, any more than becauſe 
fome men are drunk, therefore we ſhould, with Lycur- 
gus, cut down all the wines: or becauſe many penple 
furfeit themſelves with their victuali, therefare we ſhould 
forſake our fad; and becauſe wwe ſee ſame prejudice their 
health by tampering with medicines that they underſtand 
not, therefore wwe ſhauld abandon all forts of pft. . 
T here is nothing more certain, than that every thing has 9 
tus handles; and fo wretchedly degenerated is the hu- 
man nature, that we are ftill ready ta lay bald an the 


avorſt. 
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aworfl, Thus we turn religion into ſuperflition, and thoſe 
| things that are moft uſeful, into thoſe that are moſt de- 

3: firudrve : but all this happens through our own ill con- 
| duct, and the error and ignorance of our minds, not being 

FF able rightly to diflinguiſs between things that differ. 


But to clear and refify ſuch miftakes, I have preſent- 
ed, in the ſecond part, an interpretation of all manner ; 
of dreams, according to the maſt celebrated authors, di- 


geſted into an alphabetical order, for the more eaſy find- 
ing of any dream, comprizing all that has been here:ofore 
written on this ſubjef, to make it an UNIVERSAL and 
CoMeLETE Dream Book, 
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6 by the degeneration of mankind, 
Dreams are become a by-word to many, and 
ſerve only to be derided and ſcoffed at; yet eſſen- 
tially, and in themſelves, they may unto the wiſe 
and conſiderate diſcover great ſecrets both of time 
and eternity; which will further appear, if we do but 
conſider that there is ſcarce any thing that yields ſo 


true and great a figure and fimilitude of the condition 


of the ſoul after death, or in the ſtate of ſeparation, 
as dreams. | 

For as death is a full period to all the ſenſes and 
outward faculties of the human life, the very ſame is 
ſleep, during the time thereof; for if a man ſhould 
ſleep ſeven or eight days, nay, if poſſible, ſeven 
years, when he awakes, it would be no more to him 
than'one night : by which it plainly appears, that 
ſleep is a temporary death to the ſenſe, where no 
diftintion, length or ſhortneſs of time, is meaſured. 
Therefore in ſſeep all men are, as it were, totally 
dead, as to the ſenſitive and diftinguiſhing power of 


nature, and the time paſſes away as if he were in eter- 


nity, inſenſibly to all the outward properties; for 
what happens to the ſoul in dreams, is ſomewhat 
like, or a notable reſemblance of that which attends 
it in its ſeparated eſtate, whether in the good or in 
the evil. 25 

Thus in dreams the ſoul enjoys a more compleat 


and unmixed pleaſure and delight than is poſſihle 


for any perſon to enjoy when awake and in the uie 
of the moſt perfect — : for then, fears and appre- 
henſions of loſing the pleafing objects, or jealunties 
of others ſharing with him thercin, or one thiog or 

other 
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other is apt to crowd in, and interrupt his joy. But 
in many dreams the horizon is all light and clear, 
without any interpoſing cloud, and the whole ſeems 
| to be ſo real, that nothing we poſſeſs in this world, 
1 can for the time be more. Inſomuch, that theſe 
Joys and pleaſing tranſports do oftentimes awaken the 
ſenſitive power of the outward nature, the thoughts 
0 and conſideration whereof, is very delightful to the 
| mind, even after the waking of the body. As on the 
other fide ; let us ſuppoſe a man in 2 terrible melan- 
choly frightful dream, was never to awake, but to 

BF continue eternally in this imagined agony and dread, 
1 what a diſconſolate ſtate and condition would this be 
to the ſoul, where all theſe fears and troubles are ap- 

| prehended to be eſſential, as indeed they are, during 
9 ( the ſleep of the ſenſe- ? but when the ſoul is thus 
perplexed, and in this terrible fear and horror, it 
violently ſeizes on the body as its natural houſe, and 
with its fierce motion awakes it, and cauſes the very 
fleſh to tremble, And then the ſoul and fpirit is glad 
and rejoices that it hath eſcaped thoſe dangers it ap- 
prehended ; whereas if it had not been cloathed with 
an human body, it would have been deflitute of any 
ſuch refuge, to eaſe itſelf; by which it appears, 
that dreams are a figure or reſemblance of the con- 
dition of ſouls after death. 
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| CHAP. I. 

Of the time of dreaming ; treating of ſleep, ſerving its 
nature and cauſes, and deſcribing the internal ſenſes. 
With a digreſſion about ſuch as walk in their fleep, ang 
the diſeaſe known by the name of the Night-mare, 
ſhewing its cauſe and cure, Aljo ſeveral ſtrange in- 
flances of fleep walkers, © 


IV cannot ſurely be looked upon as impertinent, in 
a general hiſtory of dreams, to ſay ſomething of 
Sleep, which is the time or ſeaſon of dreaming : for 
tho there are many that dream waking, yet wwaki 
dreams come not under our preſent cognizance. And 
therefore ſeep, being the ſtage whereon thoſe fancies 
or repreſentations are ated, and the time in which 
our ſouls are taken up with the buſineſs of dreams, 
it- will be neceſſary in the firſt place to define it ; which 
I ſhall do thus: 


| Sheep is the natural reft of a living creature, wherein 


there is a partial and temporal ceſſation of animal actions, 

and the funttions of the external ſenſes ; caſed immediately 

by the wiakn:/s of the animal faculty, proceeding from a 

feveet and fiupifying vapour, ariſing from the concottion 

and digeſtion of the SI food, exhaled from the ff.

mach, 
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mach, and thence aſcending to the brain, and watering 
{ and bederving it with unctiuus fumes, whereby the opera- 
| 
| 


trons of the ſenſes are fir a time obſtructed, to the end the 

| powers both of the mind and bady may be recruited, re- 
freſhed, aud firengthined. 

This is a general deſcription of ſleep, and of the 

cauſes of it. But befides the exhalations from the

3 concoction of their food received, and the native fri- 
1 | E. or coolneſs of the brain, congealing thoſe ex- 
| aled vapours, there are many accidental cauſes, 


which by conſuming the ſpirits, occaſion ſleep; as, 
over-much — immoderate heat, intenſe cold, 
over- much evacuation; alſo things which pleaſingly 
amuſe, or charm the ſpirits, as muſic, the murmurs 
of ſoft falls of water, profound cogitations, darkneſs, 
or the departure of the ſun from our horizon; for all 
licht is both active and actuating; ſo the ſun being 
the vehicle or image of intellectual light, and foun- 
tion of light natural, not only heats and viviſies, 
and. communicates a certain briſkneſs and chearfulneſs 
to all creatures, by his preſence, but alſo by his with- 
drawing or abſence, ſtrikes a certain occult and dole- 
ſome ſenſe of ſadneſs on the ſpirits of all animated 
creatures, by reaſcn of the defect of his exhilerating 
beams. Laſtly, there are certain ſtupyfy ing medica- 
ments drawn from ſomniferous herbs and plants of the 
vegetable kingdom, as poppies, lettice, opium, and 
the like, which are eaſily able, by their vaporous qua- 
lity, to overcome the brain, and thence occaſion 


From all which it appears, that the material cauſe 
of ſieep. is a vapour exhaling and aſcending the brain, 
which vapour — proceeds from di ſeaſed cor- 
rupted humours, and then the fleep is not natural, 
but unſound, troubleſome, and the ſymptom of an 
approaching diſeaſe. The natural vapour is that 
which either ariſeth from the concoction of the ali- 
ment in the ſtomach, which generally cauſeth a 
man's firſt ſleep, which therefore is more ſound, deep 
and vehement, by reaſon of the more groſs exhala- 
trons, 
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tions, and of the impurity of the vapours; or elſe 
tis the boiling up of the more fervid blood, which 
commonly cauſeth morning ſleeps, which are more 
ſweet, light and apt for dreams; but when the fame 
is too long continued, tis apt to fill the head with 
vapours, which being ſo over: filled, is diſturbed and 


aches, and occaſions rheums and conſumptions of the 


lungs, and 2 other inconveniences ; which all 
people ſhould take ſpecial notice of, and endeavour 
to prevent, efpecially the nice and flothful of the 
fair ſex, who both by their conſtitution and want of 
exerciſe, and ill cuſtoms in this kind, do more 
abound with moiſt hamours, and by conſequence 
are more obnoxious to thoſe miſchiets. 

The form of ſleep confiits in a free and willing ceſ- 
ſation of the external ſenſes ; for when they are bound 
and obſtructed with a ſoporiferous vapour, the ex- 
ternal actions of the animal functions ceaſe. 

Now here we muſt obſerve. "That as the autward 
ſenſes are five, wiz. hearing, fecing, feeling, taſting, 
and ſmelling, of which, if any one remain free, aud 
— ſleep cannot be perfect; as where any 
one of them, ina perſon that has the uſe of them all, 
happens to be affected, ſuch a perſon cannot be ſaid 
to be compoſed : ſo there are alſo four other ſenſes 
called internal, becauſe ſeated within the brain, and 
whoſe objects are not only the ſpecies of things pre- 
ſent, but they perceive the ſenſible ſpecies of” things 
abſent, paſt, and to come. 

1. The firſt, called the com mon- ne, where all the 
divers objects apprehended, or rather communicated 
by the outward ſenſes, are aſſembled and gathered 

ther, to the end they may afterwards be compa- 

» diſtinguiſhed, and diſcerned, the one from the 
other, which the particular ſenſes could not do, being 
every one attentive to his proper object, and not able 
to take cognizance thereof, or of his companion ; for 
to ſpeak properly, we know not what we ſee up 
by our eyes, or hear by our ears, but by our com- 


ſenſe, which judgeth rightly thereof, the other being 
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but the argue, to bring the repreſentations of things 

thither, to be cenſured and judged of; whence 

wg all their objects and offices may be ſaid to be 
is. 

2. The Fancy doth more fully examine the ſpecies 
perceived by the common ſenſes, whether of things 
prefent or abſent, keeping them longer, and thence 
making new and compounded images or conceits of 


Its own. Its objects are all the ſpecies communicated 


thereto by the common-ſenſe, whereby (eſpecially in 
thoſe that are melancholy) it fancies many other 


_ things, as centaurs, chimeras, and a thouſand odd 


forms which never really had a being in the nature of 
things: yet it mult here be noted, that the parts 
thereof do always conſiſt of ſuch things which we 
have either ſeen, read, or heard of; it is (or ought 
to be) in men, governed or regulated by reafon ; — 
in beaſts, it ſeems to be the higheſt faculty their na- 
ture is endowed with. | 

3. Jaigment {or reafon) is a ſuperior faculty in 
man, appointed to rule over all the reſt, the guide of 
aftipns, or judge of the little world, to approve of 
what is good, and reject what is evil. 

4. Memory is a retentive faculty of the ſoul, whoſe 
office is to regiſter up all the ſpecies which the other 


| ſenſes have introduced, that they may be forth com- 


ing, or ready when occaſion ſhall ſerve. Whence 
ſome, to illuſtrate the uſe of all theſe powers, have 
compared them to a court of judicature ; the outward 
ſenſes being as ſolicitors, that bring the cauſes ;. the 


com- ene as the maſter of requeſts, who receives all 


their informations ; the farcy, like the lawyers and 
al vaculet, that bandy the bufineſs to and fro in ſe. 
veral forms, with a, deal of noiſe and buftle ; reaſon 
as the judge, that having calmly heard each party's 
pretenſfions, pronounces an upright ſentence ; and 
memory as the clerk, records the whole proceedings. 


Whether theſe ſeveral faculties have iind ſeats, 


or cells in the brain, has been much diſputed by ana- 


cid, ph ficians, aud philgorbers : the great argu- 
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ment of thoſe that would have it ſo, is, that tis cer- 

tain by experience (which they confirm by many in- 
ſtances) that ſometimes one of theſe may be hurt, 

and the other remain ſound; as that the fancy may 

be 11npaired, and yet both the judgment and meancry 
remain unhurt; the judgment cracked, and yet the 
fancy and memory active; and the memory ſpoiled, and 
yet the ano and judgment, as to things preſent, 

ood. But'zs in the ftomach, by ſeveral diſtempets, 

everal faculties are hurt; as by moitt diſeaſes, the 

retentive; by dry, the digeſtive; and yet it will not 
thereupan follow; the digeſtive and retentive, have 
SR arms or ſeats; ſo it may poſſibly happen in 
theſe facultics of the brain, without aſſigning to each 
a diſtin cell, tho the common opinion, and for 
ought I know it may be true, is, that the faxcy reſides 
in the foremoſt, the jadgment in the middle, and the 
me mory in the hindermoſt ventricle of the brain. 
And now, to reduce what has been ſaid of theſe 
internal ſenſes to our preſent ſubject, we are to ob- 
ſerve that the mag / nation is ever buſy, and (as far us 
k can perceive) never ſleeps; the jad nt or reaſon is 
impedited, or hindered from acting, eſpecially after 
its common way, or outward fachion, when a man 
ſleeps: the memvry is ſometimes more, and ſometimes 
leſs clouded and obſtructed, according to the nature 
of the fumes ſent up; and hence it comes to paſs 
that we have ſometimes a more confuſed and ſome-. 
times fcarce any apprehenſions or remembrance of 
our dreams when we awake. But of this we ſhall 
have occaſion to ſpeak further in our following 
diſcourſe. 

And now having thus treated of fleep, as being, 
the time of dreaming; give me leave (for the ſatis- 
faction of the curious) to conclude this chapter with 
a brief account of two ſtrange accidents that are wont 
to happen to ſome people in their ſleep: that is to ſay, 
of ſuch as walk in their fleep, and of ſuch as are trou- 
bled with that which is called the incabus, or night- 


ma'es 
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As touching the firſt of theſe, that ſome people 
there are, who whilſt they are faſt aſleep, leap out of 
their beds, unlock doors, go into the ftreets, and 
ſometimes on tops of houſes, or other dangerous pla- 
ces where they would not go when they are awake, 
upon any account ; and if not interrupted will again 
return to their beds: the matter of fact, I ſay, that 
fach perſons there are, is ſo notorious, that I need 
not ſpend time in the proof of it, becauſe I believe 
there are but few, but know, or have been moſt cre- 
dibly informed thereof, among ſome of their acquaint- 
ance. But the cauſe or reafon of all this is more 
occult; which I ſhall therefore endeavour to diſcover, 
as it occurs to my preſent thoughts. 

Tis obſervable, that thoſe who have theſe vaga- 
ries, are generally (and I think I may ſay always) 
yourg people, in the flower of their years and 
ſtrength, of ſanguine complexions, active, ſprightly, 
and full of blood; I am therefore of opinion that 
this comes to paſs by that abundance of blood ſwel- 
Ing, and as it were frothing out, boiling and active 
fpirits ; which aſcending to the brain, ſtirs up and 
ſtimulates its faculties, whereby it performs its action 
to theſe ftrange motions and effects; ſo that the body 
by the impulſe of the animal ſpirits, which contains 
in the brain the ſtrength of the nerves and muſcles, 
which are the inſtruments of motion, is carried forth, 
and even in ſleep excited to thoſe ations. For per- 
ſons of this contitin, are of a thin and curious con- 
texture, ſmall of bulk, but of great agility, and a 
fervent mind ; whence, if they can but take hold of 
any thing with the fingers and toes, being then void 
of all fear, becauſe inſenſible of any danger, they ſuſ- 
tain themſelves rnke they and accompliſh ſuch 


things, as when awake would dread to attempt. 
But if in ſuch bodies the humours ſhall be ferment- 
ed to a leſſer degree, and a ſmaller ardor and agitation 
of the ſpirits, they only talk, cry. out, move 
and fling themſelves about, as if they would jump 
out, but yet ſtill contain themſelves in their beds ; 
becauie 
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becauſe the ſpirits are not ſtrong and violent enougli 
to raiſe the body, And the proper cure for this, I 
conceive, will be to uſe a ſpare diet, and perhaps in 
ſome caſes to bleed; and eſpecially to endeavour to 
keep their minds in a cool temper, without inflaming 


it with paſſions. 


As for thoſe that in their ſleep are troubled with 
the incubus, or aig hi. mare, they ſeem to be of a temper 
quite contrary to the former, and are melancholy, of 
few and groſs ſpirits, and abounding with phlegm ; 
and in children and young people is occaſioned 
through fear, and ſupine ſleeping, and lying on 
their backs: and tho' the vulgar, when they are thus 
affected, are apt to conceit that it is ſome external 
thing comes and lies upon them, which they fancy 
to be ſome ghoſt or hobgoblin, yet the truth is, it 
proceeds from inward cauſes, 'This diſeaſe being 
an obitruction of motion, or an interception, eſpe» 
cially of breathingaand ſpeech, with a falle apprehen- 
ſion of ſome heavy thing lying upon their breaſts, 
and as it were ſtifling them; occaſioned by reaſon 
that the free penetration of the ſpirits to the nerves, 
is hindered, the paſſage being ſtopt by a ſurcharge of 


| the aforeſaid: humours. 


This happens moſt to ſuch as uſe to lie upon their 
backs; and whilſt it is upon them, they are in a 
great agony, being unable to ſpeak, but to do it 


with imperteR groans ; yet if any perſons ſpeak to 


them, and call them by name, the animal ſpirits 
being excited, force their way, and the oppreſſion 
ceaſes; or if they can move, or turn the body on 
one fide, and eſpecially if the breaſt be rubbed, to 
diſſipate the humours. Ihe cure is to be effected by 
a regular diet, and ſuch as may generate good ſpirits, 
and prevent the increaſe of melancholy and phlegm ; 
avoid full ſuppers, and exceſs in Ek, which 
oft occaſion the diſeaſe : uſe convenient purging, 
and ſometimes breathing a vein may be convenient ; 
eſpecially in women, in "_ obſtructions peculiar 

5 to 
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to that ſex. The black ſeeds of the male piony are 
much commended in this diſtemper. 

And for their ſakes who may be troubled with 
this diſorder, I have here ſubjoined what that 
* Phyſician Ezmullerus, ſays upon this ſub- 

„ V. 

The night-mare is either accidental or habitual ; 
the former is occafioned by the diftention of the 
ſtomach, with wind or crudities, and prevails when 
perſons are aſleep, and he upon their backs: for 
then the ſtomach dilated preſſes the midriff, and 
muſcles of the breaſt moſt, and ſo incumbers the 
deſcent of the one, and the dilatation of the other, 
whickare neceſſary for reſpiration. Thus the blood 
ſtagnates in the lungs, and the perſon is not able to 
ſpeak or breathe freely, but fancies himſelf preſſed 
by fome particular object. Ihe habitual is occaſioned 
ſome acid limph that diſorders the ſpirits, and 
creates a paralytic or con vulſive difpofition of the 
nerves of the midriff, and mufcles of the breaſt; 
which by conſent cramps thoſe of the wind-pipe, 
whoſe contrattion raiſes a ſenſe of ſtrangling, and 
aboliſhes the powers of an articulate voice. Res. 
condriac and ſcorbutic perſons are moſt ſubject to 
this habitual ſort; which is frequently attended by 

red ſpots in the ſkin, and ſeems to be near akin to an 

epilepſy. Sometimes it is the effect of worms, and 

2qually attacks the patient both by vg and by day. 

The ſymptoms are, difficult reſpiration, for the 
moſt part in time of ſleep, ſoon after eating, and 
imagination of ſomething heavy, preſſing the breaſt, 
a querulous inarticulate noiſe, and an inability to 
move; and after the perſon is awake and the pa- 
roxiſm is over, a wearineſs of the limbs, anxiety of 
the breaſt, and palpitation of the heart. 

The cure conſiſts in evacuating the ſtomach, regu- 
lating the diet avoiding ſleep ſoon after eating, and 
obviating convulſions. F:rft, let vomits be exhibited, 
or if that cannot be conveniently done, purge with 
the extract of black hellebore, ſweet mercury, . 
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tract of troches, alhandel mixed with oil of amber, or 
with the pills called Aloephanginæ, and elixir pro- 
rietatis. | 

F And thus much I thought fit, having this oppor- 
tunity, to ſay of theſe two nocturnal diſturbances, 
before I left the ſection of ſleep, conceiving it might 
be of uſe and ſatisfaction to the curious reader: to 
whom alſo the following inſtances of perſons ſo af- 
tected, will not only confirm the truth of what has 
been already laid down, but alſo diverting. 

1. The following relation was ſent me by a wor- 
thy friend. | 

« Sir, I knew a perſon about ſeven years ago, 
* that woul4i rife in his ſleep and unlock the cham- 
ber door, and go down two pair of ſtairs, and then 
open another door in an entry, and fo into his 
yard, and then into the ſtable, and take out his beſt 
« horſe, and ſaddle and bridle him, and then ride ſome 
miles about his grounds, and return home and un- 
% ſfaddle his horſe, and make faſt all the doors after 
* him, and then go to bed again. His wife being 
« willing to prevent a habir that might be ſo prejudi- 
& cjal, did with the advice of his friends, tie him 
«« down (with a rope) and at the time he uſed to riſe in 
* his ſleep, finding himſelf obſtructed (by his being 
tied down) he gave a great groan, and then ſtrug- 
„ pled hard, and broke the rope wherewuh he was 
«+ tied, and went todo as his uſual manner was; but 
* his friends topped him, which awaked him; and 
&« at his being ſo awaked, he was ſurprized and fell 
into a ſwoon, and they took him up, and put him 
* into his bed again; but he complained of his back 
« being ſtrained, and ſo died in two days after.“ 
This remarkable account can be .attelied by ſeyeral 
perſons of undoubted credit, Sc. 
2. One Jenny Sedgwick, a maid ſervant to Mr. 
Jabs Wetherilt of a town called Swill:ngton in 7orke 
ſhire, was famous for talking in her ſleep; for ſhe 
would talk in her ſleep all night, and ſometimes would 
riſe out of her bed, and _ about the houſe ; *

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ſhe aroſe and came thro” the room where I lay (ſays 
the relator) and by the light of the fire, I obſerved 
her to take a mug off a ſhelf, and holding it to her 
mouth, ſaid, Mr. Backhenſe, you are welcome from 
York, here's to you ; and then ſhe ſet down the mug, 
and returned to her bed; but running againtt the 
o þ door, awaked, and fell a crying, — ſcolding at 
It her maſter who lay in the ſame room, for pulling 
F | her out of bed, Sc. I aſſure you that none of us 
; could ſleep a whole night for a month or fix weeks 
| together ſtill ſhe got up, for laughing at her talk. 
Ji if i ſhould write all I heard and remember, it would 
fill a quire of paper. IIl give you a few inftances : 
(But note, that ſhe would never utter any thing 
that was ſaid to her; but whatever ſhe ſaid herſelf, 
were it good or bad, ſhe would reveal in her ſleep:) 
ſhe had a ſweetheart, a ſhoemaker by trade, who li- 
ved in a town called Kp, about two miles from 
Leeds, and as many from Swillingtor ; he uſed to take 
her behind him on his horſe and bring her almoſt 
home, to eaſe her; which we knew not till ſhe told 
us in her fleep ; which was thus: fays ſhe to her 
friend, yander is my maſter, if he jee me, he . will jeer 
me to death: I will leap off and hide myſelf in Blaram's 
Garden (which had a very high ſtile into it) ſo ſhe 
gets out of bed, and goes to her maſter's bed, which 
was very high, and gets one leg upon his bed, and 
ftrove to get up the other, but could not, whilſt we 
fell a laughing ſo loud, that the folks of the next 
houſe heard us; and at laſt ſhe awoke, and cficd and 
ſcolded at her maſter, as before; ſhe was no ſooner 
in bed, and fell aſleep, but ſhe began to talk again: 
at which we laughed very loud, and ſhe louder than 
any of us, being all the while aſleep. Her maſter 
having Latin books, ſhe thought he knew by them 
thoſe things he jeered her with, and hid them one 
after another; but one night in her ſleep, ſhe called 
to a maid of her acquaintance, and faid, zew 1 dare 
fuy any thing, for I have hid all my maſler's conjuring 
books ; by which means he found them. I will only 
tell you one paſſage more of her, perhaps worth conſi- 
dering 
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dering: ſhe had formerly lived in a tavern at Nero. 
caſtle upon Tyne, ſhe running in a fright down the 
ſtairs, broke her leg, and in her _ begun the ſtory 
of it, calling, miſtreſs, miſtreſs, you fee how 
the blood runs out of ſuch a place, naming of it, and 
putting her leg out of the bed, which was very near 
the floor, and ſat up, putting her hand into the 
chamber-pot, and bathing her leg, cried out very 
iteouſly, oh, pain, pain! oh, pain, pain! for a 
ong time; inſomuch, that I would have awaked 
her, but they would not let me do it: and fo far as 
I can judge, ſhe wept, and was really in pain. 
This I think was very ſtrange ſhe ſhould dream ſo 

very ſenſible of a thing ſo long paſt 

3. The Duke of Ho flein had a cook who often wal- 
ked in his ſleep, being then in a dream, and one time 
went down out of his chamber, and having paſſed 
through a great wide court, came into the kitchen, 
and got into the well, ftradling with his feet, and 
with his fingers, clinging ſo hard to the fides of it, 
that in this ſort he deſcended with nothing but his 
{hirt on, till he came to the water, which wetting 
the tail of his ſhirt, ſtuck ſo cold on his heels, that 

he awaked, and began to cry out, O my leg ! hel 

me, help me! Ihe folks of the houſe awaked wit 
the cry, and having ſome knowledge of the voice, 
after having ſought ſome time for him, they at laſt 
found him hanging in the well ; and thereupon they 
reached him down a ladder, with a candle and lan- 
thorn; but that way not doing, they let down a 
great bucket, bidding him put his right foot into 
it, and with his hands to hold fait by the chain of 
the well; by which means he was drawn up, having 
been almoſt frozen in the well: ſo they carried him 
forthwith to bed, where he loſt his ſpeech, and open- 
ed his eyes very ſeldom, and that with great pain ; 
at length he began to ſtir a little, and to mutter 
forth ſome words but vomited exceedingly : the next 
day he came to himſelf, and talked, and told them 
how that night that he was ſo in the well, he dreamed 
that

he was walking, and with ſtumbling had like to have 
fallen, and that he thought he had been over head 
and cars in water. | | 

4. A young man dreaming in the night, that he 
was to ride forth about ſome buſineſs, aroſe out of 
his bed, being faſt aſleep, and made himſelf ready, 
and then put on his boots and ſpurs, and getting 
upon a pole that ſerved to hang clothes out of a gar- 
ret window, he began to ſpur with his heels, as if 
he had been on horſeback : but awaking preſently, 
he was fo terrified with this accident, that he was 
almoſt diſtracted. 

5- A perſon that was of a very quarrelſome diſpo- 
fition, and cholerick temper, uſed commonly to 
dream that he was fighting with one or other; and 
thereupon riſing out of his bed, ran to his weapon, 
drew out his ſword, and brandiſhing it as if he had 
been fencing, ftruck at the walls of his chamber, and 
laid about him at that rate, that they were obliged to 
remove every thing out cf his chamber, that he 
might neither do nor receive hurt. 

6. One that was a very curious artificer, roſe out 


of his bed, in his ſleep, and going out of his cham- 
ber, went up and down the ftairs, and all about the 
houſe without wy harm : and one time going in 


his ſleep into the ſhop, he unlocked the doors, and 
went into the ſtreet ; whereupon being awakened 
by ſome of his friends that met him, he became ſo 
aſhamed, that he never fell into the like dreams 
ain, | 

x. 7. George de Schlicui, a grave and unreprovable 
perſon, and counſellor to divers princes, was wont 
with two of his brothers, to walk many times in 
their ſleep, whilſt they were ſtudents at Leine, and 
to get up in garrets, and on the tops of houſes, ſo 
that one of his brothers chanced to tall and break his 
thigh : at length, their tutor looking narrowly to 

them, whipped them ſeverely as ſoon as they got 
out of their beds; which having continued twice or

thrice, till ſuch times as they awaked, they were by 
that means helped. | 
8. Three young gentlemen, brothers, lying to- 
r in one chamber, one of them roſe up naked, 
and faſt aſleep, and carrying his ſhirt in his hand, 
went to the window, where he caught hold of 
a cord, hanging at a certain pulley, and winding 
himſelf to the top of the houſe, met with a bird's 
neſt, got out the young ones, wrapped them up in 
his ſhirt, and let himſelf down again, re-entered the 
chamber, and laid himſelf down in his bed, and ſlept 
as before. Awaking in the morning, faid he to his 
brother, What do you think I dreamed of to-night ? 
Methought I aroſe out of my bed, went to the win- 
dow, and got up to the top of the houſe, where I 
found a bird's neſt, and brought away the young 
ones, His brother laughed at his fancy, and after 
ſome talk, going to riſe, he ſought up and down for 
his ſhirt, which at laſt he found with the young birds 
wrapped up in it; upon which they ran dy, 
and l up to the top of the houſe, and ſaw where 
the bird's nel had been pulled out. | 
9. A young maiden near Paris, was wont to riſe 
ny in the morning in her ſleep, and go to bathe 
herſelf in the tiver Tein ; which ſhe long continued, 


until her father being informed thereof, watched her 


in the ſtreet, and whipped her ſeverely, to make her 
leave that cuſtom; by which being awakened, and 


aſhamed to ſee herſelf naked in the ſtreet, ſhe left 


it off, 

10. I will conclude theſe inſtances with a very 
tragical example of a ſcholar, who had a quarrel with 
one of his companions the day before, he roſe up in 
his ſleep, and went and flew him as he was lying in 
his bed in another chamber; and then returning to 
his own bed without awaking, lay there till the 
morning ; for the murdered perſon being firit found 
the next day, an officer of juſtice was called, and 
the murderer found aſleep in his bed, with the 


bloody dagger by him; who being awaked, was 


very 
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very much ſurprized at what they told him, affirm- 
ing he knew nothing of it, but confeſſing he had 
dreamt that night, that he had riſen out of his 
bed, and had flain him who they ſaid was mur- 
dered. | 

It would be endleſs to mention or recite all the in- 
ſtances that might be given of perſons walking in 
their ſleep ; many having been found who rifing thus 
in their ſleep, and going out at the windows, have 
climbed up to the top of the houſe, where they have 
been found afleep, without receiying any harm; 
others have fallen down, breaking their arms and 
legs, and ſome daſhing out this ; Fram have been 
found dead; others ſo grievouſly wounded, that they 
have only lived long enough to tell how they came 
by their death. But the cauſe of their diftemper 
(for ſuch undoubtedly it is) and the way to prevent 
it, having been declared before, I ſhall ſay no more 
of it. 

I had thought here to have put an end to theſe 
_ inſtances of ſleep-walkers ; but cannot, for the diver- 
fion of the reader, forbear giving a pleaſant, but tcue 
account of what happened not long fince in the weſt 
of England. Which take as follows. 

A young gentleman going down from London 
into the welt of England, to the houſe of a very 
worthy gentleman, to whom he had the honour to 
be related ; it fell out that the gentleman's houſe at 
that time happening to be full, by reaſon of a kinſ- 
woman's wedding that had been lately kept there, 
he told the young gentleman that he was very glad 
to ſee him, and that he was very welcome to him; 
but ſaid he, I know not how I ſhall do for a lodg- 
ing for you, for my coufin's marriage has not left a 
room free but one, and that is haunted ; you ſhall 
have a very good bed, and all other accommodations. 
Sir, replied the young gentleman, you will very 
much oblige me in letting me lie there, for I have 
often coveted to be in a place that was haunted. 
1 he gentleman, very glad that his kinſman was ” 

we 
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well pleaſed with his accommodation, orders the 
chamber to be got ready, and a good fire to be made 
in it, it being winter time. When bed - time came, the 
young gentleman was conducted up into his cham- 


ber, which beſides a good fire, was furniſhed with 


all ſuitable accommodations ; and having recom- 
mended himſelf to the Divine Protection, goes to 
bed, where having lain ſometime awake, and find- 
ing no diſturbance, he fell aſleep ; out of which he 
was awaked about three o'clock in the morning, by 
the opening of the chamber-door, and the coming in 
of ſomebody in the „ e of a young virgin, 
having a night dreſs on her head, and only her ſmock 
on ; * he had no perfect view of her, for his can- 
dle was burnt out ; and thongh there was a fire in 
the room, yet it gave not hght enough to ſee her 
diſtinctly. But this unknown viſitant going to the 


chimney, took the poker and ſtirred up the fire, by 


the flaming light whereof he could diſcern the ap- 
pearance of a young gentlewoman more diſtinctly, 
who looked very lovely ; but whether it was fleſh 
and blood, or an airy phantom, he knew not. I his 
lovely appearance having itood ſome time before the 
fire, as if to' warm her, at laſt walked two or three 
times about the room, and then came to the bedſide, 
where having ſtood a little while, ſhe took up the 
bed-clothes, and went into bed, pulling the bed- 
clothes upon her again, and lay very quietly. The 
oung gentleman was a little ſtartled at this unknown 
d-fellow, and upon her approach lay on the fur- 
ther fide of the bed, not knowing whether he had beſt 
riſe or not: at laſt, lying very ſtill, he perceived 
his bedfellow to breathe ; * which, gueſſing her to 


be fleſh and blood, he drew nearer to her, and tax- 


ing her by the hand, found it warm, and that it 


was no airy phantom, but ſubſtantial fleſh and blood; 


and finding ſhe had a ring on her finger, he took it 
off unperceived; the gentlewoman being all this 
while aſleep ; ſo he let her lie without ditturbing of 


her, or doing any thing elſe, than only by * 
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hand upon her, to diſtinguiſh of what ſex ſhe was; 
which hg had but juſt time to do, before the flun 
off the bed-clothes again, and getting up walk 
three or four times about the room, as ſhe had done 
before; and then ſtanding awhile again before the 
fire, ſhe went to the door, . it, went out, 
and ſhut it after her. The young gentleman perceiv- 
ing by this in what manner the room was haunted, 
rote up and locked the door on the inſide, and then lay 
down again, and ſlept till morning ; at which time 
the maſter of the houſe came to him to know how he 
did, and whether he had ſeen any thing or not? He 
told him there was an ition appeared to him, 
but be the favour of himthat he would not _ 
him to ſay any thing further till the whole fam! 
were all together. The gentleman complyed with 
his requeſt, telling him, as long as he was well, be 
was very well ſatisfied. The defire the whole fa- 
mily had to know the iſſue of this affair, made 
them dreſs with more expedition than uſaal, ſo that 
there was a general aſſembly of the gentlemen and 
—— before eleven of the clock; — Gn. mow: 
eing willing to a in her d;/Gabile : w 7 
were got 2 the great hall, the young 
gentleman told them that he had one favour to deſire 
of the ladies before he would ſay any thing, and 
that was to know whether any of them had- loſt a 
ring? The young gentlewom: 1 from whoſe finger 
it was taken, h.ving miſſed it all the morning, and 
not knowing how ſhe loſt it, was glad to hear of it 
again, and readily owned ſhe wanted a ring, but 
whether loſt or miſlaid, ſhe knew not: the young 
ET aſked her if that was it? giving it into 
r hand, which ſhe acknowle to be hers, and 
thanking him; he turned to his kinſman, the maſter 
of the houſe, now, Sir, ſaid he, I can afſure you, 
(taking the gentlewoman by the hand) 2bis ir the. 
lovely ſpirit by which your chamber is haunted; and 
thereupon repeated what I have already declared, 
But I want words to expreſs the confaſion the young. 
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woman ſeemed to be in at this relation, who declared 
herſelf perfectly ignorant of all that he ſaid; but 
did believe it might be ſo, becauſe of the ring, which 
ſhe perfectly well remembered ſhe had on when ſhe 
went to bed, and knew not how ſhe loſt it. This 
relation gave the whole company a great deal of di- 
verſion: but after all, the father declared, that fince 
his daughter had already gone to bed to his kinſ- 
man, it ſhonld be his fault if he did not next go to 
bed to his daughter; he being willing to beſtow her 
upon him, and give her a good portion : this gene- 
rous offer was ſo advantageous to the young gentle- 
man, that he could by no means deny it; and his 
late bedfellow hearing what her father had ſaid, was 
eaſily prevailed upon to accept of him for her huſ- 
band. But it ſeems it had been her conſtant practice 
to riſe out of her bed in her fleep, and walk up and 
down that chamber, by which means ſhe had 


an ill _ upon it; which by this diſcovery was 
a 


taken in ; ſhe being the only perſon I have ever 
heard of, Tor made | ach cloſe application to a young 
gentleman in her ſleep, my 
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Of the general cauſe of dreams, Sewing the root from 


avhence they are derived in nature. 


AVING in the former chapter given ſome ac- 
count of the cauſes of ſleep, and a deſcription 
of the internal ſenſes, I now proceed to ſay | 
thing of the general cauſe of dreams: and here I 
ſhall firſt take notice, that it is a truth generally ac- 
knowledged, though perhaps but ſeldom ſo well con- 
fidered as it ought to be, That man is the com- 
plete image of God and nature, and contains the prin- 
eiples and properties of all things corporeal and in- 
corporeal, that he is endowed with an elemental or 
2 body, actuated, enlivened, or informed 
an zthereal ſpirit, and fo anſwers to the great” 
body of the world, from whence the ſame is taken, 
and is an abridgment, or epitome thereof : and as it 
Goth contain all the true properties of the groſs ele- 
ments, viz. earth, air, and water, which are as it 
were the mothers of the body, that nouriſh and ſuſ- 
tain it; ſo he has alſo the principle of fire and light; 
that is, ſoul and ſpirit, which gives life and motion 
to the body of fleſh, and anſwers to the ſoul of the 
great world, or that mighty ſpirit which is the moy- 
ing, vivifying, and moſt wonderful creative and con- 
ſervative power in this vaſt ſyſtem of things which 
we call the world, and which does preſerve and 
. ſuſtain it, and every part thereof, in beauty. ſplen- 
dor, and harmony ; which living and creating power 
does never ſtand ſtill, or ceaſe from rating and 
operating ; for if it ſhould, the the whole ſyſtem or 
body of this world, would immediately fall and 
periſh :. hence it is that C:wlcy ſpeaking of the 
divine energy of the great Three- one in his exalted 
glory, has theſe ex ns. |

The like is to be underſtood in the little world, 
man; all lively motion, ftrength, vigour and beauty 
reſides in the ſpirit, or ſoul, in which there is no 
ſtanding fill, idleneſs, or ceſſation, no more than 
there is in the great world; and as the univerſal ſpirit 
.or power of the Almighty is always forming, ſhap- 
ing, and bringing to manifeſtation the hidden myſ- 
teries of eternity, and cloathing the various ſpirits 
with elemental bodies; the like does the foul and 
ſpirit in man ; it is always in motion, and generat- 
ing. The ſoul or ſpirit cannot fleep, for then it 
could not be eternal; but when the body and ſenſes 
lie locked up faſt in the arms of Mar pbeut, then is 
the ſoul and ſpirit as it were unchained or unbound, 
as being freed from the continual interruption of the 
ſenſes ard earthly diſpoſitions, which while they are 
waking and in full ſtrength and vigour, do captivate 
the ſoul, and hinders its generating and progreſs, in 
that manner as it doth when the y is aſleep or 
dead ; for the ſoul of man hath ſo great power, when 

freed from the earthly and heavy ſenſual quality, that 
it can make ſomething where there is nothing; and 
form the repreſentations of ſwords, os guns, fice or 
water, as real, where there is indeed no ſuch palpable 
ſubſtance : but it is real and ſubſtantial in the ſpirit, 
even as the good and evil words and works of men. 
ſhall be unto them in eternity; their works do fol- 

low them, not after the manner of this world, but 

in 
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in the ſpirit, yet real and eſſential. Now it is 
from the ſoul or ſpirit in man, which is the image of 
the Divine Eternal Spirit, and never ſtandeth ſtill, 
Neepeth or ſlumbereth, whence dreams and all noc- 
turnal viſions do ariſe and proceed: for whilft the 
ſenſes, powers, and faculties of the outward nature 
do ſleep, reſt, or ceaſe from their functions, the ſoul 
and ſpirit ceaſeth not from its operation, but goeth 
on, forming, figuring, and repreſenting of things as 
real and ſubſtantial; for in truth, (though oft times 
we perceive it not, and more often cannot remember 
particulars, yet) whenever we fleep we dream ; for 
you may as well imagine fire without heat, and the 
ſun without light, as to conceit that an intellectual 
immortal ſoul, can for one moment ceaſe from ac- 
tions ſuitable to their nature. 

But here perhaps ſome will be apt to object, and 
ſay, This is a flrange parade; for if we always dream 
in ſome kind or ather, as often as ve fleep, how is it that 
ave but ſeldom perceive, or are ſenſible of it *® Sure if the 

foul and ſpirit be, as you affirm, evermore buſy in fram- 
ing and repreſenting of things, we ſoruld remember ſome- 
thing of the matter; <whereas wwe ſleep ſoundly for ſeve- 
ral nights together, and cannot remember that we 
had any dream at all. 

To this I anſwer, that the thoughts of worldly 
Affairs, and intemperance moſt men commit, in 
meats, drinks, labours, exerciſes, and paſſions, 
do not only becloud the ſoul, and jntellect, and 
overwhelm their powers and operations, ſo that 
they cannot ſee or perceive any celeftial things with 
clearneſs, (as experience daily proves they do the 
ſame things when they awake) but alſo they cauſe 
indiſpoſitions, breed bad blood, impure ſpirits, and 
beclouded ſenſes, as well- internal as external ; and 

thereby enfeebles and deftroys the briſk lively appre- 
| henfions, and ſtupifies all the faculties of nature; and 
particularly the properties of the memory and re- 
tainin power, are ſo dulled, and rendered fluid 


and oblivious, as not to conſerve any n 
ma 
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| madethereon ; as we ſee in drunken men, who the 


next day remember none of thoſe vociferations and 
mad pranks they — — over- night. And you may 
as well argue, that ſuch lewd perſons did not commit 
any ſuch extravagancies, becauſe very often they are 
not ſenſible of them after they come to be ſober, as 
to think you did not dream, becauſe ſometimes you 
cannot remember it when you awake. As the diſ- 
orders you commit, are greater or leſſer, in reſpect of 
your particular conſtitution, ſo is your perception of 


your dreams more or leſs ; whence ſometimes you 


can repeat a whole long ſtory of the repreſentations 
in your ſleep, with the ſeveral ſenſes, words and diſ- 
courſes, ec. all clearly and diſtinctly; other times 
you have a more imperfect and — apprehen- 
ſion of particulars; and ſometimes there does remain 
only a bare memory that you had a dream; but the 
particulats are quĩte loſt or forgot. 
It is alſo to be noted, that the ſpirit and ſoul of a 
man, by ſuch inte mperances as aforeſaid, is fo de- 
bilitated and eclipſed, that the creative and genera- 
tive power thereof, does, as it were, loſe its ſtrength 
and vigour, and thereby is made more groſs and 
ſtupid; ſo that as its ſight is not clear to perceive, fo 
neither is its generative faculty ftrong and powerful 
enough to make ſuch deep impreſſions on itſelf, and 
on the memorative properties of nature, as otherwiſe 
it would do; for the memory of and advantage to 
be made of dreams, does chiefly conſiſt in the + hag 
neſs of the microcoſmical temple, and the briſk livelineſs 
of the ſpirits of nature ; for no man can behold with 
a clear fight, and remember ſuch ſublime matters 
as thoſe of dreams and viſions, but ſuch whoſe 
ſouls are ftrong and vigorous, and do powerfully 
tinge or impreſs the natural ſpirits. And alſo they 
mult be ſuch as do abandon ſuperfluities and paſſions ; 
therefore ſuch as would remember, and underſtand 
the circumſtances of their dreams, and make a due 
uſe of them, let them depart, and ſeparate them- 
ſelves from intemperances and uncleanneſs; and as 
much 
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much as in them lies, from all the furies and paſſions 
of revenge, hate, ſorrow, love, &c, which are apt to 
debauch and pollute the intellect, that it cannot fore- 
ſee any celeſtial thing; for none but ſuch as have ex- 
perienced it can know the wonderful power and 
virtue of ſeparation and ſelf-denial from evil, not 
only in its groſs acts, but alſo in its procatartick 
cauſes, or firſt ſprings and occafions, and how 
degrees it opens a door, or gives advantage (if wit 
all reverence I may ſo ſpeak after the manner of men, 
in ſo ſublime a matter) to the Spirit of God, to open, 
ſhew and manifeſt the hidden myſteries of his king- 
dom, who does always teach every one according to 
their reſpective capacities; and as each man does con- 
tinue in ſeparation from the impurities of the fleſh, 
the world and the devil; and is found proceeding in, 
and porting on by ſelf-denial, wh the prize of 
our high calling, as it is in our ever- Re- 
deemer. | 
Therefore it is highly convenient for every one 
that applies his thoughts to the underſtanding of 
dreams, or indeed to any fort of knowledge that is 
truly philoſophical and divine, to be ſerious and 
ſober, and to learn firſt the myſteries of his own mi- 
creco/mical world, before he lets his eyes and imagi- 
nations ramble into, or gaze after the wonders and 
vanities of the great external world, being certain of 
this, that if he do not in ſome competent meaſure 
know himſelf, and continually endeavour the ad- 
vancement and encreaſe of that knowledge, he will 
never come-to underſtand any thing without himſelf, 
as he ought to do; much leſs enjoy the participation 
of y_ myſteries, of which we treat in this diſ-

Now though I ſhall occafionally ſpeak to each of 
theſe, yet to avoid prolixity, I conceive we may 
briefly reduce all dreams to a threefold cauſe, accord- 
ing to thoſe three grand principles, which carry the 
chief dominion in the center of life, in each perſon ; 
that is to ſay, they proceed either from the outward 
Nous of this world ; or ſecondly, from the dark 
 awrath, or fierce and fiery . or laſtly from the meet 
and friendly divine principles Fl love : ſo that whichſo- 
evet of theſe three does predominate, of a nature and 
property ſuitable thereto ſhall your dreams be, As 
for example: 

1. If the dark, avrathful . feerce, heen principle 
bear ſway, then the nocturnal repreſentations are 
dark, melancholy, fierce, frightful, and the like. 


2. It 
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2. If the middle uniting nature, or friendly qualify- 
ing fountain of divine light do hold the chief domi- 
nion in the center of life, then are the dan more 
eſſentially pleaſant and delightful to the foul, and 
oftentimes many wonderful ſecrets are revealed, and 
impending dangers foretold in a figurative way, eafi- 
ly W N or underſtood by a well - prepared 
mind. But, | 

3. If the principle of this outward world, and the 
buſineſs, or things thereof, do bear ſway, and carry 
tae ſupreme government, as it generally happens 


amonſt men that lead a mere brutiſh and ſenſual life, 


and indulge themſelves in vices, ſuperfluities, and 
the vanities of the world, then their dreams are full 
of idle fancies, confuſed mixtures of outward affairs, 
and things belonging or relating to what each man 
is concerned in or buſicd about: whence Claudian 
very aptly tells us, 
Day-thoughts tranſwinged from ih induftrians breaſt, 
All feem * Red in Fe * s dumb ret: * 
When the tired hun!ſman 2 repoſe leg, 
T hen flies his mind ta woods and wild beaſts dens 
Judges dream caſes : champions ſeem to run 
2 their night cour/ers, the vain bounds to ſhun, 
Love hugs his rapes : the merchant traffic minds; 
The miſer thinks he ſome loft treaſure finds. 
Aud to the thirfly fick, ſome pution cold, 
Still flattering /leep inauly ſecms to Bold: 
Yea, and in the age of filent reftl” even J. 
Troubled with art's deep muſings nightly lie. 


And thoſe are apt to be forgotten, or ſo darkly re- 
preſented, and imperfeQly remembered, that they ad- 
miniſter very little uſe or benefit to thoſe that receive 
them, pc 4 they were beforchand made ſenſible of 
that ill conduct of their lives, which occaſions them; 
and thence would be perſuaded, by a total change 


of their manners and converſations, to improve and 


| kit their ſpirits for better and more adyantageous com- 


munications. 
C 2 As 
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As for romplexional dreams, they proceed from 
that humour which is moſt predominant in the body, 
unto the brain, and thence ariſe imaginations, with 
repreſentations ſuitable to ſuch a humour. 

As perſons of a /anguine complexion, or in whoſe 


| maſs of humours, the blood bears ſway, have gene- 


rally pleaſant, chearful, and delightful dreams : 
as, that they are in merry company, entertained 
wath muſic, converſing with beautiful and obligin 
perſons, . dreſt in fine and ſplendid garments, Si 
gay and diverting objects. 

Perſons of holevie complexions dream of anger, 
wrath, brawling, quarrelling, and fighting ; and 
that they uſe ſome violent motion or ſtruggling ; that 
they meet with bears, lions, dogs, or the like, and 
are in danger to be hurt by them. 

Such in whom melancholy is predominant, are con- 
tinually diſturbed with frihttal fancies, and ideas 
twl of horror: of being ſurrounded with darkneſs, 
or confined to ſome cloſe dungeon, left alone in a 
wilderneſs ; oppreſſed with poverty, want, and deſ- 


ir, ready to be torn to pieces with evil ſpirits, and 


all the hideous things the imagination can repreſent. 

Laſtly, The phlegmatic perſon is leſs = to remem- 
ber his dreams, but they are generally about water, 
fear of falling from on high down into ſome great 
river, and being drowned, of ſhipwrecks, flood 
ſtorms, and tempeſts, with dreadful inundations, =# 
the like. And thus— 

There's many dreams, of which it may be ſaid, 

They're by replet ion and complexion made. 

When choler vwerflows, then dreams are bred 

Of flames, and of the family of red : 

Red dragons, and red beafts in ſleep we view, 

For humours are diſtinguiſb d by their hue : | 

For hence awe dream of war, and warlike things : 

And waſps, and hornets with their donble wings : 

Chaler aduft congeals our blood with fear; © | 

T hen black bulls tofs us, and black devils tear : 

In ſanguine airy dreams „ aloft wve bound; 

With phlegin oppreſſed, awe fink in rivers . ; 
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And as theſe ſeveral hum urs are more or leſs mixed 
or prevailing in any perſon's conſtitution, his or 
her ordinary dreams will be diverſified accor- 
dingly. The ſame in effect is to be obſerved in 
dreams that are cauſed by Hd real influences they 
carry witit them the reſemblances of that planet from 
whence they proceed: as (to run through the ſever 
9s 77 lancts.) f OS, 

1. If the /aturnine property carries the upper domi- 
nion, in earthly figns, then the dreams are ſad, dull, 
heavy, and frighttul, filled with fear and ſorrow. 

2. If the martial, or fierce fire, have the chief 
government, then the dreams are fierce, filled with 
wrath, paſſion, fear, and trembling, amazing and 
affrighting the outward body; infomuch, that not 
unfrequently ſuch dreams do by their horror awaken + 
the perſon from his ſleep, and cauſe all his limbs to 
tremble for fear. | 

3. If the javial nature do predominate in the center 
of life, then the dreams are more mild, grave, and 
moderate. | . 

4. If Yenas carries the dominion in the complex 
ion, then the dreams are pleaſant and delightful, 
and amorous. 

5. If M-rcary preſide in the complexion, then your 
dreams will be mixt, various, and many times ſo 
| gg that you can ſcarce tell what to make of 

em. 

6. If Sol bear ſway, then your dreams are apt to 


be of great light, honours and diguities, or of ſplen- 


did and magnificient things. 
Laſtly, If the Moon predominate, the dreams are 
confuſed, unconſtant, mixt with truth and falſhood. 
So that if men would but turn their eyes inward, 
and learn to know themſelves, and the principles and 
degrees of their own nature, every one might in a 
great degree underſtand from what radix and pro- 
erty of nature each dream proceeds, and takes its 
birth; and conſequently know their own complex- 
ion; and likewiſe what principle or quality, good 
| C 3 or 
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or evil, does carry the upper dominion in them; ſo 
that there would be much knowledge attained by 


dreams, as they are derived from, and demonſtrate 


what property of the ſeven- fold nature has the do- 
minion 1n the foul. 

It was this knowledge and obſervation, that made 
the wiſe Zens declare, that he cauld eafrly called? what 
4 man was, by his dreams. 

This made the ingenious Felubam to ſay, that 
dream are notable means of diſcrvering aur own in- 
clinations ; and that the wiſe man learns ta Au 
bimſelf as well by the night's black mantle, as the 
feorching beams of day. In ſleep we have the naked and 
natural thoughts of our fouls, Outward objects inter- 
Poſe nat, either ta Hufe in occaſional cogitations, or to 
bale out the included fancy. None of the cinque ports of 
the Iſle of Man ere then open to let in any ſtrange di 
turbers. How wwe fall to vice, or riſe up to virtue, wwe 
may by obſervation find out in our dreams ; for then the 

being ſlated in a deep repoſe, diſcovers her true af. 
fefioms, I will conclude this chapter with what one 
of the ancients ſay, a wiſe max is the wiſer for bis 
Keeping, if he can order well in the day-time, what the 
ezclefs night preſenteth him with. | |

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CHAP. IV. 


Sbewirg how by dreams and apparitions detarte fouls 
communicate with livig perſons; and alſo how the con- 
werſe of good and bad angels is promoted with men. 


| HE affinity and ſimilitude that there is between 

incorporeal beings and the ſoul of man (of 
which I have ſpoken in the foregoing chapter) 1s the 
reaſon that departed ſouls do ſo often communicate 


their deſires, and reveal various ſecrets to their living 


friends, after theic divorce or ſeparation from their 
bodies (which divorce or ſeparation is that which we 
call death.) For dreams being incorporeal, as de- 
rted ſouls are, ſuch ſouls have no other way to 
1mport their ſecrets, that is ſo familiar as this, 
ſome few, who at the time of their death have an ex- 
traordinary affection to their wife or huſband and 
children, or the like, and die with an earneſt deſire 
of revealing ſomething to them that lies hid; or to 


| manifeſt their affectious to their ſurviving friends; 


and theſe ſometimes do it by aſſuming an aerial body, 
and ſo appearing to them: ſtrong and violent affec- 
tions being the chief, and moſt uſual cauſe of the ap- 
paritions of departed ſouls. But then the will and 
deſire muſt be exceeding ſtrong and powerful at the 
departure of the ſoul from the body ; or otherwiſe ir 
cannot clothe itſelf with a fidereal elemental thin 
body; for the external eye cannot ſee any thing but 
what is like itſelf, or compounded of the ſame ele- 
ments; and it is with great difficulty that any ſoul 
can clothe itſelf with a material body; neither indeed 


can it be done at all, if the affections and defires be 


not wonderful ſtrong and powerful. 
And when a departed ſoul has afſumed ſuch a 
ſhadow, or thin body, it will continue no longer 


chan radical moiſture in the deceaſed body does in 


C4 ſome 
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ſome degree continue; for as the moiſture and matter 
of the body does waſte, ſo the apparition or ghoit 
— weak, and at laſt vaniſhes. nd the reaſon is, 

auſe the ſoul clothed itſelf by the help of the 
matter contained in the body; which is done by a 
ſympathetical agreement between the external and the 
internal; for there is ſome likeneſs or relicks of the 
ſpirit remaining in the deceaſed body, fo long as it 
continues moiſt and full of matter; for if it were not 
ſo, it were impoſſible that any ſoul ſhould appear in 
any body or ſhape, either human or beaſtial. 

For this reaſon it was, that ſome of the ancient 
3 commanded the bodies of the dead to be 
burnt to aſhes, which did totally deſtroy the humor 
radicalit, or ſpirit of the external elemental nature, 
thereby preventing all ſuch apparitions as we are 
ſpeaking of, and hindering ſouls from clothing 
themſelves with thin aerial bodies, which they can 
do only by a ſympathetical agreement between them- 
ſelves and their old houſes, the deceaſed bodies. 
- For if the ſoul departs from the body, filled with 
affections to external things, be they what they will, 
then finding it diſcompoſed and diſquieted, it longs 
after its old body or houſe, and by fimile, and help 
of the fluid humours and ſpirits, yet remaining in the 
body, it attrafts a ſubtle matter, in which having 
veſted itſelf,” it becomes to outward view corporeal. 
But to return from this digreflion, in which I have 
briefly ſhewn the nature, cauſes, and manner of ſouls 
appearing after death, which ſometimes happen where 
the affections are exceeding ſtrong and violent, as I 
have ſaid before. It is far eaſier, and more familiar, 
for the deceaſed ſouls to communicate their ſecrets to 
their living friends in dreams, than to appear thus in 
external forms, by clothing themſelves with thin 
elemental bodies: for men in dreams are nearer to 
the condition of departed ſouls, than when awake; 
and therefore they can with eaſe and great familiarity 
diſcourſe and reveal their minds to them ; more eſpe- 
cially if there were any ſimile between their ſpirits, 
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or if their was a hearty love and affection between 
them whilſt they lived: for all the time the body 
ſleepeth, it is as it were dead, and ten hours is but 
as one minute; but the ſoul liveth and acts, and ſees 
and apprehends things as if it had not any earthly 
body, but were already in eternity; for near and afar 
off, is all alike; it can eaſily viſit remote countries 
and regions beyond the equinoctial or tropicks as a 
man's own houſe or garden : It caa fink itſelf into 
the deepeſt of depths, and alſo ſoar aloft, and range 
through all the celeſtial ſpheres. Now the etherial 
ſpirits of men being thus volatile and buſy, when the 
outward body or Poſes are dead, or (which is all 
one ſor the time) aſleep; the immaterial beings, or 
ſeparated ſouls, _ ot an homogenial nature, and 
Ike ſtate, can eafity hold communication therewith, 
by ſach means as are proper for the intercourſe of 
ſach ſpirituous effences ; eſpecially, if before the 
death of the body there was femething ftrongly im- 
preſſed on the ſpirit of the deceaſed, which proves 
very burthenſome, until they have by ſome means 
revealed it to thoſe to whom they had a defire to im-- 
part it before their death, but by ſome accident were 
prevented; or where there is ſome great ſympathy or 
ſimilitude between the ſoul of the deceaſed and the 
living : and for this laſt reaſon, the ſouls of ſtrangers 
do ſometimes make application to ſuch ſympathizing 
ſouls of the living, whilſt the body lies aſleep, — 
reveals great ſecrets, and foretells them of things 
ſometimes good, and ſometimes evil, that are likely 
to befall them. 
But there is ſuch a vaſt diſproportion between the 
1ncorporeal beings, viz, Souls departed, ſpirits and 
angels, on the one fide, and our outward material 
ſenſes and reaſons on the other, as makes all theſe 
wonderful myſteries that happen to men of this na- 
ture, appear but as mere fancies, ſhadows or vanity 3 
and therefore this ſecret ſpiritual converſe, and real 
communication of fouls, are derided in the higheſt de- 
gree ; which uabelief A. contempt doth drive away, 
ö | 5 and. 
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and cauſe a ſeparation of the ſouls of the deceaſed, as 
alſo of all good ſpirits and angels, who otherwiſe 
would be much more ready and free to ſuch commu- 
nications ; as being forward to ſerve, help, and en- 
Iightening thoſe that are ſober and well-minded, and 
ſuch as believe and are ſenſible of thoſe wonderful 
things, and myſterious revelations; for a firm faith, 
and an earneſt and vehement defire and belief, to wit, 
when the ſoul or ſpirit is delighted in the conſidera- 
tion of this ſpiritual diſcourle and converſe, it does 
naturally attract and draw the internal powers, ſouls 
and good angels, and cauſeth them to delight to ac- 
company men, both ſleeping and waking, defending 
them from various dangers and troubles, and ready at 
all times to reveal and foretel them of future things. 
But then on the contrary, our incredulity, and vain 
and deſpiſing diſcourſes, do potently drive them away, 
and cauſes, as it were, a total ſtparation, ſo that there 
feems to the outward ſenfes and reaſon ef moſt men, 
that there is no ſuch thing, but that they are all idle 
and vain conceits, ſo greatly is mankind depraved, 
having by the vanity and carnal appehenſions, put out 
the inward eyes of his intellectuals, fo that they are 
to him but as idle imaginations. 

But the records of eternal truth do inform us, that 
moſt of the ſober enlightened men 1n former ages, 
were ſenſible of this ſecret converſe of angels and 
ſouls, and had myſteries revealed to them from God, 
and his miniſtering ſpirits, in dreams and viſions, as 
plentifully appears in the holy ſcriptures, 

But in theſe our days, the frowardneſs, intemper- 
ance, and incredulity of mankind, have ſo eſtranged 
thoſe holy powers, good angels and ſpirits, that they 
cannot come near man, to reveal unto him the ſecret 
myſteries of their beings and conditions ; or foretel 
him either good or evil that ſhall happen unto him : 
For as I ſaid before, a firm faith in God, and frequent 
meditations on thoſe ſublime things, have a wonder- = 
ful power, ſympathetical inclination and attraction on 1 
good angels and ſpirits, of all offices and kinds; 1 1 


every t 
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all things both in the material and immaterial worlds, 
have that ſecret communication and operation by 
likeneſſes, for the nearer we reſemble and become 
like the good angels, they are the more ready and 
willing to ſerve us; this being the ſympatherical 
_— which is the way of God in nature; for 


ing doth incorporate with its likeneſs, and 
by a ſecret agreeable power each thing is ready to 
ſtrengthen its own property, having the key in itſelf 
that can open the gates of its own 5 in all 
other things both — and earthly; for they all 
flow from the two grand principles of good and evil; 
and whichſoever of theſe two a man eſpouſeth, and 
conforms himſelf to, that principle may be ſaid to 
have the chief dominion and government in the ſoul. 
And if it be the principle of evil that bears rule in the 
ſoul, then the ſoul, by way of defires and imagina- 
tions penetrates all elements; and things both external 
and internal, and whenſoever it finds matter capable, 
or diſpoſed to receive them, it prefently incorporates, 
and with the utmoſt diligence endavours to deſtroy its 
contrary, wiz. all goodneſs and virtue, And thus 
men are rendered fit and capable of being companions 
of, and having ſociety, or — communication with 
evil angels and ſpirits; there being often an internal 
agreement and compact between the ſouls of men and 
evil angels by way of imagination and defires in the 
very center of their lives; which very few perſons are 
ſenſible of, although ſubjeRt unto; and that is the 
reaſon that they cannot comprehend from whence 
thoſe multitudes of evil ſuggeſtions, defires, and vain 
imaginations wherewith they find themſelves incum- 
bered, do proceed : for whoſoever ſuffers his will, 
end ſtrong defires to enter into the fierce or envious 
original ir or property, has unity with, and be- 
comes a companion of all evil angels and fpirits, 
whence do proceed thoſe wonderful troops and num- 
berleſs af 2 of vain thoughts, imaginations, de- 
fires, words and actions, being the very dictates of 


devils. 
| C 6 | And 
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And from the ſame black ſtygian fountain does 
ariſe that wonderful ſubtilty and cunning, and thoſe 
ſtrange unimaginable inventions of evil words, that a 
man would think it impofſible for men to be ſo ſtrong, 
ready, and cunning, in the doing of evil: ſo that 
whatſoever a man inclines to, whether it be or 
evil, there is preſently a ſpirit or angel of the ſame 
property's ready to execute, or put into Tang ſuch 

is inclinations, and to incline and urge him forward 
therein. | 

But theſe are matters that are underſtood, or at 
leaſt conſidered, but by a very few. And therefore all 
men would do well ſericuſly to ponder in their minds 
from what fountain, principle and ground, that great 
variety of dark, vain, and evil thoughts, their imagi- 
nations, words and actions do proceed; of which 1 
ſhall inſtance ſome few, for example ſake : As firſt in 
childhood, to wiſh to be kings and emperors, to have 
brave houſes, coſtly furniture, gay clothes, and think 
that whoever meets one does, or at leaſt ought to, ad- 
mire an aſs for his | me, trappings ; to defire to hve 
idly, and ſpend all one's time in eating, drinking, 
ſiceping, and playing. And as people attain to ma- 
turer years, to wiſh and deſire a great deal of money 
and liberty, to have variety of women, to exceed all 
others in evil miſchievous arts and ſciences, to hurt, 
kill, and murder all ſuch as ſhall offend them; for a 
man ſecretly to wiſh his wife dead, that he might 
have another with more money ; to contrive how to 
circumvent another in a bargain, or defraud him of 
bis inheritance = e. by colour of law, and then to 
boaſt of our wit and cunning in doing it. For a man 
to defign himſelf an univerſal empire, or the govern- 
ment of the whole world, as ſome princes have done, 
and ſacrificed millions of men's lives to that conceit. 
Theſe and the like ſtrange evil and moſt abominable 
thoughts, imaginations and defires bubble-up in, and 
bave poſſeſſion of moſt men's minds, even to the day 
of their death; which do all ariſe and proceed from 


the poiſonous root, by the promptings, * 
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and injections of the evil genii, which are like ſwarms 
of bees - in and about a man, if he ſuffer his will and 
defires to enter into their principle and property, 
which is to do evil, and only evil, and that con- 
tinually. 

But there are others, that have their deſires not ſo 
far engaged upon notorious wicked objects, but ra- 
ther amuſe themſelves with vanities and things which 
they fancy to be innocent and indifferent; ſuch as an 
overcare of being well ſpoken of in the world, and 
therefore ſtudying r and civilities to pro- 
cure eſteem; pleaſing themſelves with fine buildings, 
and delicate walks and curious gardens, doating on a 
rave horſe, or a dog, or placing all their affections, 
delight and joy, 1n { A particular child. 

5 when any one doth inordinately take pleaſure 
in ſuch things, they will continually be encouraged 
and promoted forward by evil angels, and g-ni of 
middle nature, that are endued both with the pro- 
perty of the inward and outward principles, having 
as it were aa equal mixture of both, which dih cow 
attend the motions, actions, and inchnations of eac 
people, encouraging and making them ftrong and 
fixed in their way of vanity; and whenever they go 
about to do an action that in itſelf is good, they ſug- 

geſt ſomething that may ſpoil it by its circumſtances ; 
as when they give an alms, they tickle themſelves with 
a conceit of glory; and ſo they do it not for God's 
ſake, who has commanded it, but to be ſeen and 
praiſed of men: if they are abſtemious, theſe evil 
ſpirits recommend it not as a neceſſary virtue, but as 
it ſaves their money, or preſerves their credit. 

And as the evil genii is on all occaſions ready to 
injeR evil thoughts and imaginations into us, both 
ſleeping and . ſo on the contrary, the 
angels are no leſs ready and diligent to attend on all 
thoſe who are ſoberly and innocently inclined, and to 
dictate to them virtuous things and ways; and do 
mightily ſtrive for, and defend all the children of 
virtue and piety, againſt the aſſaults and * 
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evil angels, not only in an incorporeal ways but alfo 
outwardly in the body, preſerving them from many 
dangers, which they had otherwiſe fallen into. 

And here it is worthy of our obſervation, that there 
ſometimes ariſes great tempeſts and troubles in the 
ſouls and minds of men, through the contending of 
the good and evil angels, for the ſuperiority or go- 
vern:ment ; whence do proceed thoſe ſtrange and other- 
wiſe unaccountable variety of dreams and nocturnal 
repreſentations, both good and evil ; and as his dreams 
are when aſleep, ſo are his apprehenſions and imagi- 
nations when awake; ſo that ſometimes, when a man 
has through the influence of an evil genius, con- 
cluded to do an evil action, the good genius or angel 
comes in, and interpoſes with a powerful admoniſh- 
ment, though u ith a gentle, ſoft, and ſtill voice, ſay- 
ing, do not this evil thing ; and this many times pre- 
vents very great outrages, and deſigned miſchiefs 1 
being executed: for all men that are not wholly aban- 
doned to the powers of wickedneſs, and ſealed up to 
deſtruftion, when they incline or attempt to commit 
evil, do find ſome checks or reluctances in their own 
breaſts, and experience the effects of a ſtruggling 
counterballancing in their ſouls between the go — 
evil angels; and whichſoever of the two the will 
; "ay * aſſent and conſent unto, that carries the 

ay. us ſometimes a man (even when he is goin 
about his lawful occaſions) ſhall have moſt ſtrange * 
wicked thoughts injected and darted into his mind, 
without any pre meditation, confideration, or ſenſible 
occaſion ; and then preſently he ſhall have an oppoſite 
thought ſaddenly darted in from a good angel, which 

does both moderate, allay, and put a ftop to the evil 
one. And thus a multitude of dreams, and ftrange 
imaginations, very ſurpriſing, attend mankind, by the 
dictates, gleams, rays, and influences of theſe genii, 
cr ſpirits, which are of wonderful conſideration and 
moment. 

And though theſe reſtleſs ſpirits are never idle. but 
are always buſy, yet then have they the moſt fit oppor- 
tunity for the accompliſhing of their MY de- 

Zus, 
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figns, when men give up themſelves to any intem- 
perance or diſorder; ſuch as paſſion, drunkenneſs, 
1 luttony, ſwearing, lying, cheating, envy, de- 

| — violence, oppreſſion, and ſuch like. Then 
it is that they have commonly impure and filthy 
dreams; and ſo may be properly ſaid to be thoſe filthy 
dreamers which St. Jude tells us defile the fleſh ; 
noting, as a learned author tells us, nocturnal pollu- 
tions, through the filthy workings of men's minds in 
the time of their night-ſleeps. | 

Though it muſt be here underſtood, that no man's 
dream is wholly and altogether evil and vain, for that 
cannot be, except men were mere devils, which alſo 
cannot be, ſo long as we live in the human nature; 
for man's fall was not like the fall of the evil angels; 
for rhey fell into the dark abyſs, and therefore there 
was for them no help nor recovery; but on the con- 
trary, man fell into the knowledge of good and evil, 
and ſo was not left deſtitute or mcapable of the bleſ- 
ſing, or regenerating feed of the woman; for there 
does centrally dwell in the human nature that which 
the wiſe man calls, The Voce of Wiſdom, that con- 
tinually calls man to repentance, and reproves him 
for his evil ways: which is the genizs optimns, the 
ſoul of the ſoul, and the eye of the mind; and unto 
this holy principle, and friendly fountain, the didates 
and voice of all good angels and fpirits do concur ; 
it being a great part of their work and buſineſs, to 
aſſiſt man, and preſerve him from the inwacd incur- 
fions of the multitude of malignant ſpirits. 

And as men's thoughts, imaginations, words and 
works are mixed, wiz. Good and evil, but generally 
the evil does much over-balance the good, the very | | 
ſame is to be underſtood of their dreams and night- Ss | 
 wifions, or nocturnal revels ; from whence it comes to 
path, that the far greater part of men's dreams proving 

o falſe, frivolous, vain and impertinent, they are 
become infamous, and a reproach is unjuſtly brought 
upon dreams in ral; whereas indeed the fault is 
in themſelves their dreams are no more _—_—

— 
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for how ſhould the ſtreams afford pure water, if the 
fountain be defiled ? So how ſhould any have delight- 
ful and pleaſurable dreams, when their lives are vici- 
ous, ms anger, wrath, paſſion, and uncleanneſs, has 
the chief dominion in their hearts ? Or who can hope 
for friendly viſits, and communications of good 
angels, when both foul and ſpirit are captivated in 
evil, and hve as it were in another country, which is 
as oppoſite to that wherein good angels delight, as 
light 1s to darkneſs, or the zenith to the nadir; and 
therefore they cannot come there, for angels and 
genit have a power only over their own principles ; 
and mankind cannot draw near, nor have any com- 
munication with them, nor they with him, unleſs he 
immerſeth his will and deſires into their principle. 
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CHAP.-V. 


Shewing «why man cant communicate with ſpirits in 
his outward ſenſ s, but in dreams ; and how he may 
emme to have pleaſant and profitable dreams; of flrange 
material figures, repreſenting in dreams, and of calls, 
avords and blows received. 


Have already demonſtrated, that, during the time 
of bodily fleep, the ſoul is as it were already ſo- 
parated and in eternity, ſo that both joy and ſorrow 
are eſſential to it, and the ſoul does really enjoy either 
leaſure, or pain, if pain may be ſaid to be an en- 
oyment : for which reaſon both good and evil angels 
can moſt eafily communicate with the ſouls of mea in 
ſleep ; for then the ſoul is neareſt to their being, and 
there is a great affinity between them. But when the 
body is awake, and all its ſally- ports of the ſenſes 
wide open, to let in outward material objeRs, the 
ſoul is clothed with a dark earthly ſenſual virtue, 
which does as it were wholly captivate and chain this 
incorporeal eſſence. And as thoſe nocturnal commu- 
nications which happen to the ſoul in dreams and vi- 
ſions, ſeem as nothing to the body and ſenſes after 
waking (which is a great, though not a good reaſon 
why ſo many flight their dreams) ſo what is tranſ- 
lated through the ſenſes, or in the outward material 
world, is nothing to the ſoul in dreams ; but the beg- 
gar has as lofty repreſentations as the king; and the 
— capti ve as free enjoyments as his judge: there- 
ore we ſhould conſider the vaſt difference between 
the internal and external principles, and their reſpec- 
tive inhabitants; and that the external eye can only 
ſee into its own birth or original; that is, into the 
things and light of this material world, as receiving 
its light from thence; for nothing can ſee further 
than its own principle from whence it proceeded. 
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For this cauſe no mortal man can ſee and commn- 
nicate with angels and ſpirits by fight, and under the 
perfect exerciſe of their outward ſenſes; therefore 
when the holy prophets and patriarchs of old, receiv- 
ed viſions, and the good angels and ſpirits communi- 
cated their ſecrets unto them, it was alſo in dreams, 
extaſies or raptures; not knowing {as the apoſtle 
faith) whether they were in, or out of the body ; and 
therefore the prophet Daniel ſaith, That in his viſions 


that he ſaw, he had not the ſtrengib of a man. That 


is, his ſenſes, and natural underſtanding, was, during 
the time of the vifion, weak, dead, or as it were 
aſleep, and did not ſee or know any more of the 
myſtery of Divine fight, than men do of their com- 
mon noQurnal viſions, which are as nothing to the 
body and ſenſes: for every eye ſees into its own radix, 
that of the body into the principle of this world, as 
being generated from the light thereof, and bein 
itſelf corporeal, ſees and apprehends all corporea 
things; but the eye of the mind and ſonl is incorpo- 
real, and for that reaſon it can both apprehend and 
comprehend 1 and ſpiritual things; eſpe- 
cially when it ſhakes off, and as it were quits itſelf 
of the chains and heavy fetters of its earthly taber- 
nacle, and the ſenſual faculties of the external palpa- 
bility, as it does in vifions and in dreams : Gr the 
foul has an eternal and celeſtial original, proceeding 
from the intelligible world ; and therefore when it 1s 
freed from darkneſs, it can well fee into, and com- 
municate with the internal and — and 
angels: bur the ſenſes and body take their original 
from groſs palpable matter, and therefore depend 
upon ſublunary nature, and 8 ſubje to 
deſtruction and corruption. The body is a dull heavy 
trunk, but the ſoul is quick as thought, and nimble 
as a beam of light; and therefore when freed from 
the clog of the body, and ſenſual power, *ris capable 
of entertaining and receiving all things, be they 
either material or immaterial, - 
| ut 
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But here we muſt obſerve, that it is eommon for 

rſons in dreams to be prefented with various figures 
and ſhapes of material things, belonging to the ani- 
mal, vegitable, and mineral kingdoms ; which repre- 
ſentations do often foreſhew or denote profperity, 
adverſity, health, ſickneſs, and perhaps the death of 
either themſelves to whom ſuch repreſentations are 
made, or of their friends or relations: thus a divine 
of eminent note having in a noRurnal repreſentation 
the form of his wife before him all in mourning, 
looked upon it as a premonition of her death, but was 
miſtaken in his conjeRure, for it proved a prognoſ- 
tic of his own, who was ſuddenly after taken ill, 
and died in a little time, telling his wife a little 
before he died, what he had ſeen: and his wife be- 
ing in mourning at his funeral, was the ſubſtance 

that repreſentation he had ſeen in his dream; but 
I ſhall have occaſion to mention many ſuch things in 
another chapter. And not only have many had fach 
repreſentations, but ſome have had vocal calls, voices, 
and even blows, before death or fickneſs. Now all 
theſe variety of nocturnal repreſentations or dreams, 
proceed from the variety of each man's genius or 
angel, and are true or falſe, according to the nature 
of the genij, and the virtuous or vicious lives of the 
perſons to whom they are made. | 

And here, once for all, let me addreſs myſelf to 
all thoſe that are willing to have their ſpirits regaled, 
in their nocturnal ſlumbers, with pleaſant, ſignificant 
and delightful dreams ; and in a few words to inform 
them, that there is no better, nor indeed no other 
way for them to accompliſh their defires, than by 
living in the daily exerciſe of temperance, cleanneſs, 
moderation, and virtue : for it is a certain truth, that 
thoſe men have been the moſt famous for havin 


dreams of their own, that have been weighty an 


ſignificant, and alſo for interpreting the dreams of 
others: witneſs Jacob, Joſeph, Daniel, and divers 
others, (as I ſhall have occaſion to diſcourſe more at 
large in another chapter) who were all pious, chaſte, 


temperate; and holy perſons, Nor from the _ 
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of the thing can it be otherwiſe : for ſeeing, (as 1 
have ſhewed at large) that our dreams, in a great 
meaſure, proceed from the influence and communi- 
cations of the good and evil genii, or angels, can we 
think that the good angels - will have any communi- 
cations with thoſe that are drenched in luſt and ſen- 
ſuality, like a ſwine in the mire ? Is it not reaſon- 
able to think that the intellectual faculties of the ſoul 
will be clouded and inveloped with darkneſs, through 
the ſtreams that ariſe from an impure body? And 
what can flow from thence, but filthy and impure 
dreams? And ſuch are uſually ftirred up by the 
wrathful principle, or evil genii; who are always 
forward to encourage the devotees of vice to thoſe 
impurities, that in the end will ingulph both body and 
ſoul in inevitable ruin and deſtruction. Whereas on 
the contrary, chaſtity, ſobriety, temperance, and 


cleanneſs attracts the good genii to the ſoul, and 


wonderfully prepares men for, and renders them capa- 
ble of receiving true and inſtructive dreams. And 
therefore all that would be worthy of this ſublime 
knowledge and gift of true dreams, mutt keep a pure, 
undiſturbed, = undiſquited ſpirit and imagination ; 
to do which, they muſt endeavour to attain to exter- 
nal as well as internal purity ; and to be free not only 
from wrath and violence, but alſo from all unclean- 
neſs of body, even in meats and drinks; for a tem- 

rate and clean body. is the way to Have a com- 
poſed and unclouded fpirit, which is like a clear glaſs, 
or calm limpid ſpring of water, wherein you may be- 


hold the true images of things; but if the water be 


troubled, ſtirred, or agitated, then you perceive no- 
thing but confuſed figures : ſo the ſpirit being dif- 
compoſed, apprehends nothing as it ought to do: 
but as long as it continues ſerene and tranquil, it lets 
in the trye light of diſtinguiſhing and underſtanding, 
and preſents the real figures and notions of things to 
ſuch as are of a ſound mind and healthful body, not 
clouded by intemperance, nor made ſad by anger, 


nor provoked to bitterneſs and envy, by covetouſneſs: 


but. 
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but being at peace with God, and with allthe innocent 
creation, you quietly go to bed and fall fait aſlecp; 
then the ſoul being looſed from hurtful thoughts, 
and freed from Ker body, and ſenſual ſpirits, 
does freely communicate with divine angels and ſpi- 
tits, and certainly, clearly, and efficaciouſly behold 
and enjoy wonderful things ; and oftentimes is then 
inſtructed in, and taught many abſtruſe and myſte- 
rious ſecrets; for the good ſpirits being diffuſive and 
communicative, do invite the ſoul to-their ſociety, 
by the opportunity of the ſleep of the body and ſenſes, 
and nocturnal ſolitarineſs; nor will they be wanting 
to ſuch, when they are awake, if they ſhall ſquare 
and conduct their lives and actions by the meaſures of 
wiſdom, and rules of piety. 

Seeing then true or prophetical dreams are a kind 
of revelation of divine power unto the ſoul, and that 
this ſublime ſtate of the mind, is either much advanced 
or depreſſed by temperance or intemperance, virtue 
or vice, it follows that the firſt ſtep to true wiſdom is 
the fear of the Lord, which teaches all men ſobriety, 


temperance and cleanneſs; therefore all ſuch as are 


deſirous to receive true and profitable dreams, ought 
to be chaſtly and devontly diſpoſed, and in an wy 
cial manner to obſerve cleanneſs in meats and drinks, 
and not to overcharge the body with to» great a 
= ; for that will ſtrangely dull and becloud all 

intellectual powers of nature, ſo that the foul 
can neither communicate with good angels, or ſepa- 
rate ſpirits, nor - of herſelf ſee or penetrate into any 
thing celeftial, 
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CHAP, VI. 


Of divine dreams : ſhewing how God hes appeared to ſc- 
dera / hal; men and Fro bets, in ndeturnal dreams and 
deut. | 


OW much dreams were eſteemed by the pro- 
phets and holy men of old, the ſacred pages 
do abundantly teſtify ; the ever bleſſed creator fre- 
2 ſends his angels, thoſe glorious miniſtering 
pirits, to reveal to the ſons of wiſdom his divine 


good pleaſure; ſometimes to admoniſh them of things 


to come: at other times to direct them in their duty; 
and ſometimes to avoid thoſe dangers which they * 
were likely to fall into, and to prevent the evils that 
men threatened them with. 

It was doubtleſs this way that God firſt appeared 
to the great Abrabam, bidding him get out of his 
country, and from his kindred, and from his fathgr's 
houſe, unto the land that he would ſhew him; and 
Abraham readily obeyed the divine viſion. It was 
thus that God appeared to Abimelech, in a dream by 
night, and ſaid to him, thou art but u dead man, for 


| the woman which thou haſt taken, for ſte is a man's 


ewife.— Now therefore reftore the man his <wife : now 
this angelical admonition and reproof was of great 
uſe and ſervice to Abimelech, who by this means re- 
pented of his evil, which otherwiſe he would have 
1gnorantly committed, and ſaved himfelf and his 
page from thoſe impending judgments which Ged 
d threatened. | 
When poor Jacob was, as it were baniſhed from 
his father's houſe, to avoid the effects of his enraged 
brother's implacable malice, who had deſigned to 
kill him, he came to a place called Lax, and there 
he tech vp his melancholy lodging; having nothin 
but the earth for his bed, a ſtone for his pillow, and 
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the heavens for his canopy : (which was but an indif- 
ferent entertainment for the heir of //aac) and yet 
this was perhaps the beſt lodging that ever Jacob had; 
for while he ſlept ſecurely, and heartily, being wea- 
ried with the fatigue of his journey, he had a glo- 
rious divine dream, and communication not _ 
with the bleſſed angels, but with the God of angels 
alſo: for he dreamed, and behold a ladder fet upon the 
earth, and the top of it reached to heaven ; and behald, 
the angels of God aſcending and deſcending on it : and 
behold the Lord flood above it and ſaid, I am the God of 
Abraham thy father, and the God of Iſaac : the land 
exhereon thou lieft, to thee will I give it, and ta thy 
feed: and thy ſeed fall be as the duft of the earth, 
and ibn fhalt ſpread abroad to the 1 , and to the 
eaft, and to the north, and to the ſouth, and in thee, 
and in thy ſeed, ſhall all the 8 af the earth be ble. 
fed. And behold, I am with thee, and will keep thee in 
all places whither than goeft, and will bring thee again 
into this land : I awill nit leave thee, until F =o 
done that which I have ſpoken to thee of. This was a 
lorious and encouraging dream to Jacob, and filled 
fis ſoul with holy and awful thoughts of God: for 
altho' all this was tranſacted while Jacob was aſleep, 
yet he was ſenſible of what had paſſed when he was 
awake: for we find when Jacob awaited out of hit 
Sleep, he ſaid, ſurely the Lord is in this place, and I knew 
it not : and he was afraid, and ſaid, bot dreadfid is 
' this place! this is none other but the houſe of God, and 
this is the gate of heaven. And now let us ſee the 
effect of this bleed dream upon good Faceb. And 
Jacob aroſe early in the morning, and toot the flone that 
be had put for his pillow, and ſet it up for a pillar, 
and paured oil upon the top of it. And he called the 
name of that place Bethel (that is, the hauſe of God) and 
Jacob wowed, ſaying, if God will be with me, and 
will keep me in this way which I go, and will give me 
| bread to eat, and raiment to put on, ſo that F come to my 
father's houſe again, then ſhall the Lord be my Gad. 
This was the bleſſed effeRt of Jacob's dream: he was 
filled with awful apprehenſions of the divine W 


t 
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ſet up a pillar in reſemblance of this memorable 
dream, and made a ſolemn vow that the Lord ſhould 
be his God. And this dream made ſo deep an im- 
preſſion upon the mind of Jacob, that God, who 
appeared many years afterwards to him, when he 
ſerved his uncle Laban, and bid him return back to 
the land of his father's, uſes this as a motive, I am 
the God of Bethel, the place where he had this remark - 
able dream; where thou anointedft the pillar and vcau- 
ed/? unto me. And the promiſes that God made him 
in this dream, were moſt remarkably accompliſhed ; 
for God brought him back again to Z/aac his father, 
having firſt reconciled his. brother E/az to him, ſo 
that Jacob and Eau were at their father's funeral; 


and the ſeed of Jacob poſſeſſed the whole land of 


Canaan for many hundred years afterwards. 

And here, before I leave this remarkable dream, 
I cannot but take notice of the divine nocturnal re- 
preſentation that he had therein : be dreamed, and 
beheld a ladder ſet upon the earth, and the top of it rea- 
<hed to heaven, and the angels of the Lord aſcending and 
deſcending upon it, &c. "I his repreſentation that was 
made to Jacob in his ſleep, ſhews that God communi- 
cates his mind and will to us in dreams, by the mini- 
ftry of the holy angels; and the ladder which was 
ſet upon the earth, with the top of it reaching to 
heaven, and the Lord's being x 4 


to miniſter to us, while our earthly ſenſes are locked 
up in ſleep. And that dreams was one of the prin- 
cipal ways by which God made known his will to 
his people of old, we may learn from Samuel, when 
Saul enquired of the Lord, the Lord anſwered bim not, 
neither * dreams, nor by urim, nor by prophets. Which 
being the three uſual ways by which the Lord anſwer- 
ed his people, and not anſwering King Saul by any 
of theſe, he deſpaired of being anſwered by God at 
all ; and ſo ſought out a witch, that he might enquire 
of the devil. And accordingly, when the witch of 
Endor raiſed up an old man covered with a mantle, 

| | which 
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ve it, ſhews, that 
the holy angels have their commiſſion from heaven 
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which he took to be Samuel, King Saul complained 
to him, that he was in great diſtreſs, and that G 
avas departed from him, and anſwered him no more, nei- 
ther by prophets mor by dreamt. A nd indeed it was no 
wonder that God anſwered him not by 077 arm nor 
by dreams, when he had eſtranged himſelf from God, 
by his fins and rebellions againtt him. | 
But to proceed, though this extraordinary dream 
of Jacob's, was the firſt in which God ſo eminently 
appeared to him, yet it was not the laſt, for he had 
many eminent viſits from God, afterward in the fame 
way and manner; which I ſhall but mention, and fo 
o on to others. Facob tells his wives, that it was 
od (who ſaw how Laban opprefied him) that di- 
rected him to take the ſpeckled and the ring- ſtreaked 
cattle for his wages, and that he faw in a dream, the 
rams that were ring-ftreaked and ſpeckled, leaped 
upon the cattle ; and that he had alſo appeared in a 
dream to him, and bid him to return again to his fa- 
ther's houſe ; which he accordingly deftigned to do. 
But Jacob knew the temper of Labar his uncle and 
father-in-law) ſo well, that ſhould he have acquainted 
him with his deſign, he would either have ſought to 
revent him, or have took away molt of what he had 
9k him ; and therefore he departed from him without 
taking his leave of him, and was gone three days 
journey before Laban knew it, who being deſperately 
enraged thereat, purſued after him with the greatett 
fury imaginable; but the night before Laban came 
to him, God appeared to Laban in a dream, and 
charged him to take heed that he ſhould let him de- 
part ſafely, and do him no hurt; which divine 
dream did ſo over-awe the ſpirit of Labar, that he 
acknowledged, though it was in the power of his 
hand (and no doubt in his heart too) to do him hurt, 
yet becauſe God had rebuked him for it, he could do 
nothing. Se here the benefit that both Laban and 
Jacob received by this divine dream; the oue being 
hindered from doing, my the other kept from receiv- 


ans 
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ing hurt thereby, for Laban having made a covenant 
with Taceb, kifled his children and depazted in peace. 

Jeſeth the eldeft ſon of Jacob by his beloved wife 
Rachel, was (in his infancy almoſt) very remarkable 
for his dreams, by which he received an early intima- 
tion of his tuture advancement. Which though it 
then ſerved only to raiſe and augment his brethren's 
hatred towards him, yet did they afterwards receive 
a moſt remarkable accompliſhment ; and which is 
remarkable, his very drezms and the ſkill he had in the 
interpretation of dreams, was the occaſion of it; for 
bis dreams made his brethren to hate him, and their 
hatred made them fell him to the [/&maciii/h mer- 
chants, who ſold him into Eg yp, where he met with 
cxtraordinary advancement. 

But to be more particular in his interpretation ef 
the dreams of king Pharah's chief butler and baker, 
it will be neceffary to premiſe, that 7 /-ph being ſold 
to the Midianites by his brethren, he was by the Midi- 
anites fold to one of Pharash's officers, that is, to Potr- 
bar, the captain of his guards, by whom he was in- 
truſted with the overſight of his houſe : during which 


time his miſtreſs caſt her luſt ful eyes upon him; which 


when 749/-ph was unwilling to take notice of, ſhe be- 
came ſo impudent, as to aſk him in plain terms to he 
with her; which he refuſed with that noblene!s of ſpirit 
which ought to be a pattern to all ſucceeding ages, 
ſaying to ber, haw can ] do this great wickedio/s and 
fin againſt Gd? One would have thought ſuch a 
reproof would have been enough to have quenched 
the fire of her luſt; but it proved fo far from that, it 
rather enflarned it: for one day as he was about his 
buſineſs, in the abſence of the ſervants, ſhe caught 
hold of his garment, as if ſhe would have forced him 
to lie with her; bur he, to avoid the further impor- 
tunity of her brutiſh Juſt, left his garment in her 
hands and got away. The luſtful lady being now 
without all hopes of ſatisfy ing her unclean deſires, 
converts her former Kindneſs for him into the extre- 
melt hatred ; and to gratily her revenge, though oy 
cou 
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could not her luſt, accuſes him to his maſter as though 
he would have raviſhed her, and produces his gar- 
ment as an evidence of the truth of what ſhe ſaid : 
It was in vain for J-/ph to affirm his own innocence, 
his miſtreſs would be ſure to be believed betore him; 
for her fair ſtory being firſt heard, his wrath was 
kindled againſt Js pb, whom he committed to the 
king's prifon ; and as he was an innocent man, not- 
withſtanding his miſtreſs's unjuſt accuſation, ſo God 
was with Joſeph in the priſon, and gave him favour 
in the eyes ot his keeper, who put a great deal of 
confidence in him, and gave him as much liberty as 
the priſon could afford. 

During Joſeph's confinement in the king's priſon, 
the king being diſpleaſed with his chief butler and 
chief baker, committed them both to priſon : and 
while they were there, Joſeph was appointed by his 
keeper to look after them ; and to 1 them with 
what they had occaſion for. After they had been 
there ſome time, they both dreamed a dream in one 
night; which dreams, becauſe they knew not what 
they might portend, made them very uneaſy ; info- 
much that when 7% came to them the next morn- 
ing to ſee what they wanted, he found them very 
much dejeted and caſt down, which made him 
aſk them what the matter was, which made them ſo 
fad, beyond what they uſed to be? And thereupon 
they told him that they had each of them dreamed a 
dream, and they knew not how to interpret it. 
Jaſeb having heard the cauſe of their ſadneſs, did 
not reply (as many of thoſe that would be accounted 
extraordinary wiſe in our days, would and *'tis very 
iikely have done 1n ſuch a caſe, and preſently. tell 
them} that all dreams are but vanities and idle fan- 
cies, and bid them never regard them, for that they 
ſignify nothing, and Cakes they need never trou- 
ble their heads about their interpretation : no, 
Jaſepb underſtood the nature of dreams better; and 
therefore, on the contrary, ſaid to them, dz v iu- 
terpretatians belong ta God? Tell me your dreams Þ pray 
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ven which in anſwer to Jyſpb's defire they did; 
the butler beginning firſt in this manner. 

In my dream behold a wine was before me, and in the 
wine were three branches ; and it was as though it bud- 
ded, and her bl:yfſims ſhot forth, and the clufters there 
brought forth ripe grapes : and Pharach's cup at in 
my hand, and I tak the grapes, and preſſed them into 
Pharach's cup, and I gave the cup into Pharash's hand. 

Jaſepb having heard the dream, gave this interpre- 
tation of it: The three branches are three days; yet 
within three dnys ſhall Pharaoh lift up thine head, and 
reſtore thee to thy place, and thou ſhalt deliver Pharaoh's 
cup into his hand, after the former manner, when thou 
dun his butler. And this Jeſepb told him with that 
certainty, that he defired him, when he was thus re- 
ſtored, to be mindful of him, and to ſpeak a good 
word for him, X 

The baker hearing the interpretation of the butler's 
dream, and finding it was very good, had a mind to 
hear his own interpreted ; which he therefore thus 
began to relate to Feſeph : I was alſo in my dream, 
and behold I had three white baſtets on my head, and in 
th uppermsſft baſhet there vas all manner of bake-meats 
fer Pharaoh; and the birds did eat them out of the baſ- 
bett upon my head, 

The dream of the baker's, 7-/eph likewiſe inter- 
e but in a different manner from that of the 


utler's; For, T his, ſaid he, is the interpretation + 


thereof : T he three baſkets are three days, yet within 
three days ſhall Pharach lift up thy head from off thee, 
and fall hang thee on à tree, and the birds ſhall eat thy 

Aa from off = . 3 
I know not what the butler or the baker thought 
of the different interpretations of their dreams ; but 
three days time gave * both a better idea of the 
truth of what 7o/-#4þ had told them: for Pharaoh's 
birth-day being thice days after, and Pharaoh on 
that day making a great feaſt to all his ſervants, he 
then reſtored the chief butler to his place; but cauſed 
the baker to be hanged, as 7o/-ph had before inter- 
preted, And yet ſo ungrateful was the chiet r 
er, 
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ſer, notwithſtanding all his promiſes when he was in 
riſon, he remembered not 7J/eph whom he had 


left there in priſon, but utterly torgot him. 


But tho butler forgot %, yet God remem- 
bered him; and after he had lain there even till 
the irons had almoſt entered into his ſoul: two years 
having paſſed ſince the butler was reſtored ; and p 
as it were all this while buried alive in the grave of 
his priſon, it ſeemed good to the divine majeſty to 
cauſe king Pharaoh to dream ſuch a dream, as none 
of the magicians or wiſe men of Eg ypfcould interpret; 
which gave the king no ſmall diſturbance ; for as his 
dream was doubled, fo the king thought there was 
fomething more than ordinary in it, which made him 
the more defirous to have it interpreted; which he 
could find none throughout his whole kingdom that 


could do, though he had told it to the magicians and 


wiſe men over and over, but all to no purpoſe. The 


king's perplexity, that he could find none to interpret 
his dream, made not only himſelf, but the whole 
court uncaſy, and as every one was cnriving - 
how to ſatisfy the king; the butler began to call to 
mind the long- forgotten 7%; and being perſuaded 
that he could as well interpret the king's dream, as he 
had done his and the baker's, was now reſolved to make 
the king acquainted with what had paſſed then. And 
3 going in to the king, he beſpake him as fol- 
UWS 5 a 

I remember my faults this day Pharaoh was wwroth © 
wwith his ſervants, and put me in ward in the captain o 


the guard's houſe both me and the chief baker : and we 


dreamed a dream in one night, I and he, we dreamed 


each man according to the interpretation of his dream and 


there was there with us, a young man, an Hebrew, ſer- 


want to the captain of the guards : and xe told him, and 
and he interpreted to us our dreams, to each man according 
to his dream, he did interpret: and it came to paſs as he . 
interpreted to us, fo it was ; me he reflared to mine office, 
and him he hanged, | | 
This 
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This relation of the butler's was ſo acceptable to 
the king that he gave immediate order that 7-/eph 
ſhould be brought to him. 

Being brought into the king's preſence, the king 
told him he had had a dream, and that none could 
interpret it; but / have heard of thee, ſaid he, that 
thou canſft uu and a dream t9 interpret it. To which 
FJiſeph, with a holy and becoming modeſty replies, 
it is 151 in me , G ‘s give Pharaoh an anſwer of peace, 
thereby encouraging the king to look higher than 
himſelf, who cn do nothing therein without the 
divine aſſiſtance. And thereupon the king forthwith 
told him his dream, as it is ſet down at large in Ger. 
xli. from ver. 17 to 25. 

Pfarach having told 7% his dream, Jeſph made 
this reply: God hath ſheucd Pfaraab what he is 
about to do—Behold there comes ſeven years of great 
pleaty , all the land of Eg et, and there 
Mall ariſe after them ſeven years of famine ; and all 
the plenty ſhall be forgotten in the land of Eg ypr, and 
the famine ſhall conſume the land; ſo that the plenty 
Mall not be known in the land, by reaſon of the 
famine following, for it ſhall be very grievous: and 
for that the dream was doubled unto Pharach twice, 
it is becauſe the thing is eſtabliſhed by God, and God 
will ſhortly bring 1t to — : now therefore let Pha- 
rach look out a man diſcreet and wiſe, and ſet him 
over the land of Egypt: let Pharach do this, and let 
him appoint officers over the land, and take up the 
fifth part of the land of ERH, in the ſeven plenteous 
years; and let them gather al! the food of thoſe good 
years that come, and lay up corn under the hand of 
Pharash, and let them keep food in the cities; and 
the food ſhall be for ſtore to the land, againſt the ſeven 
years of famine which ſhall be in the land of Ez yr, 
that the land periſh not. _ 

The interpretation that 77h gave of the king's 
dream, ſeemed fo natural, and the advice he added 
to it, was ſo rational, that it made its own way, both 
in the heart of Phara:h and his counſellors; who 


have 
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having debated the matter among themſelves, PHaraab 


came to this reſult, can wwe find ſuch a one as thit is, 4 
man in whom the ſpirit of God is ? And the counſellors 
ali acquieſcing in the ſentiments of their prince, the 
king beſpake Jh in this manner. 

Forma ſmuch as God hath ſhewed thee all this, there is 
none /o diſcreet and wiſe as thou art thou Halt be over 
mine houſe, and according nuta thy word fall all my 
people be ruled 5 only in the throne <will I be greater thai 
than. See, ſaid the king, I have jet thee over all 
the land f Hv: And in token thereof, he took his 
ring from of his hand, and put it on the hand of 
Jeſeph. And though #/-p> had put on change of 
raiment when he came into the king's preſence, that 
he might not appear deſpicable, yet that would nut 
now ſerve his turn, for Haran arrayed him in veſ- 
tures of fine linen (according to the cuſtom of the 
nobleman of Egypt) and put a gold chain about his 
neck; and made him ride in the ſccond chariot which 
he had, the people crying before him, A45rech, bow 
the knee, or tender father. | 

Thus was Fo/eph, by the ſkill which God had given 
him in the interpretation of dreams, in one day from 
a priſoner, exalted to the honour of a prince, and 
made viceroy of the whole kingdom of Eg yt; which 
was an immenſe benefit both to the kingdom and 
crown of Egypt: the former being freed from de- 
ſtruction by the timely proviſion which F/epb5 made 
for them ; and the latter being by his prudence and 
policy poſſeſſed of the greateſt part of the Frechsld of 
Egypt; ſo that Pharaoh was ſo far from ue, that 
he was an unſpeakable gairer by the adyanceinent of 
Jaſepb. 

Having thus briefly run over the hiſtory of our //- 
I:ftrious dreamer's advancement, from a captive ſlave, 
to be wiceroy of Eg yp!, let us a little confider how 
= things God has brought to paſs by dreams; and 

ow the accompliſhment of oe dream was brought 
to paſs by. another. 
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Jaſeph firſt dreamed (or at leaſt it was the firſt 


dream which we read of, that he told his brethren ) 
that he and his brethren were binding ſheaves in the 
field in the time of harveſt, and that his ſheaf aroſe 


and ſtood upright, and that their ſheaves ſtood round. 


about and made obeyſance to his ſheaf. His bre- 

thren rightly interpreted that this dream imported 

theic ſubjection to him, for which they hated hum. 
Jzſepb after this dreamed a ſecond time, and his 


dream was, that the ſun, the moon, and the eleven 


ſtars made obeyſance to him; which not only his 
brethren, but his father alſo interpreted of his having 
a lordſhip ani dominioa both over himſelf, his mo- 
ther-in-law Lab, (for Rachel was dead before) and 
his brethren; which, though it made his father more 
narrowly to obſerve the workings of divine provi- 
once, vet it increaſed his brethren's hatred towards 
him to that degree, that when -a favourable oppor- 
tumty preſented itſelf, they reſolved to kill him, and 
fo int an end to the fue of his dreams; but being 
over-ruled by ad i, they rather choſe to ſell him to 
the Midianinyh merenants, who brought him to Eg pr, 
where, by interpreting tlie dreams of the butler and 
baker, he came to be brought before Pharaab, to 
interpret his dream, by which he became viceroy of 
Ez ypr ; and in the time of the great famine, his 
brethren coming to buy corn in Eggert, and never 
expecting to have heard any more of F-/eph, they 
found him governor of all the land of Eg yp7, and 
addrefſed themſelves to him with that low ſubmiſſion 
(even after they came to know who it was) as if it 
had been unto the king himſelf ; whereby thoſe very 
dreams which they had ſo much derided and hated 
him for, were literally, and in a moſt remarkable 
manner, accompliſhed by themſelves. 

And here we may alſo ſee the great uſe the Divine 
Majeſty was pleaſed to make of dreams ; for by the 
dream of Pharash, not only the kingdom of Ep yt, 
but ſeveral other countries alſo, were preſerved in the 
time of a moſt grievous famine ; and good Jo 
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and his family maintained firſt in Canaar, and after- 
wards in Egypt; by which means came to be ful- 
filled what God had foretold to 4braham many years 
before, even that his ſeed ſhould be ſtrangers in a 
land that was not theirs, and that they ſhould be 
afflicted there four hundred years; 7o/eph's advance- 
ment in Egypt and the power be had there, being the 
great motive of Jacob's going down thither. 

_ _ Remarkable is the ſtory of Gideom, who being en- 


gaged in a war with the Midianites and Amalekites, it 


leaſed God to ſend Gideon down to the enemy's 
hoſt, that bis hands might be ſtrengthened by hear- 
ing a dream, told by one of the enemy's army to his 
fellow-ſoldier ; the matter was thus: Gideon being 
raiſed up to be a deliverer of the /fraelites from the 
ſlavery they were under to the Milianites and Amate- 
kites, a great number of the //raelites came in to his 
aſſiſtance ; but the Almighty God, who is the Lord 
of hoſts, having reſolved to magnify his own glory 
in the deliverance of his people, and make his own 
power more illuſtriouſly appear, told Gideon that the 
army he had aſſembled together was too many for 
him to deliver the Midianites into their hands, left 
the {/raelites (too forward upon every occaſion to for- 
get their God) ſhould attribute their deliverznce to 
themſelves, and not unto that hand that wrought it 
for them ; and therefore he made-him turn the peo- 
ple home again, leaving only hee hundred with him: 
in this naked condition, to an eye of ſenſe,. wherein 
Gideon was left, leſt he ſhould thereby be diſcouraged 
(for the beſt of men are but men at the beſt) God 
bids him, if he was afraid to fight with ſo ſmall a 
number, to go-down with Phurah his ſervant to the 
hoſt of the Midiazites, and hear what they ſay. And 
afterwards, ſays God, thy hand ſhall be flrengthened, 
10 go down: unto the bet: Then went he down with 
P wrah, unto the outſide of the armed men that were 
in the hoſt, And the Midianites and the Amalekites, and 
all the children of the eaft, lay along in the wallcy like 
graſhoppers for multitude, and their camels were without 


5 number, 


—— — — 
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number, as the ſand by the ſea-fide for multitude, This 


to an eye of reaſon was enough to diſcourage him, 
rather than to ſtrengthen him: however, on he goes 
among them for he had heard nothing yet) and when 
Gila was come, behold there was a man that told a 
dreamunto his fellow, and ſaid, Bebi I have dreamed, 
andi a cake of barl:y-bread tumbled into the b of 
Midian, and came unto a tent and ſme it, that it fell, 


and owrtarned it that the tent lay alaug. This ſeemed 


to be an odd fort of dream, and was allegorical, as 
the interpretation will make it appear: For his fel- 
low anſwered and faid, This is nithing elſe fave the 


feoard of Gideon the fan of Foaaſh, a man of Iſrael : For 


int his hand hath Gad delivered Midian and all the h. 1. 
This was indeed extremely to the purpoſe; for ſo it 
was, that oben Gideon heard the dream and the inter- 
pretation there 257 that he cuorſbipped; and returned into 
the bi of Tſrae!, and ſaid, Ariſe, for the Lord hath de- 
Herti into ur hand the hoft of Midian. And the 
event proved it true. Thus Gideon's hands were more 
ſtrengthened by the hearing of a dream and the in- 
terpretation of it, than if he had been reinforced by 
twenty thouſand men: and the ſoldier's dream was 
remark ably fulfilled; for the hoſt of the Midianites 
was entirely routed, and their priaces ſlain. 
The next divine dream I ſhall mention, which had 
a remarkable accompli ſnment, was that of King Sa- 
lama in a dream by night; and God ſaid, A what 
IL ſhall give thee, And Solomon (in his dream) ſaid, 
Thou haſt ſhred unto thy erwant David my father 
great mercy and * kept for him this great kind- 
neſs, that thou haft given kim a ſon to fit on his 
throne, as it is this day. And nx, O Lord ny God, 
thu haſ? made thy ſervant king, infiead of David my 
Fat ber, and I am but a young co. la; I kwow not how 
10 ge cut, or haw to Come in, and thy ſervant is in the 
midſt of thy. people which thou haft chijen, a great 
people that cannot be numbere4: Give therefore thy 
fervant an underſlanding heart, to jud;e thy people, 
lat I may diſcern between good and bad: for 3 
abie

able ts judge this ſo great a people! And the ſpeech 
pleaſed the Lord, that Solomon bad aſked this thing : 
And God ſaid unto him, Becauſe thou haf aſked thi; 
thing, and haff not aſked for thyſelf long life, nor 
riche:, nor the Life of thine enemies, but haſt aſked for 
thyſelf underſtanding, to diſcern judgment of things ; 
beho'd I hawe done according to thy word: Lo I hawe 
given thee a xvije and an underflanding beart, fo that there 
<vas nine like thee brfure thee, neither after thee ſhall 
any ariſe like unto thee, And 1 have alſo given thee 
that which thou haſt nit ted, both riches and honour, 
V that there Hall not be any among the kings like wnto 
thre, all thy days : And if thou wilt walk in my ways 
to keep my /latutes and my commandments, as thy fas 
ther David did walk, thin I will lengthen thy days. 
And Solano awoke, and hebeld it was a dream. 

In this relation of God's appearing to Salinas in a 
dream by night, we have a large account of what 
paſſed between God and him : for, firſt, God ap- 
pears to him in a dream, and bids him aſk, what he 
ſhould give him. And Slams anſwers, with that 
prudence and diſcretion, that God was well pleaſed 
with him; and promiſes to give him not only what 
he aſked, in a larger meaſure than ever any man had, 
but alſo to give him in befides, other things which 
he did not aſk: and all this intercourſe was tranſacted 
between the ſpirit of the Lord, and the ſpirit of Sa- 
man, in a dream, whilſt So had all his outward 

ſenſes locked up in his ſleep; and yet the thing was 
nevertheleſs real; for though twohen Solomon adus te, 

he found it wvas a dream, yet the dream was moſt re- 

markably accompliſhed. Gz7 gave Solomon aviſdom 

and underfland ng exceeding much ; fo that S lem n's x 

dem excelled ihe wiſdom of all the children of the cat 

country, and all the aw/dom 4 Eg pt, Ver ho xves IEF 

than all men: than Ethan the Ezrabite, and Hem», 

and Chalcol, and Darda, the fons f Mahal, and his 

4 fame was in all nations reund abeut : and as God thus 
| remarkably fulhlled what he had promiſed in that 
dream, ſo on Solomon 's part, his requeſt wasneverthe- 

leſs real, or leſs Ws „ to God, becauſe made 
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in a dream; nay, perhaps it was more acceptable than 
if it had been waking, becauſe it was 3 more pure, 


free, and undiſtu deſire of his ſoul, not then ſe- 
* by the ſenſes, nor beclouded with corporeal 


j | 
But though God ſpeaketh frequently in dreams, 
yet many an. ſuch — — wax ſo great the 
corruption and depravity of our natures, that we are 
rendered inſenſible of thoſe illuminations : for which 
reaſon Elibu affirms, Cad jpeakerh once, yea trvice, yet 
man percriveth it not, in a dream, in a wiſion of the 
wight, when deep fleep falleth xpon men, in flumberings 
a their beds, then be opencth the ears of men, and 
fealeth their inflruttion. And as thoſe dreams and vi- 
ſions are ſometimes matter of joy and comfort, ſo at 
other times they are terrible and frightſul. And 
therefore holy 7ob, when under an affliting diſpen- 
ſation of Providence, bemoans himſelf in this man- 


ner, When 1 ſay, my bed Hall comfort me, my couch 


Hall eaſe my complaint : then thax ſeareſt me ith 
drezms, and terrifieſt me thraugh wifions. Which a 
learned author thus paraphraſes, thou makeſt me ex- 
ceeding ſorry, thou cauſeſt ſeas of ſorrows to . 
within my foul, and doſt aſtoniſh me by repreſenting 
ſeveral fearful and amazing objects to my Lal. But 
to proceed. | 
Daniel (who was certainly a holy man, and there- 
fore was ſtiled by the angel more than once, à mar 
greatly belrued, and reckoned with Noah and Fob, by 
God himſelf) is a man famous in ſcripture for his 
knowledge in dreams and vifions. For when kin 
Nebuchadnezzar dreamed, and his ſpirit was troubl 
becauſe the thing was gone from him ; that is, he 
had forgotten what he had ſeen ; but only retained a 
general notion that he had dreamed a ftrange and 
wonderful dream: upon this, all the magicians, 
aſtrologers, ſorcerers and Chaldeans were called to- 
ether, and commanded to ſhew the king his dream; 
= they were all ſo far from being able to tell the 
king what he had dreamed, that they poſitively * 
. — 
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him, There was not a man upon earth that canli di it: 
This made the king rage like a madman; for how 
difficult ſoever it was, he was reſolved they ſhould do 
it, or do worſe ; and therefore told them plainly — 
that unleſs they told him both the dream and the in- 
terpretation, they ſhould be cut in pieces, and their 
houfes be made a dunghill. Notwithſtanding which, 
they ſtill inſiſted upon the king's telling them the 
dream; and then they aſſured him they would make 
known the iaterpretation thereof : telling him more- 
over, that there never was any king, lord, or ruler, 
that ever aſked any ſuch thing at the hands of aay 
magician, aſtrologer, or Chaldean; adding, that none 
could ſhew what the king required, except the gods, 
whoſe dwelling is not with fleſh. 

But all this, inſtead of mitigating the king's anger, 
did irritate him the more, inſomuch that he com- 
manded all the wiſe men of Babylon ſhould be de-+ 
ſiroyed, and Daniel and his three companions being 
included in that denomination, were alſo ſought after 
to be ſlain. Though it ſeems that Daniel had no 
notice of what had paſſed at court, nor of the occa- 
ſion of this raſh, and indeed unreaſonable deeree, — 
And therefore when Aach, the captain of the king's 

ards, which was gone forth to ſlay the wiſe men of 

abylon, came to Daniel, he aſked him the reaſon of 
this haſty decree ? which when Ari«ch had acquainted 
him with, he immediately went in to the king (to 
whom he had always free acceſs, being one that ſtood 
before the king) and told him that he had heard no- 
thing of it, but if he would give him time, he 
doubted not but to make known both the dream and 
the interpretation to the king. Which being grant- 
ed, Daniel went to his houſe, and made the thing 

known to his 'three companions, engaging them to 
deſire mercies of the God of Heaven concerning this 
ſecret, that they might not periſh with the reſt of the 
wiſe men of Babylon. And this was indeed the right 
way to come to the knowledge of this momentous 
ſecret ; for God only could reveal what was the 
working 
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working of the king's mind in his nocturnal viſions, 
And God, who in all ages has been attentive to the 
prayers and ſupplications of his people, was graciouſly 
pleaſed to reveal this ſecret to Damel, in a night anſton, 
who ther-upon bleſſed the God of Heaven, and ſaid, 
bleſſed be the name of God for ever and ever; for su- 
dom aul might are his, and he changeth the times and the 
feafons: he remrezth kings and ſetteth up kings, he giveth 
eviſdom unte the wiſe, and knowledge to them that know 


nnderflanding : he revealeth the deep and fecret things, be 


k:yweth cot ts darkneſs, aul the light davelleth with 
him. I thank and praſe thee, O thou God of my fathers, 
Tho haft given me wiſdom and might, and haſt made 
known to me noto, what ave difired of thee : far this 
haſt naw made known unto us the king's matter, 

Daniel, having thus given thanks to the great re- 
vealer of ſecrets, immediately went in unto Aach, 
whom the king had commiſſioned to deſtroy the wiſe 
men of Bobyh, and defired him to ſtay his hand; 
and not to deſtroy the wiſe men of Babylon; but bring 
me before the king, ſaid he, and I will ſhew the king 
what he defires. Ihen ,h brought in Daniel be- 
fore the king, in haſte (for he was willing to be ex- 
cuſed from executing his bloody commiſſion) and 


ſaid thus unto him, I have found a man of the cap- 
tives of Judab, that will make known unto the king 


the interpretation. 

This was very good news to the king, but he ſeem- 
ed to be a little difident at firſt, and thought it too 
good to be true; and thus he accofts Daniel; art thou 
alle to make known unto me the dream which I have 
ſeen, and the interpretation thereof ? 

Daniel (having now fo fair an opportunity) was 
willing to let the king know the folly of thoſe men 
whom he looked upon to be ſo wiſe : and alſo to give 
glory to the Divine Majeſty, who: had revealed the 

ecret to him ; and therefore anſwered the king thus : 

T he ſecrets which the king bath demanded, cannot the 
. ewiſe men, the aſtrolagert, the magicians, the ſoath/ayers 

ſhew unta the ling; * there is a Gd in heaven that re- 


Ttealeth 
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wealeth ſecrets, and maketh known 1 the king Nebuchad- 
nezzar what ſhall be in the latter days. Having made 
this ſhort preface, he proceeded to tell the king his 
dream; and after that, the interpretation thereof, as 
it is at large ſet down in the ſecond chapter of Daniel, 
from ver. 28, to 46. 

This dream of the king's being thus interpreted by 
Daniel, wrought ſuch a conviction in that heathea 
king, that it forced this confeſſion from him, 7 a 
truth it is, that your Cd is a God of gods, and a Lord 
of kings, and a revealer of fecrets, ſeeing thou coaldeft re- 
veal this ſecret. | 

But this was not the only dream that Dariel inter- 
preted for Ne)uchadnezzar ; for he dreamed again, 
and was greatly troubled to know the interpretation 
thereof, and though he remembered this latter dream, 
and told it to the magicians, aſtrologers and Chal- 
deans, and to the ſoothſayers, they could no more tell 
the intepretation of it, than they could of the former : 
ſo true is what Daniel ſaid to the king in his former 
dream, that there is a Gad which only: revealeth fuch 
ſecrets : and therefore Dani was again ſent for to be 
the interpreter of his dream; and when Daniel had 
heard it, and found it was a premonition of judgments 
that were coming upon the Ling for his preſumption 
and forgetfulneſs of God: importing that he ſhould 
be driven out of his kingdom, and from amongſt 
men, and ſhould eat graſs with the oxen, Daniel fell 
into a kind of aſtoniſhment for an hour together, ſo 
much did his thoughts trouble him; and perhaps be- 
ing ſomewhat feartul to declare it; which the king 
perceiving, ſaid, O Beltehazzar (for ſo was the 
name that had been given him at the BaHιναi court) 
let not the dream, or the interpretation there trouble thee; 
to which he anſwered, my lord, let the dream be to 
them that hate thee, and the interpretation thererf to thine 
enemies, After which he interpreted his dream faith- 
fully to him, giving him this advice in the concluſion, 
wherefore, O ting, let my counſel be acceptable to thee, 
and break off thy fans by righteouſneſs, and thine _— 
| Y 
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by ſpewing mercy t9 the par s if it may be a leng theaing 
70 thy tranquility. But notwithſtanding this good coun- 
fel, and the Divine premonition, the king continued 
in his pride and forgetfulneſs of God ; and when he 
was boaſting of what he had done, ſaying, /s rot this 
great Babylon that I have built, for the houſe of the king- 
dom, by the might of my power, and for the honour of my 
majeſty? | fay, when he was boaſting in this manner, 
there fell a, voice from heaven, ſaying, O king Ve- 
buchadnezzar, ta thee it is ſpoken, the kingdom is de- 
parted from thee, &c. And ſo the dream which Daniel 
had before truly interpreted, received a moſt eminent 
and remarkable accompliſhment, 

Nor was this method of God's revealing ſecrets to 
his people by dreams, only peculiar to the legal diſ- 
penſations, or times of the Old Teſtament, but ſeems 
n. ore eſpecially to be extended unto, and enlarged un- 
der the diſpenſation of the goſpel; according to that 
famous prophecy of Tel, chap. ii. 28. Jud after- 


wards, faith the Lord, I will pour out my ſpirit upon all 


fleſh, and my fonus and my daughters Fall prophecy, your 
young men Gall ſee viſions, and your old men hall dream 


dreams; which is repeated in the New Teſtament, and 


applied to the illumination of the Holy Spirit, by the 
apoſtle Peter, Adi ii. 17. 

Thus we read in the New Teſtament, that when 
Joſeph thought to put away the virgin Mary, whom 
he had eſpouſed, becauſe he perceived her to be with 
child, the angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a 
dream, ſaying, Foſeph, thu ſon of David, fear not to take 
unts thee Mary thy wwife, for that which is concerved in 
her, is of the Holy Gh:ft, and fe Hall bring forth a ſon, 
and thou ſhalt call his name JESUS, for he ſhall ſave 
his people from their fins. And Toſeph was ſo well ſa- 
tisfied in this dream, that he immediately changed his 


purpoſe of putting her away, for the ſacred text tells 


us, that Foſeph being raiſed from ſlecp, did as the angel 
of the Lord had bidden him, and took unto bim * 
wife,

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Thus alſo the wiſe-men, that were conducted by a 
ſtar which they ſaw in the Ea, into Judea, to pay 
homage to the Saviour of the world, being enjoined 
by Hemd, when they had found where he was, to 
bring him word, that he might go and warſhip him alſo : 
for ſo he pretended to them, though his deſign there- 
in was only to kill him) leſt they, deceived by Herod's 
hypocritical ſpeeches, ſhould have gone back, and 
carried him word where Jeſus was, were warned by 
God in a dream, that they ſhould nat return to Herod : — 
and being obedient to the divine premonition, they 
departed into their own country another way : whereby 
H-rad was deprived of that intelligence, whereby he 
hoped to have found and deſtroy tt Which was 
ſuch a diſappointment to him, that when he heard he 


was mocked of the wife-men, he in revenge /exv all! 


the children that qere in Beublebem, and in the calls 
thereof, from two years old, and nuder, according to the 
time he hal diligently enquired of the wiſe-men. 


But all his cruelty to the infants of Bethlehem avail- 


ed him nothing; for this young prince of peace, be- 
ing the peculiar care of heaven, and the darling df his 
everlaſting Father, appeared again by his angel to 
75/epb in a dream, faying, ariſe and take the young child 
and his mother, and flee into Egypt, and be thin there 
until I bring thee word, for Herod will ſeek the young 
child to deſtray him. And good Jeſeh was ſo careful 
to yield obedience to this divine dream, that he roſe 
by night, and taking the young child and his mother, 
he departed into Egypt. And by the dreadful maſſacre 
of the Bethlehemites,, which followed ſnddenly after, 
it is very apparent that by that divine dream Jeſus 
eſcaped being maſſacred among the reſt. 


And though by that extraordinary ere of 


God to Fo/eph in a dream, he went, as he was warn- 
ed, with the young child into Egypt, yet he was 
there under the fame care of the Almighty, who 
would not let him ſtay there any longer than till the 
death of Herod, that cruel and barbarous tyrant : and 
therefore when he was cut off by divine * 
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hold the angel of the Lord appeared again unto 7% 
in a dream, ſaying, ar, and take the babe and his mo- 
ther, and go into the land of Iſracl, for they are dead 
avbich ſought the young child's life. 

Thus we fee how in the New Teſtament, as well 
as in the Old. God was pleaſed to reveal his mind and 
will to his people by appearing to them in a dream 
by night; which has been of fingular uſe and ſervice 
to them ; and has been alſo remarkably accompliſhed. 

There is one dream more that I ſhall mention be- 
fore I conclude this chapter; and though 1 cannot 
altogether afirm it to be a divine dream, yet being 
mentioned in holy writ, I thought it was moſt proper 
to come in here; and this is the dream of Pzilate's wife, 
recorded in the goſpel of St. Matthew, When he 
(Pilate) was et down on the judgment-ſeat, his wife 
ſent unto him, ſaying, have thou nothing io do with that 


77 man, for I have ſuffered many things this day in a 
Bream brc 


anſe of bim. Divines are divided in their 
opinions about this dream of Flats wife; for, ſome 
would have it, that the devil being now afraid of being 
out-ſhot in his own bow, and beginning to foreſee 
that Chriſt by dying ſhould overcome death, and finiſh 
the work of man's ſalvation, would now fain have 


hindered it; and thought no way ſo proper as that 


which he had heretofore found effectual, wiz. To per- 
ſuade the man by his wife, as he ſerved our firſt pa- 
rents in paradiſe. And therefore ſo ordered it, that 
when Pilate was ſet down upon the judgment-ſeat, in 
order to condemn F:/as, then his wife ſent unto him, 


ſaying, have thus nothing to ds with that juſt man, &c. 


But others conclude, contrarily, that this dream 
was through the working of the good genii, and was 
the effect of that compaſſion which ſhe had towards 
Jeſus © hriſt, as believing he was an innocent perſon, 
and his death ſought out of envy by the Jew; and 


of this mind was St. Chry/eftom, who concludes, that 


though Pilate was ſtupid, about the ſtate of Chriſt, 
yet his wife had ſuch a dream as made deep impreſ- 
ſions upon her, and moved great compaſſions in her

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towards Chriſt's innocent caſe. And this is the moſt 
>robable, as well as molt charitable opinion. For if 

tan had ſtirred her up to be inſtrumental in ſaving 
the life of Jeſus, while he ſtirred up the chief prieſts 
and elders, and not only them, but the multitude alſo, 
to aſk Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus, then Satan would 
be divided, and act againſt himſelf : neither is it likely 
that he knew any thing of the event of Chriſt's ſuifer- 
ings until after his death: but be that as it will, there 
is no doubt but this dream of Pilates wife will add to 
the condemnation of her huſband, ſeeing he would 
take no warning by it, but proceed to the condem- 
nation of Jeſus, whom he knew to be innocent, and 


by the teſtimony of his wife was declared to be a juſt 
perſon, |

7 * foregoing chapter, in the fnſtance of Daniel, 

and the high honour that was done him by 
king Nebuchadnezzar and his ſon Beh aar, do ſut- 
hiciently witneſs the great eſteem thoſe princes had of 
an interpreter of dreams: who indeed was in ſome 
fort a miniſter of ſtate; and an eaſtern king could no 
more be without one of that profeſſion in his court, 
than an European prince could be without his chaplin, 
or confeſſor. Nay, Hamer, the father of poets, had 
a great veneration for dreams: he makes them a'l 
jure drvinn., Had: he lived in archbiſhop Lau” 
time, he could not have ſaid more for monarchy nor 
epiſcopacy. But there is an objection brought againſt 
the validity of dreams in the times of * goſpel : 
which is, 

That although there are divers inflances in the ſacred 
feriptures, that there have been frequent apparitions and 
communications of good ſpirits and angels in dreams and 
viſions, to pious and holy men, in times paftl, inflrutting 
and admon bing them, and revealing divine myſlenies 
unto them yet now they are whally ceaſed, and no ſuch 
ſpiritual afſiftance or converſe is to be expected. 

To which I anſwer, that as this objection is not 
founded on, but is contrary to the holy ſcripture, 
which has promiſed that in the laſt days (theſe days 
of the goſpel in which we live) our young men ſhall 
ſee viſions, and our old men ſhall dream dreams, ſo 

alſo very late and recent experience has confuted it, 
I grant that we are not to believe or give credit to 
EVEN. 
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even an angel from heaven, that ſnould preach contrary 
to, or derogate from, the goſpel of Jeſus Chirſt, or go 
about to weaken our faith and hope in God, by giv- 
ing heed to them, for thereby it would plainly ap 
he was an evil angel; becauſe God in all his manifeſ- 
tations is never contrary unto himſelf, but yet this 
hinders not but good ſpirits may affe. d us good of- 
fices, and give us notice of impending dangers, and 
defend us from the aſſualts and. intruſions of evil 
dæmons, and may alſo be the miniſters of God, for 
the revealing of his ſecrets unto thoſe that fear him. 
For God, bleſſed for ever, is ſtill the ſame he ever 
was, and as near unto mankind now, as in the firſt 
aves of the World : and therefore whatever was by 
d1vine 9 or permiſſion of this nature com- 
mon to prophets or holy men in former ages, it 
is reaſonable to believe ſnould not only be continued, 
but alſo increaſed in theſe goſpel days; ſince the 
divine manifeſtation of the ſon of God in the fleſh for 
the finiſhing of the great work of our redemption, was 
ſo illuſtriouſly uſhered into the world by the trium- 
phant acclamation of a holy choir of angels. 

Beſides, it is under this goſpel-diſpenſation, that 


the holy prophets have foretold there ſhould be far 


more glorious irradiations and diſcoveries of divine 
knowledge: that all ſhould be taught of God: that 


their ſons and their daughters ſhould propheſy, their 


young men ſee viſions, and their old men ſhould 
dream dreams: the effect of which ſhould be the 
beamings of greater and more univerſal light; 
inſomuch that the knowledge of the Lord ſhould 


cover the Earth in as great abundance as the waters 


cover the ſea; | and why then ſhould we now 


go about to cut off thoſe ways and means whereby 


the divine goodneſs was heretofore pleaſed to give 
forth the Foorerie of his will in the myſteries of 
his kingdom, to the ſons of men: thoſe miniſtering 
. to the heirs of ſalvation are inflamed with the 
ame zeal now as in the former times, they have ſtill 
the ſame ardent charity and good will to the ſons of 
men, which they ſo loudly prochimed at the birth of 
x our 
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our bleſſed Redeemer ; and are as willing to encourage 


them in their purſuit after virtue and piety, as here- 
totore. And we have now as much need of their aid 
and aſſiſtance as any of the ancients ever had. And 
why then ſhould we think all intercourſe cut off be- 
tween us and thoſe bleſſed ſpirits? Why ſhould we, 
with a tupid neglect, loſe the benefit of ſuch power- 
ful auxiliaries ? eſpecially ſeeing the evil angels are 
daily as buſy in contriving our temporal and eternal 
ruin; and by various ways and means calf ſtumbling- 
blocks before us in the paths of piety, and endea- 
vour to ſeduce us by multitudes of temptations, 
Why ſhould we not therefore believe the good angels 
to be as diligent to protect and inſtruct us, and as 
ready to encourage us in well doing, as the other are 
buſy to circumvent and debauch us, and to prompt 
us on to fin and miſery ? 

That God has formerly appeared by the miniſtra- 
tion of angels, and in dreams and viſions to his peo- 
ple, I have ſofficiently proved already, both out of the 
old and new teſtaments: and that in theſe latter ages 
he has not left us without witneſs, even of his ap- 
pearing to his people by ſignificant dreams and viſions, 
1 ſhall now ſhew by particular inſtances, both ancient 
and modern ; after I have firſt ſet down (to let you 
ſee that what I have aſſerted is no novelty) the judg- 
ment of an unexceptionably learned and holy author 
in this caſe ; it is no leſs a perſon than the famous 
Dr. James Uſer, the moſt reverend and pious arch- 
' biſhop of Armagh, who in his body of divinity ſaith, 


Daub not man commit fin in the night aten he dream- 


eth ? (That is, ſometimes when he hath evil dreams, 


for of thoſe he had been ſpeaking) Yes, /urcly (ſaith 
this learned and holy man) fer the foul is newer idle, 
but when it thinketh not of geod, it is thinking of evil : 
and the godly may mark that after they have had many 
dreams of things unlawful, their bearts cre in a mea- 
ure wounded, till. thry obtain peace and pardon from 
God. HW hat uſe are we to make thereof ? To pray 
earneſtly that Cid wenld fan our corrupt heart, 
that 
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that it may be a fountain of hey, and not finfal 
thoughts ; and in the nights commit owrſelves eſpecially 
to God, that berauſe wwe bawing our fenen bound and 
ſilent, are b:fs able to refift and judge our finful theug his, 
God would preſerve us from them by his grace; and 
ſecondly, that ve may aveid all occofiens therrof in the 
day.— Thus far that judicious and reverend author, 
From whence we may fairly infer, that if we give up 
ourſelves to violence, oppreſſion, intemperance and 
uncleanneſs, and let thote vices reign in our hearts 
and ſouls, there is no doubt but all true dreams and 
illuminations will ceaſe in them, and the ſpirit of 
error, cruelty, and deluſion will grow ſtrong and 
powerful; which ought to be regarded by all that are 
ſober, ſerious, and well- minded, and that are willing 
to enquire into the knowledge ot dreams, by which 
much good may come unto us. 


But if it be further objected, that though in the 


goſpel - days there have been divine dreams and viſions, 


yet they were only at the beginning of the preaching - 


of it, to illuſtrate and confirm the glorious manifeſt- 
ation of Chritt in the human nature, and to convince 
and call the heathen to repentance, and to the know- 
ledge and faith of the univerſal ſalvation. 

Jo this I anſwer, The objection is not true; for 
as theſe ſecret communications by dreams were before 
and under the Moſaical diſpenſation, ſo in fact they 
have been continued unto, and enjoyed by multitudes 
of holy, pious, and retired ſouls in all ages fince ; of 


which various examples might be given, which 1 


ſhall abundantly demonſtrate by particular inſtances 
of dreams and viſions, both ancient and modern, in the 
following chapter, deduccd from authentic hiſtory. 
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CHAP. VII. 


C ntcining divers inflances of remarkable dreams, both 
ancient and modern, that have been eminently accom- 
liſhed ; and by auch alſo many have been forewarn- 
ed of dangers, and bade eſcaped them. 


STYAGES, king of the Medes, dreamed he ſaw 
a vine ſpringing forth from the womb of his 
only daughter, which flouriſhed to that degree that 
it overſpread all 4/2. The ſoothſayers being conſult- 
ed about it, anſwered, that his daughter ſhould bear 
a ſon that ſhould ſeize on the empire of Aa, and 
diveſt him of his kingdom: Afyages, terrified with 
this prediction, ſought to prevent the effect thereof, 
and ſo married his 3 to Cambyſes, an obſcure. 
perſon, and a foreigner: and when his daughter 
drew near her time, he ſent for her, with a deſign to 
deſtroy what ſhou!d be born of her, and the infant 
was delivered to Horagut (a man of known fidelity, 
and with whom he had communicated his greateſt 
ſecrets) in order to be flain. But he fearing that 
upon the death of 4/yages his daughter would ſucceed 
in the empire, the king having no male iſſue, and 
that then he might pay dear for his obedience, did 
not himſelf kill the royal babe, but delivered it to 
the king's chiet herdſman, to be expoſed to the wide 
world: but it falling out, that the wife of the herdſ- 
man being newly brought to-bed, and having heard 
this matter from her huſband, earneſtly intreated him 
to bring her the child that ſhe might ſce him; he 
being overcome with her intreaties, goes to the wood, 
v here he had left the child and finds there a bitch, 


that had kept the birds and beaſts off from the babe, 


and ſuckled it herſelf. Ihe man affected with the 
miracle, takes up the child, and carries it to his wife; 
who ſceing it, loved it and nurſed it, till it grew up firſt 

& : ro 
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to be a man, and then a king zwhenaccording to his 


father's dream, he overcame A/yages, and tranſ- 
ates the ſceptre from the Medes to the Per/ians, effee- 
tually accompliſhing it. | ; 

2. Alexander, firnamed the Great, ſent to the Jeur 
while he was beſieging Tre, to aſſiſt him with ſome 
forces for carrying on that ſiege ; but they unwilling 
to engage themſelves in another's quarrel, refuſed (ot 
at leaſtwiſe neglected) to do it. But Alexander having, 
after a long and difficult fiege, taken that city, led 
his army with great indignation againſt the Fes, 
devoting them all to ſpoil and ſlaughter: the Jews 
hereupon being in great perplexity, and not knowing 
what to do, Jaddus the then high prieſt was admo- 
niſned by God in a dream, to put on his prieſtly 
attire, with the mitre on his head, and upon that the 
name of God, and with a number of the prieſts and 
people, to go out and meet Alexander; and he did 
according to the divine admonition ; and as ſoon as 
Alexander ſaw him, he approached him with great 
ſubmiſſion, and firſt ſalutes, and then adores him: 
the people encircling him round about, and crying, 
God ſave the king. But Parmenio (Alexander's gene- 


ral) being diſpleaſed that 4l:xander ſhould ſhew ſo 


much ſubmiſſion to the high-prieft, the kifg told him, 
that he did not adore the high-pri:ſt, but the G:d of the 
high-priefl, who had appeared. bim in that den form 
in a dream, in Dio, à city of Macedonia, encouragirg 
him to a ſpeedy cx edition againſt Aſia, and prom:ang 
him his divine power in the aſſiſting him in the cangqueſt 
of it : upon which he both parloned the Jeu, and 
honoured and enriched their c:ty and nation, as 7% 
phus teſtifies, lib. IV. cap. 

3. Antigonut, king f Macedhnia, drean ed that he 
ſowed a ſpacious field with geld, which ſprang up, 
flouriſhed, and ripened, but was preſently reaped, 
and nothing left but ſtubble : and then he fe-med to 


bear a voice, ſaying to him, That Michtidates avs 


fled into the Kuxine ſea, carrying al ng wwith tim all the 


golden harveſt, This A was then in the re- 
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tinue of Antigonus ; his own country, Perſia, being 
ruined, and therein his own fortunes. The king 
awaking, and being terrified with his dream, he re- 
'Tolred to cut off Mithridates ; but Demetrius, the ſon 
of Antigonus, mforming Mrthridates of the danger he 
Was in Row his father, he fled privately into Capado- 
cia, and there founded the famous kingdom of Pontus. 
4. The night before Polycrates, Ling of Samos, 
went thence t to Oretet the lieutenant of Cyrus in 
"Sardis, his daughter dreamed that ſhe ſaw her father 


lifted up in the air, where Juęiter waſhed him, and 


the ſea anointed him. Which came to paſs, for as 
ſoon as he was in the ogg of Oretes, he cauſed him 
to be hung upon a gibbet, where his body was waſhed 
wich the rain, and his fat melted by the ſun. 


5. Antonins, phyſician to Avguſ/us, was admoniſhed | 


in a dream by a dæmon in the form of the goddeſs 
Pallas, commanding him to tell Auguftus, that al- 
though he was ſick, yet he ſhould not fail to be pre- 
ſent in the battle that was to be fought the next day 
between Augnftns and Mark Anihony on the one part, 
and Erutus and Coffius on the other: which Auguſtis 
underſtanding, he accordingly left his tent, and 
was carried in a litter, wk preſent in the army, 
though he could not fight the battle : and it was well 


he was, for the ſoldiers of Brutus his army, 8 


Anguſtus was not well aimed chic fly at his tent, a 
ſurprized it, as ſuppoſing they ſhould have found him 


there; and there he would have been, had not his 


phyfician, by reaſon of his dream, diſſuaded him from 
ſtaying, by which means he ſaved his life, and win- 
ning the day, remained ſole monarch of the Roman 
empire, in whoſe reign the bleſſed Saviour of the 
world was born. E | 

6. Calphurnia, wife to Julius Caeſar, having dream- 
ed that ſhe ſaw her huſband lie dead and wounded, in 
her arms with many wounds ; ſhe earneſtly intreated 
him to forbear going the next day to the ' owes : but 
he, not minding the dream, nor all that Calphurnia 
Could ſay, went on reſolutely to the ſenate, where

he was ſlain by the conſpirators, and found the fatal 
effect of what he refuſed to give credit to. | 
7. Two Arcadians who were intimate acquaintance, 
travelling together, lodged both at Megara, one at a 
friend's 2 e, and the other in an inn: he that lay 
at his friend's dreamed that he ſaw his companion 
come to him, and prayed him to come and help him 
againſt the treaſon of his hoſt, by whom he was in 
danger to be murdered ; whereupon he awaked and 
leaping out of bed, was putting on his cloaths to 
o to the inn, but then recollecting that it was but a 
ream, and might probably have nothing in it, he 
deſiſted, and returned again to his bed, and fell 
aſleep ; and then dreamed again that his companion 
appeared to him all bloody, and defired him that 
though he came not to ſave his life yet that he would 


now revenge his death; affirming that he was killed 


by his hoſt, and that at that very inſtant of time he 
was carried out in a cart towards the gate, all covered 


with dung. 'The poor man was ſo much moved with - 


this ſecond dream, that he immediately aroſe and run 
to the gate, where he finds the cart, which he ſtop- 
py and cauſing it to be ſearched, found there the dead 

y of his friend: whereupon the inn-keeper was 
ſeized, and this Arcadian having related his dream, the 
inn- keeper convicted of the horror of the fact, confeſ- 
ſed it, and was deſervedly executed for the ſame. 

8. One of the primitive fathers { Po/zcarp, biſhop of 
Smyrna ) having 63m at prayer very earneſtly, three 
days before his apprehenſion, he dreamed that he ſaw 
in a viſion, the pillow under his head ſet on fire, and 
ſuddenly conſumed to aſhes; which when he awaked, 
he interpreted to be meant of his martyrdom ; which 
ſoon after followed. | | 

. Cyprien in his 4th epiſtle, ſets down this 
following nocturnal viſion, with a reſpect to the per- 
ſecution then raiſed by /Emilianus, Preſident of Egypt: 


There was, faith he, an aged father fitting, at 


* whoſe right-hand was a young man, very penſive 


& Other 


and ſorrow ful, his * upon his breaſt; on the 
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other hand, another perſon with a net in his hand, 
* threatening to catch thoſe that were about him. 
<< Whilſt Cypriaz was wondering thereat he ſeemed to 
« hear a voice ſaying unto him, the young man is 
“ ſorrowful becauſe his — * are not obſerved, and 
** he on the left- hand danceth and is merry, for that 
* hereby occaſion is given from the ancient father 
* to afflit men.” Ihis was long before the perſe- 
cution. 

20. Quintus Catalus dreamed that he ſaw Ju giter 
delivering into the hands of a child the Rome enſign: 
the next night, he dreamed that he ſaw the ſame child 
hugged in ve boſom, and when Catalus offered to 

luck him thence, Jupiter forbad him, telling him, 
was born for the welfare of the Romans. I he next 
day ſeeing Ofawianus (who was afterwards 4nguftus) 
in the ftreet, he ran to him and cryed cut, hi is be 
uh n the loft night I Jaw Jupiter bug in bis boſom. 

11. Stertia, anno 1523, dreamed that falling into 
A river be was in great danger of drowning, and cal- 
ling unto one fer help, he was neglectcd. Which 
dream he told to his wife and ſervants. The next 


day, a child falling into the river, near the caſtle of | 


Peſcara, he leaped in to help it, and periſhed in the 
mud, „as 

12. Bradwardin, in his learned book, De Dei, 
tells us of a dream that he had in the night, when he 
was about his book in confutation of Pelagizs : he 


dreamed that he was caught up into the air and Pela- 


int came and took hold of him to caſt him down 
— to the earth; but he prevailed againſt him 


after much ſtruggling, and caſt down Felagius, fo that 


he brake his neck, and lay dead upon the earth. 

Whereby, ſaith he, I was much comforted and 

ſtrergthened, and encouraged in my work. 

13. Galen being much troubled with an inflamma- 

tion about the diaphragm, dreamed that upon opening 
a vein between his thuntbh and his fore-finger, he 


ſhould recover hig heaith ; which he did, and at ſue- 


eceded accordingly. EM 
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r4. Czlius Rhodiginus ſaith, when he was 22 years 
of age, being perplexed with e2rapal; a Greet word 
in the annotations of Pliny, (ſignify ing thoſe vcho 

rew beyond the common proportions of nature 
aſſigned to their kind) in his perplexity. he lay him 
down to ſleep, and in a dream he called to mind the 
very page, and what part of the page of another au- 
thor, where he had read it formerly; and which 
otherwiſe he knew not how to find. | 

15. A citizen of Milan was demanded a debt, as 
owing from his dead father; and when he was in 
trouble about it, the image of his dead father appears 
to him in his fleep, ls Urn the debt was paid, and 
and in ſuch a place he ſhould find the writing, with 
the hand of the creditor to it. Awaking from his 
dream and ſleep, he finds the acquittance, which St. 
Anguftine ſaith; he ſaw with his own eyes. 

16. When St. Bernard's mother was with child of 
him, ſhe dreamed that ſhe had a little white and bark- 
mz dog in her womb. Which a religious perſon 
interpreted thus: an excellent dog ſtall he be indeed; 
for he ſhall be a keeper of God's houſe, and ſhall in- 
ceſſantly bark againſt the adverſaries of it: and, as 
a famous preacher, ſhall cure many with his medici- 


nal * 

17. One chat waz a debauched perſon having ſeen 
the play of Dives and Lezaras, wherein the devil 
fetched away Dives; alterwards fell in among his 
drunken companions ; and at night in his nocturnal 
revels he ſaw a ſtage erected in his ſleep, and therein 
the wicked company with whom he had been drink- 
ing, tempting him to variety of pleaſures; and at 


laſt ſhewed him a well, into which he had fallen, had 


he not been reſcued by a ftrong but unknown hand. 
This dream ſo terrified him, that he went no more 
among his wicked companions, but lived a reformed 
life: interpreting his dream thus: the tempting com- 


pany, fignified vicious pleaſures; the well, the depth 


of wickedneſs; ont of which few ariſe, unleſs they 
be drawn by God's powerful grace, fignified by the 
ſtrong hand that reſcued him. EY 
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For pleaſures but a kind of wantos ffream, 
carries men to bell, as in a dream. 


19, While crook-back Richard was carrying on his 
deſign to gain the crown for himſelf, and murder his 
royal nephews (as he afterwards did) the Lord Star- 
dy dreamed one night, that he and the Lord Haſtings 
were wounded by a boar, ſo that the blood ran about 
his ears: whereupon the Lord Stexlcy knowing the 
Protector (Richard) bad the white boar for his cogni- 

zance, he truly interpreted it that they ſhould re- 
ceive ſome injury — him; and thereforg ſent to 
the Lord Haſtings to deſire he would accompany him 
in flying before they could be miſſed by the tyrant.

fore was willing to excuſe her) anſwered, My lord, if 


they have dane jo, th y deſerve puniſhment. T hou traitor, 
replied the Protector, /erveft thou me with , Ill 
thee they have done it, and that I will male upon 
thy body and ſo ſtrikin V hand on the table, the 
room was preſently filled with armed men, one of 
which ſtruck at the Lord Stanley, and grievouſly 
wounded .him in the head, though he did what he 
could to avoid the blow, by finking under the table: 

and the Protector Melt a, arreſted | the Lord Haſtings, 


ſwearing he would neither eat nor drink till his head 


was off; and mm ly he was forthwith led out, 
and beheaded u ny, 4 in the Tower; owning at 
his death, hat bad that morning a warning ſent from 
beaver, to avid his anbappy fate, but he Siighted it :

19. Katherine de Medicis, queen of France, and 
wife to king Henry II. dreamed dhe day before the 
ſaid king was wounded to death, that ſhe ſaw him 
very ſickly, ing down his head, as he walked 
along the ftreets of Paris, being followed by an in- 
finite number of his people, that lamented for him. 
And thereupon ſhe moſt earneſtly intreated him, with 
wringing hands and bended knees, not to adventure 
in the rank of the tilters on that day; but he givin 
no credit to her words, and it being the laſt ma 
feaſting for the marriage of Margaret his fiſter, to 
Emanuel Philibert, duke of Sawny, he entered the liſts 


af honour, and running to break the lance againſt the 


count of Mor , ha to be wounded, of 
which w he died ſoon after, in the 4oth year 
of his age, leaving his kingdom ſadly mourning for 


20. His ſon, king * 2 three days before he 
was murdered at St. Claud, dreamed that all his

21. Francis Petrarch had a near friend ſo deſperately 
ill, that he defpaired of his life ; ſo that wearied wit

K friend ſtand before him, and that he told him 
he could not then ſtay any longer; for there was one 
at the door would interrupt their diſcourſe, to whom 
he defired that he would recommend his weak eſtate, 
and that if he would undertake him, he ſhould be 
reſtored. Preſently after, a phyſician enters Perrarch's 
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chamber; (who came from the ſick, as having given 


him over for a dead man) to comfort him: Petrarch 
recounts his Cream to him with tears, and. prevails 
with him to undertake his friend, who thereupon, in 
a ſhort time, recovered. 

22. Arlotte, the mother of William the Conqueror, 
when great with child of him, dreamed that her 
bowels were extended over all Normandy and England; 
which was made by his conqueſt of England. 

23. An Engliſh gentleman, whe hved for ſome 
time at Prague in Bohemia, ſat up one night very late 
drinking at a feaſt: and early in the morning, the 
ſun-beams glancing on his face as he lay in his bed, 
he dreamed that a ſhadow paſſed by, and told him 
that his father was dead; at which awaking, he aroſe, 
and writ down the day and hour, with all the cir- 
cumſtances in a paper book, which book he put in a 
barrel, with money and other things, and ſent it from 
Prague to Stadt, to be from thence fent into Exgland. 
Aid afborwncds being at Nuremberg, a merchant of a 
noble family, well acquainted with him and his rela- 
tions, arrived there from Exgland, who told him that 
his father was dead about two months ago. When this 
gentleman returned four years after into England, he 
would not open the barrel he ſent from Prague, till he 
had called his fiſters, and ſome other friends to be 
witneſſes; and they were all aftomſhed to ſee his 
written dream anſwer the very day of his father's

25. I myſeif have heard my grandfather relafe, 
that in the time of the civil wars in England, he 
being then an officer in the army, and in garriſon at 
Windſor, that as he lay in bed one morning towards 
three or four o'clock, he dreamed that he faw m 
mother all in white come to his bedfide, and ſaid, 
Jam now no more your wife, but pray make haſte ta 
London, and take care of your family; and then vaniſhed 
away. He awaking, this dream made ſo deep an 
impreſſion upon him, that after he was got up, he 
went to his ſuperior officer, and told him his dream, 
and withal deſired he might have leave to go to Len- 
dam, where his family was, and ſee how it was with 


-them. The ſuperior officer immediately told him he 


would have him go by all means, and if it ſhould 
rove ſo, take what care was neceſſary, Accordingly 
le took horſe, and went for Landen that morning, 
and as he was riding along the road, hegmet one Mr.

26. I cannot here omit the dream and revelation 
of Joan d'Art, a virgin, who dreamed that ſhe 
herſelf ſhould be the only means to put Charles the 
VIlch in poſſeſſion of A kingdom : after ſhe had 
acquainted her father and mother with the dream, ſhe 
was brought to the Lord Baudricate, and habited like 
a man, is preſented to the king. The matter ſeem- 
ing ridiculous to the king ; he takes upon him the 
habit of a countryman; this maid being brought into 
the chamber, goeth to the king and ſalutes him, with 
a modeſt countenance, and delivered to him the 

charge which ſhe had received, and told him, hat 
He Gould be the means to place the crown npm his head, 
and relieve Orleans that cut befieged by the Enylih, 
| E 5 The 
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The king was perſuaded to give her a troop of an 
hundred men, and a good horſe. She puts herſelf 
into a man's habit, and like a valorous captain goeth 
towards Orleans, and relieves the town with victuals, 
without any reſiſtance. After ſhe was in Orleans, 
ſhe ſends a letter to the king of Exgland and his 
troops, and wiſhes them to depart, without ſhed- 
ding any more innocent blood. Jaan d Ark a ſecond 
time relieves Orleans, and brings in freſh proviſions ; 
ſhe makes choice of 1500 men, and enters the forts 
of St. Loop, the virgin in the foremoſt of the ranks 
crying St. Dennis ; the next day they took two other 
forts ; on the third day the Exglis made the French 
recoil ; but the virgin encouraging her men, and 
marching courageoufly, was ſhot in the arm: Taftar, 
ſaid ſhe, thr: is a favour, nothing amazed, ſhe takes 
the arrow in one hand, and ſword in the other, and 
enters the fort. In theſe three days the Exgliſb loſt 
$000 men, and the French not oo; and as a remem- 
brance of their victories, the ſtatues of Charles the 
VIIch, and Jaan d Ari are placed upon the bridge of 
Orleans kneeling before a crucifix. And king Charles 
the VIIth is crowned at Rheimt, all Champagne yield- 
ing unto him; ſo that the king, who was in great 
danger of loſing his kingdom, was an abielute 
monarch. | 
27. Cicero, among other dreams, relates, that a 
certain man dreamed that there was an egg hid under 
his bed: the ſoothſayer, to whom he applied himſelf - 
for the interpretation of his dream, told him, that 
in the ſame place where he imagined he ſaw the egg, 
there was a treaſure hid. Whereupon he cauſed the 
place to be digged up, and there accordingly he found 
filver ; and in the midſt of it a good quantity of 
Id; and to give the interpreter ſome teſtimony of 
iis acknowledgment, he brought him ſome pieces of 
the filver which he had found: but the ſoothſayer 
hoping alſo to have ſome of the gold, ſaid, (allud- 
ing to the egg he had dreamed of) And will you nat 
give me ſame of the oli tas ?

| 28, Monſieur 
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28. Monſieur Peierſe, counſellor of the parliament 
of Provence, going from Montpellier in Niſmes, lay all 
night in an inn, which is the midway betwixt theſe 
two places; he had in his company one James Raneir, 
a citizen of Aix, who in that journey lodged in the 
ſame chamber with him: as that great man ſlept, 
Raneir obſerved that he talked and muttered ſome- 
thing in his ſleep, otherwiſe than was uſual with 
him ; whereupon he awakened him, and aſked him 
what was the matter? O, ſaid he, you have made 
me loſe a moiſt excellent and pleaſant dream; for I 
was dreaming, that I was at Manet, and that a 
goldſmith ſhewed me .a golden medal of Julius Cæ- 
/ar, which he would ſell me for four crowns; and as 
I was ready to give him them, both my goldſmitb 
and my medal vaniſhed away together by your awak- - 
ing of me. Being arrived at Net, and having not 


forgot his dream, he went to walk in the city till 


ſuch time a dinner was ready; and paſſing ug and 
down, he went into a goldſmith's ſhop, to aſk him 
whether he had any rarity to ſhew him? Where- 
upon the goldſmith anſwered, that he had a Julius 
Ce/ar of gold. Monſieur Peierſe aſked him the price 
of it? He anſwered, four crowns : which filled that 
great man both with joy and admiration ; not only be- 
cauſe he had found a rarity, which he had long very 
much ſought for; but alſo becauſe it came to his 


hand by means of his dream; which diſcovered: 


both the thing and price of it ;. without which dream 
he had never enquired for it. 

29. Lewis of Bourbon, Prince of Conde, who lived 
in the laſt age, in his journey from Dreux, dreamed 
that he had fought three battles ſucceſſively one after 
another, wherein he had got the victory, and where- 
in his three great enemies were ſlain. But that at the 
laſt he alſo was mortally wounded, and that they were 
lain one 1 another; and he alſo was laid upon 
their dead bodies. The event was remarkable: for the 
marſhal de St. Ardre was killed at Drenx, the duke of 
Guiſe, Francis of Lorain, at Orleans, the conitable of 
Mantmorency at St. Dennis and this was the triumvi- 
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rate which they ſay, had ſworn the ruin of thoſe of 
the religion, and the deſtruction of that prince; at 
laſt bimfelf was ſlain at Baſ/ac; as if there had been 
a continuation of deaths and funerals. 

30. In the reign of queen Mary I. when the per- 
ſecution was hotteſt againſt the Proteſtants, there was 
but one congregation, in all the city of London that 
kept itfelf intire, and privately aſſembled together, 
to which one Mr. Rengh, belonged, as a deacon or 
officer, to take care of the poor : and had to that 

rpoſe in his cuſtody a roll, wherein all the names 

longing to the congregation, were entered, which 
were about three hundred. It happened one night, 
that Cxthbert Simpſon dreamed that Mr. Rough was 
taken, and the forementioned roll in his pocket, and 
then awaked ; and falling aſleep again, had the ſame 
dream repeated; with which, being much affected, 

he gets up, intending to go to Mr, Rough ; but before 
be got ready, Mr. Rough came into his chamber, to 
whom he told his dream; and defired him that he 
would ſome way diſpoſe of that roll or catalogue, 
that if he ſhould happen to be taken, it might not be 
taken with him. Me. Rough reproved him for ſuch 
a conceit, telling him, that dreams were but filly fan- 
cies, and Chriſtians ought not to regard them : but 
Simpſon, upon whoſe ſpirit it had made a greater im- 
preſſion, adjured him in the name of the Lord, as he 
would anſwer the miſchief which might befall the in- 
nocent people of God, to mind what he ſaid, and 
convey away the roll. Mr. Rough, moved with this 
 earneſtneſs of Simp/or's, thought there was more in it 
than he at firſt believed, and thereupon forthwith 
ſecured the roll; and within two or three days after, 
he was himſelf taken, and great ſearch made (but in 
vain) for the liſt ; which, had it been found, would 
have brought them all to the flames. This account 
is given by Fox, in his Martyrolop y. 
31. Mr. Bradford, the night before he was carried 
to Newgate, dreamed that the chain for his burning 
was brought to the Counter-gate, and that the next

May's —_ dreamed one Broke hat two of hls wer 
dropped out of his mouth; who interpreted it to ſig- 
nify the loſs of ſome dear friends; Jewel therefore 
put the time of his dream down 1n the note book, 


and not long after had the news by letter of the burn- 
ing of "mg Ridley and biſhop Hooper. 


35. Monſieur Cameron, relates from the mouth of 
Monſieur Calignon, chancellor of Navarre, a man of 
ſingular virtue, a memorable paſſage that befel him 
in Bearn ; he went into a certain town in the coun- 
try, either for diverſion, or for ſome reaſon relatin 
to his health. One night, as he was aſleep, he — 
a voice, which called him by his name, Calignan ; 
hereunpon awaking, and hearing no more of 1t, he 
imagined that he had dreamed, and fell aſleep again; 
and a little after, he heard the ſame voice calling him 
in the ſame manner; which made a greater impreſſion 
on him than before; ſo that heing awaked he called 
his wife, and told her what had happened, ſo that 
they both lay awake for ſome time, expecting _ 
oo ther 
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ther tliey might hear the voice, and whether it would 
ſay any thing more to them. At laſt, the voice 
awakened him a third time, calling him by his name, 
and adviſed him to retire preſently out of the town, 
and to remove his family, for that the plague would 
rage horribly in that place, within a few days. And: 
Monſieur Calignon followed the adviſe cf this noctur- 
nal monitor: and it was well for him that he did, as 
in a few days after, the plague began in the town, and 
deftroyed a great number of people. 

36. Pope Innocent the Fourth dreamed, that Robert 
Gre/thead, biſhop of Lincoln, came to him, and with 
his ſtaff truck him on the fide, and ſaid, rife, wwrerch, 
end come to judgment: in a few days after which dream, 
that pope ended his life. 

37. Sir Francis Bacon tells us in his Natural Hiſ- 
tory, that being at Paris, he told ſeveral Exglhi gen- 
tlemen there, * he dreamed that his father's houſe 
in the country was plaiſtered all over with black mor- 
tar; and two or three days after his father died at 
London. 

38. When Dr. Harvey, one of the College of Phy- 
ſicians in Londen, being a young man, went to travel. 
towards Padua, he went to Dover with ſeveral others, 
and ſhewed his paſs, as the reſt did, to the governor 
there. The governor told him he muſt not go, but 
he muſt keep him priſoner. The doctor defired to 

know for what — 2 and how he had tranſgreſſed? 
but could get no anſwer, but it was his will to have 
it ſo. The doctor having no other remedy but pa- 
tience ; and the evening being clear, the pacquet-boat. 
hoiſted ſail with the doctor's companions, leaving him 
very much diſturbed behind. Aker the pacquet-boat 
was gone, the weather changed, and there enſued a 
terrible ſtrom, in which the paquet-boat. was over-ſet, 
and all the paſſengers drowned. The next day the 
ſad news was brought to Dover. The doctor was un- 
| known to the governor, both by name and face; but 
the night before the governor had a perfect viſion in 
a dream of Dr, Harvey, who came to paſs mw

41. Sir Richard Baker tells us, that one Ann Ma- 
ters, enticed by a lover of hers, conſented to have her 
huſband ſtrangled and then buried ſecretly under the 
dunghill, in a cowhouſe : whereupon the man being 
miſſing by his neighbours, and the wife making ſhew 
of a wondering what was become of him, it pleaſed 
God that one of the inhabitants of the town, dreamed 
one night that his neighbour Waters was ſtrangled, and 
buried under the dunghill, in a cowhouſe; and upon 
declaring his dream, ſearch being made by the con- 
ſtable, 8 dead body was for; as the man had 
dreamed ; and thereupon the wife was apprehended, 
and upon examination, confeſſing the fad, was burn- 
ed, as ſhe deſerved. 5 | 

42. King James V. of Scatland was ſo implacable 
an enemy to the light of the Goſpel, which in his 
reign began to diſplay its beams in that kingdom 
(which was the year 1541) that he was heard to ſay, 
that none of that ſort ſhould expect to find any favour 
at his hands; nay, not his own ſons, if they were 

proved 
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proved guilty, Sometime after which, Sir James 
Hamiltun, a worthy knight, being thought to be in- 
clined that way, was accuſed {though falſely) of a 
practice againſt the king's life; which was only made 
uſe of as a pretence to take away his: for he was 
condemned and executed. But in a ſhort time after, 
the king being at Linlizhoow, he dreamed one night, 
that Thomas Scot, juſtice clerk, came unto him with 
a horrid company of devils, crying out, voe «vas the 
day that ever I knew thee or thy ſervice; far, by ferv- 
ing thee againſt Gad and his ſervants, I am nun julged 
to hell tzrments. The terror of this dream awaked the 
king out of his ſleep, who being extremely affrighted, 
called for a light, and told his ſervants what he had 


heard and ſeen. The next morning, by break of 


day, the king had word brought him of Scat's death; 
which exactly agreed with the time of the night in 
which the king ſo dreamed, and almoſt in the fame 


manner; for he died in great horror of conſcience, 


often 3 theſe deſpairing words, by the righteous 
 jndgment of O, I am condemned. All which being 
related to the king, was matter of great terror to him. 
And yet not being reclaimed from the hatred of the 
Goſpel, he had, not many nights after, another viſion, 
which did much more affright him: for while he lay 
lleeping, he thought he ſaw Sir James Hamiltun, he- 
fore mentioned, whom he had cauſed to be executed, 
come with a drawn ſword in his hand, wherewith ke 
cut off both his arms; threatning alſo within a ve 
ſhort time to return, and take away his life. The 
king hereupon awaking, news was bought him of the 
death of his two ſons, James and ps 4 who both 
died at the very ſame hour : and he ſurvived not long 
himſelf, for the next year, 1542, being overcome 
with extremity of grief, to ſee the hand of God ſo 
evidently againſt him, he died in Faulk/ard, in the 
thirty-ſecond year of his age, making good what the 
divine record teſtifies, that bloody and deceitful men 
ſhall not live out half their days.

Well, 
ſaid the unknown, follow me; ſaying ſo, he got 
upon a bridge, that was near, and thence leaping 
down into one of the deepeft places in the river, ſwam 
up and down calling to the Spang gentleman, and 
ſaying, fince you brag ſo much, do as I have done ; 
wht thereupon follows him, and leaps into the river ; 
being ftill afleep. But as ſoon as his feet touched the

departed; and that there are communications made to 
one by the other in dreams, and ſometimes by viſions, 
voices, and appearances. 

45. Aperſon in a beſieged garriſon, dreamed that a 


bomb was ſhot into the town, and fell upon his houſe, 


and ſet it on fire : whereupon he immediately awaked 
out of his dream, got up, and calling up all his fa- 
mily, left his houſe ; which he had no ſooner done, 
but a bomb was accordingly ſhot, and burnt the houſe 
down to the ground, his own life, and that of his fa- 
_ being ſaved by means of his dreain : and the 
perſon having ſent in a query to the Athenian ſociety, 
to know what reaſon could be aſſigned for this dream, 
and the effects of it? To which they anſwered, that 
ſomething done or thought on in the day-time, mak. 
ing a deep impreſſion on the animal ſpirits were pre- 


ſented again when aſleep ; as the ſoldier's engagement 


cauſes him to dream of another fight; but the cauſe 
of this particular dream they think to be cauſed by a 
angel, by whom the querift was warned in a

48566. There was a beautiful young lady, for whom 
I had a moſt paſſionate affection, lately marricd to 
another man; and I had ſome reaſon to think ſhe 

loved me as well : fo that though ſhe was married to 


another, yet we only wanted an opportunity to fin,— 


Whilſt I entertained this paſſion, it happened one 
night I dreamed I went to make her a viſit; but by 
the way, in a meadow upon my right hand, I thought 
I ſaw a pair of ſtairs made of alabaſter, that reached 
from thence to heaven; at the foot they were ex- 
| | tremly 
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tremely ſteep, or rather bending ; but after that, 
there was a fair and eaſy aſcent all along; they were 
narrow for their length, about a yard, as I thought, 
without any rail on either ſide. After I had ſome 
time contemplated theſe, I turned upon my left hand, 
and there I ſaw a horrid dark gulph, and the 
beautiful young lady ſtanding upon the brink of it, 
with a ſmiling countenance, and looking joyfully 
upon me: but the apprehenſion of the danger ſhe 
was in, had ſo ſtrong an impreſſion upon me, 
that it immediately awaked me in a great deal of 
terror; which made me ſeriouſly to reflect upon the 
matter; and though it was but a dream, yet it lay 
with ſo much weight upon me, that I could never 
entertain the thought of ſo baſe an action afterwards ; 
or if at any time my corrupt nature and unſubdued 
affections prompted me to it, yet the remembrance of 
this dream immediately quaſhed it: for the difficulty 
at the foot of the ſtairs repreſented to me, how hard 
it is to conquer our affections; which being done, the 
way was eaſy and pleaſant; but by reaſon of the nar- 
rowneſs, not to be continued in, without. care and 
watchfulneſs ; nor to be overcome without diligence ; 
and that the higer we aſcend, the greater ought our 
care and diligence to be, becauſe then the fall will be 
more dangerous. Thus we ſee by this nocturnal re- 
preſentation, a great fin was prevented, and the ſoul 
inſtructed and directed to attend with diligence to the 
ways of wiſdom. 

47. King William the ſecond, commonly called 
William Rufus, was ſhot accidentally as he was hunt- 
ing, by the glance of an arrow intended at a deer, in 
New Foreſt ; whoſe death was attended with extra- 
ordinary preſages; for the very night before the king 
was killed, a monk had a very ſtrange dream; which 
was, that he ſaw the king knaw the image of Chrift 
erucificd ; and that as he was about to bite away the legs 
of the ſame image, Chrift cuith his feet kicked Zim down 
ta the pround ; and that as he lay upon the earth, there 
came out of his mouth a flame of fire with abundance of 


ſmack, The monk told his dream to one Nobert 


Fitzmammon, 
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Fitzmammen, who told it to the king: Poh / ſaid tho 
king, in a jeſting manner, the monk avould fain have 
fomething for his dream; go give him a hundred foillings : 
but bid him logk that he dream more auſpicious dreams 
hereafter, But this was not all, for the king himſelf 
dreamed the ſame night, that the veins of his arms 
were broken, that the blood iſſued out in abundance, 
and that an extreme cold wind paſſed through his body. 
Theſe were ſufficient warnings to have made the — 
ſorbear hunting that day; indeed, be took ſo muc 
notice of them, that he tarried within all the morn- 
ing; but going out to hunt in the afternoon, fulfilled 
the event he was forewarned of: which ſofficiently 
intimate, that where warnings are lighted, there 
can be nothing bat deſtruction expected. 

48. The day before Henry the Fourth of France 
was murdered by Ravillac, his queen was crowned ; 
and that night ſhe dreamed that the diamonds of her 

- crown were metamorphoſed into pearls, which are 
the emblems of tears. 

49. Capt. Richard Huttzn, bound for Ly, deſign- 
ing to take in S. Uber falt from Gortenburgh, ſailed 
out of the Downs the 4th of January, 1701, and on 
the 6th of the ſame month, about two in the morn- 
ing, in a violent ſtorm ſtruck upon the Ceaftets, near 
Alderney, and ſtaved to pieces immediately. The 
maſter and ſix of the men were drowned, and nine 
men ſaved; the maſts fallin upon the rocks, ſome 
being on the ſhrowds fell with it, and ſwung them- 
ſelves on by part of the other rigging. They did not 
fave any bread or other proviſion, but lived fourteen 
days on the ſhip's dog, which they ate raw, and on 

Empots and weeds, that grew on the rocks: they 
had once fight of the Expreſs advice boat, but were 
not perceived by them. About the 18th or 19th, one 

Taftard's fon, who was once apprentice to a maſter 
of a ſhip at Lymington, dreamed that he was takin 

up ſeveral men about the Caſters, and told it to his 
father ; but he took no notice of it : but on the 2oth 
Fet ſail in his bark from Gnernſey, bound for Samt 


amplens; 
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amptor; and when he came in view of the Caſters, 
the boy remembering his dream, looked earneſtly 
upon them, and told his father he ſaw men upon the 
Caſtets ; hut his father chid and contradicted him; 
but the boy inſiſting ſtill upon it, the father took his 
glaſs, and looked upon the rocks, and then eſpied 
one on the top of the rock, waving his cap; upon 
which he ſteered with the rock, and came to an an- 
chor on the leeward of it, it being a great ſea. He 


took them all into his little boat, and carried them 


on board, and brought them ſafe to Southampton. 
And thus nine perſons were, by the providence of 
God, preſerved by a dream. For had not the boy 
dreamed he was taking up ſeveral men about the Ca/- 
kets, he would never have looked fo earneſtly to have 
ſeen them, nor have been ſo confident of it. 

go. I have been aſſured that the counteſs of Bur- 
lington being at Dublin, dreamed that her father, the 
earl of Cumberland, being then at York, was dead; 
and he died at that time that ſhe ſo dreamed. 

5i When dir Chrit2pher Wren was at Paris, about 
1671, he was ill and feveriſh, made but little water, 
and had a pain in his reins ; he ſent for a phyfician, 
who adviſed him to be let blood, thinking he had a 

leuriſy : but bleeding being very diſagteeable to 
Gen, he was minded to defer it a day longer : and 
that night he dreamt he was in a place where palm- 
trees grew, and that a woman in a romantick babit, 
reached him dates: the next day he ſent for dates, 
which cured him of the pain in his reins. 

32. Mr. Edmund Halley, fellow of the royal ſociety, 
was carried on Vith a ſtrong impulſe to take a voyage 
to St. Helena, to make oblervetions of the ſouthern 
conſtellations, being then about 24 years old. Before 
he undertook the voyage, he dreamed that he was 
at ſea, failing towards that place, and ſaw the proſ- 
pect of it from the ſhip in his dream; which he de- 
clared in the royal ſociety, was the perfect repreſen- 
tation of that Iſland, as it really appeared to him 
when he approached it. 
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53. A gentlewoman of my acquaintance dreamed, 
that if ſhe ſlept again, the houſe would be in dan 

of being robbed : upon which, ſhe kept awake; and 
anon the thieves came to break open the houſe, but 
were prevented. 

4. A young gentleman who had travelled about 
bullneſs, and 150 miles from London, dreamed on 
the 2oth of September, 1636, that he ſaw his mother 
(who lived within three miles of London] fick in bed, 
and even dying, encompaſſed with her children, all 
weeping and lamenting; which diſmal ſcene of 
ſorrow 7, nearly affected him, that it awaked him 
out of his ſleep ; and even then left ſo great an im- 
preſſion upon his ſpirits, that he the reſt of 
the night without ſleeping, and in great uneaſineſs. 
But as the day began to dawn, pave x; that it was 
but a dream, he became more compoſed; and ſo got 
out of bed : he was ſcarce got down ſtairs, but one 
of the maids belonging to : houſe, came and aſked 
him how he did? he anſwered, very well : ſhe replied, 
ſhe was heartily glad to hear it; in regard ſhe had 
dreamed that night that he was diſtracted, raving and 
tearing every things that came near him; and added, 
that ſhe had been very much troubled for him all 
night long. This dream of the maid happening at 
the ſame time with his, renewed his trouble and re- 
flections on his own, and cauſed him immediately to 
write down in a book, not only the night, but aiſo 
the hour in which he dreamed. In November fol- 
lowing he came to London, and after he had ſet up 
his horſe, went to ſee his brother, where, before he 
had time to enquire how his mother did, was told ſhe 
was dead, to his great trouble and grief. Upon his 
enquiring after the time w hen ſhe died, he was told 
that ſhe departed on Sunday the 2oth of September, 
about midnight; which exactly correſponded with 
the memorandum ſet down by him of the time of his 
dream : which he could no ways know but by the 
ſecret communication of his mother's departed ſpirit 
with him in his nocturnal viſions, | | 
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1, ' 55. A perſon of the fair ſex dreamed one night ſhe 
er was walking in a lovely green meadow, when on a 
d ſadden, ſhe ſaw an ancient fire, whoſe weather-beaten 
It garb and meagre countenance, cauſed him to ſeem to 
Kos the very emblem of death ; this ghaſtly figure ſhe 
t ſaw coming towards her with a green bough in his 
n hand, ſharpening at the end; who, as ſne fled away 
r from him, ſtill purfued her, darting it at her, the 
5 branch being very near her three times, but not 
1 touching her at all; when he ſaw he ſtill fell ſhort, 
f and could not touch her, vaniſhed away, and left 
' tae bough behind him; whilſt ſhe, affrighted with 
her dream, awaked. And in three days, after, the 
F ſame perſon walking for her diverſion in an incloſed 
meadow, in which was a great pond, as ſhe drew 
| near the fide of it, was taken with a vertigo, or 
ſwimming in the head, and, in a moment hurried 
into the pond with her head forward, where ſhe was 
in extreme danger of drowning ; but the water brin 
ing her a little to her ſenſes, ſhe by chance, caught 
faſt hold of a branch that hung over the water, or 
in all probability ſhe had been drowned. But with- 
out doubt her dream was the repreſentation of her 
good genii, to forewarn her of the danger ſhe ſhould 
in, by walking in ſuch a meadow ; which ſhe 
not obſerving, incurred ſo great a danger thereby. 
56. Artimedorus gives us an account that Simenides 
the poet having interred a dead corpſe that he found 
naked on the ſea- ſhore, the night following he 
dreamed that the ſame body that he had buried, 
appeared to him, warning him that he ſhould not 
go to ſea the day following, as he had intended, 
which advice he obſerved, and would have had his 
fellow-travellers have tarried alſo one day longer, 
but the wind ſerving, they put to ſea, and refuſed to 
ſtay for him. But a tempeſt ſoon after ariſing, they 
were all caſt au ay. Simmides being very glad that 
he had eſcaped ſo imminent a death, by the'advice, 
of his grateful benefactor made him afterwards im- 


mortal by his poetry, building him a ſepulchre =

his poems, which the iron teeth of time can never 
wear or waſh away, and thereby made himſelf im- 
mortal, 9 

7. One that was very much given to drinking, 
dreamed that a good angel came to him, and bid him 
in a ſoft voice, take heed of taverns, and beware of 
drunkenneſs : for Ebrietas eft mater omnium malorum : 
drunkenneſs is the mother of all miſchief : which 
had ſuch an . upon him, that he afterwards 
left off immoderate drinking, and became a very 
ſober and reformed perſon. 

58. In the year 1690, a perſon (who lived in 
Jreland, dreamed that he ſaw a brother of his who 
lived at Ameſeury in Wil:;ſcire) riding on the downs, 
and that two thieves robbed him and murdered him: 
this dream awaked him ; but in a little time he fell 
aſleep again, and had the ſame dream; which cauſed 
him to write to his brother, for his dream was ſo 
particular, that he deſcribed the thieves complexion, 


ſtatue and clothes; and adviſed him to take care of 


himſelf. Not long atter be bad received this moni- 
tory letter, he rid towards Sal;/rury and was robbed 
and murdered, and the murderers were diſcovered. by 
this letter, and were executed, and hanged in chains 
in the road to Londen. Here was fair warning given, 


but not taken; for want of which the poor man loſt 
his life, 
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CHAP. IX. 


Containing divers ſcripture inſlances af the communications 
and ſervices of good angels both by dreams and other- 
ways, to ſeveral perſons. Of angels, guardians of 
countries, and of particular perſons, and their offices 


towards men, mentioned in ſcripture. 


OR thoſe that will admit the teſtimony of the 
holy ſcriptures, it will be eaſy to ſatisfy them, 

both that good angels do exiſt, and that they are 
exerciſed in the affairs of this little world, as appears 
in the caſe of Hagar and Ihm e: God had told 
Abraham, that he had heard his prayers for [mael, 
and that he would make of him a great nation, but 
he would eftabliſh his covenant with Iſaac, and there- 
fore mae muſt be ſent away; but when he and 
his mother were reduced to the utmoſt extremity for 
want of water, an angel is ſent to direct Hagar to a 
well. And ſo likewife in the caſe of Lat, of Jacab, 
and of Ms{.s. And in thoſe affairs that we look upon 
not to be ſo extraordinary, yet God employs the 
miniſtry of angels: thus when 16raham ſent forth his 
| ſervant to fetch a wife for his ſon //aac, he aſſures 
him, that the Lord ſhould ſend his angel before him, 
and proſper what he went about. So the Lord pro- 
miſes the children of //rae/, Behold I ſend an angel be- 
fore thee, to keep thee in the way, and to bring thee into 
the place which I have prepared ; beware if bim; and 
obey his voice; provike him nit, fir he will nit pardon 
your tranſgreſſions, for my name is in him But if thou 
ſhalt indeed o ey his voice, and do all that I fool ſpeak, 
then I will be an enemy to thy enemies, and an adverſary 
to thy adverſaries ; for mine angel hu go before thee in 
wnto the Amorites. I will ſend an angel before thee, and 
I awill drive out the Canaawtes, IL hus we ſee when 


Balaam went with the princes of Mcab to curſe the 
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God of.[/rael, it is ſaid, The angel of the Lord flood in 
the way for an adverſary againfl bim. And the aſs ſaw 
him, and turned away ſeveral times; but the prophet 
could not ſee him till his eyes were opened, and then 
he reverenced him, and received his meſſage. We 
read alſo that an angel of the Lord came from Gilgal 
to poorer accuſe the * way y fare diſobedience 
and tran On, W repented and 
humbled vanes he Another angel appeared to 
Gideon, and encouraged him to deliver the people of 
Iſrael out of the hands of the Midianites. An angel 
alſo appeared to Manoab's wife, the mother of Samp- 
fon, promiſing her a child, and directing her how 
he ſhould be educated in abſtemiouſneſs and temper- 
ance, that he might be fit for thoſe mighty atchieve- 
ments of delivering his 2 which the Lord had 
deſigned him for. As Elijab was in the wilderneſs, 
and ready to ſtarve, an angel of the Lord brought him 
proviſions, and ſaid to him once and again, ariſe and 
eat ; in the ſtrength of which he tray forty da 
and forty nights. And David teacheth us, that 
angel of the Lord encampeth round about them that 
fear him, and delivereth them. And again, for he 
hall give his angels charge over thee, 10 keep thee in all 
thy ways. And when the prophet Zechariah had a 
viſion by night from God, there was an angel that 
talked with him, and declared to him the things 
which he ſaw, Theſe are inſtances of the miniſtra- 
tion of good angels on the behalf of the heirs of ſal- 
vation, in the times of the old teſtament. 

And that under the times of the new teſtament, 
God made uſe of the miniſtry of angels, to commu- 
nicate to the children of men, appears by the ſending 


of the angel Gabriel to the virgin Mary, to ac- 
_ her with the joyful tidings of her being over- 


adowed with the Holy Ghoſt, and bringing forth a 
ſaviour; and the ſame angel had alſo been before 
with Zacharias, and foretold the birth and office of 


- Jahn the Baptifl. And the pool of Betheſda had its 
ſanative virtue communicated to it by the Aa | 
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of an angel; for the evangeliſt tells us, an angel went 
dewn at a certain ſeaſon, _ -" ana the <:ater ; wwho- 
der then, firft after the troubling the water, t ix, 
i made - 7 whatſoever diſeaſe he had. 9 . 

After the aſcenſion of our bleed Saviour, and the 
coming of the Holy Ghoſt, when the apoſtles were com- 
mitted to priſon for preaching the goſpel, the angel of 
the Lord came by night, opened the priſon-doors, and 
brought them forth. Alſo the angel of the Lord ſpake 
unto Philip, to ariſe and go toward the auth to the 
way that 2 down from Feruſalem unto Gaza, 
which is deſart, in order to the converting of the 
Ethiopian eunuch. An angel of God appeared alſo 
in a viſion to Cornelius, the devout centurion, requir- 
ing him to ſend to Joppa for Peter, who ſhould teach 
him what he ſhould do. And when afterwards Peter was 
impriſoned by Herod the king, behold the angel of 

the Lord came upon him, a light ſhined 1n the 
iſon, and he ſmote Peter on his fide, and raiſed 
im up, ſaying, ariſe quickly ; and his chains fell off 
from his hands, and angel ſaid unto him, gird 
thyſelf, and bind on thy ſandals; and he ſaid unto him, 
caſt thy garment about thee, and follow me ; and he 
went out and followed him, and wiſt not that it was 
true that was done by the angel, but thought he ſaw 
a viſion. When they were paſt the firſt and ſecond 
ward, they came unto the iron gate that leadeth unto 
the city, which opened unto them of its own accord; 
and forthwith the angel departed from him : and 
when Peter was come to himſelf, he ſaid, zow 
kuxw of a ſurety that the Lord hath ſent his angel and 
delivered me. And when the apoſtle Paul, in his 
voyage to Italy, was in danger of ſhipwreck, an angel 
viſited him, and aſſured him, that none belonging to 
the ſhip ſhould be drowned : for, ſaid he, there flood 
by me this night the angel of God, whoſe I am, and 
Tohom I ſerve; ſaying, fear not, Paul, thou muſt be 
brought before Cæſar; and lo God hath given thee all 
that ſail with thee, 
1 Thus 
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Thus does it ſufficiently appear, that good angels, 
both by the appointment of the ſovereign Creator, and 
the excellencies of their own natures, are always rea- 
dy and willing to ſerve, aſſiſt, ſuccour and illuminate 
good and virtuous men; and it is the doctrine of the 
antients, that not only every perſon, man or woman, 
from his or her firſt coming into this world, hath in 
an eſpecial manner, a particular good angel deputed, 
which therefore is called his or her guardian angel, 
or good genius; and that an evil angel, of a direct 
contrary nature or property, is always attending us: 
and ſure I am, our bleſſed Saviour intimates ſome- 
thing to this purpoſe, when he bids his diſciples 
take head that ye diſpiſe not one of theſe little ones; for, 
ſays he, I ſay unte you, that in heaven their angels do 
alway: behold the face of my Father, which is in heaven: 
and it appears to me to have been the common opini- 
on of the Ze-w45 church; for in that forecited ſtory 
of Peter's deliverance out of priſon, by the angel, he 
irs to the houſe of Mary the mother of John, 
whoſe firname was Mark ; and when the maid came 
and told the brethren that were met there to pray 
for Peter's inlarge ment (whom they ſuppoſed to be 
in priſon) that Peter was at the door, they, not be- 
lieving her, faid, i # his angel; which plainly 
argues what a firm opinicn belief not only the 
Jew church, but alſo the faithful chriſtians of old, 
had in this matter. As to the having an evil genius 
always attending us, the ſcripture is filent therein ; 
only this may be ſaid for it, that both the holy ſcrip- 
tures and our own experience ſufficiently informs us, 
that the devil is a moſt 'malicious and inveterate ſpirit, 
and indefatigable in his endeavours to tempt us to 
evil, going about continually like a roaring lion, 
ſeeking who | 
to goodneſs he finds any, through the workings of 
divine grace, the more ſolicitous he is to draw them 
away to evil, which yet ought not to diſcourage us, 
becauſe we have an unſeen guardian on our fide, 
which is ſtronger than he. | 1 


m he may devour; and the more devoted 
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Nor is it only fingle perſons that have their guar- 


dian angels, but countries alſo have particular angels 
aſſigned to their government, or ſuperintendency : 
and” this ſome annotators are of opinion is the mean- 
ing of that text, Dent. xxxii. 8. which in ſome tranſ- 
lations is thus rendered, When the moſt high divided to 
the nations their inheritance, «when he ſeparated the ſons 
of Adam, when be ſet the baunds of the perple, according 
to the number of the ſons of G, that is, allotted to all 
the ſeveral nations diſtin rulers. and ſuperviſors 
amongſt the holy angels, here called the ſons of 
God. But this is more evident from the xth chap- 
ter of the prophet Daniel, where (after Daniel had 
ſpent three weeks in praying, mourning and faſting) 
an angel comes to him, * ſaid to him, O Daniel, 
greatly belsved, undenand the words I ſpeak unto thee ; 
for unto thee am 1 now ſent ; for from the firſt day that 
thru dift ſet thy heart to underſtand, and to chaften thy- 
felf before thy Gad, thy wards were heard, and I am 
came for thy word i ſake ; but the prince of the kingdom 
of Perſia withſtand me one and twenty days; but b 
Michael, one of the chief princes, came to help me, and 
J remained there with the kings of Perſia: now I am 
come to make thee urderſiand wa Gall 6:fall thy people 
in the latter days. — And having ſtrengthened the 
prophet, he proceeded thus: Eroweft ibo wherefore 
I come unto thee ® And now will I return 10 fight with 
the prince of Perfia ; and when I am gone forth, li the 
prince of Grecia fhall come : but I will S thee that 
«ch ch is noted in the ſcriptures of truth ; and there is 
none that haldeth <with me in theſe things, but Michael 
Jour prince: giving him thereby to underſtand the 
ſeveral reſpective angel-gvardians, or titular intelli- 
| of thoſe nations; whereby ftrivings and oppo- 
itions of the guardian-angels and chief princes of 
other countries, places and people, are more than 
intimated between theſe internal princes ; the prime 
occaſions and firſt motives whereof, are generally 
given to them by the ſinful vanities of men below; 
tor from thence proceed all thoſe judgments and 
| F 3 miſcries 
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miſeries which the evil angels take advantage of, 
to enfnare men inte a thouſand miſchiefs, unheard of 
debaucheries, idle dreams, and lying viſions. 

For the Lord, who is a God of infinite holineſs 
and purity, doth not vifit any with heavenly dreams 
or angehcal viſions, but ſuch whoſe temples are un- 
defiled with blood and uncleanneſs, and their hands 
unſtained with oppreſſion or violence. It is only 
thoſe righteous and unſpotted perſons that have been 
admicies into his pure and holy preſence ; and grant- 
ed them his good angels to teach, guard, and nd 
them from fin and evil: aug thoſe in the latter, as 
well as the former ages, have received ſuch gracious 


vikts from him; frequently ſending his holy angels, 


both to encourage them in the purſuit of virtue and 
goodneſs, and to prevent them from falling into 
evil; nor can it be otherwiſe, ſeeing their angels do 
always behold the face of the heavenly Father. 


But ſuch as live in uncleanneſs and riot, in cham- 


bering and wantonneſs, in oppreſſion and cruelty, 
he ſends angels as the executioners of the divine 
vengeance, which hence are called deftroying angels. 
It is ſaid God ſent an angel to deſtroy Fernſalem ; 
but upon David's repentance, God repented. him of 
the evil, and ſaid to the angel that deſtroyed, # is 
enough, flay now thine hand. And thus God ſent an 
angel againſt the Mriant, and ſmote an hundred 
N and five W of them, when Kang 
ing of r, prou reſuming u 

treagth and number of his L had blaſphemed 
the God of 1/rae/. And when in like manner Herad 
had accepted the blaſphemous flatteries of the people, 
immediately the angel of the Lord ſmote him, becauſe he 
e not God the glory, and he was eaten up with worms. 

o likewiſe the angel that flew the firſt-born of the 
Egyptians, is called the deſtroyer; and ſo alſo the 
angel that ſmote the rebellious //raelires in the wil- 
derneſs; and therefore St. Paul exhorts the Corin- 
thiaut, not to murmur as ſome of them murmured, 


and were deſtroyed of the deſtroyer, And David. 
in 
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in the 78th Pſalm, ſpeaking of the plagues that God 
brou he upon the 2 ſays, be caft upon them 
the firerceneſs of his anger, wrath, and indignation and 
trauble, by ſending 2 angels among them: that is, b 

ſending out, or granting commiſſions to evil ange 

to vex and plague them; for they are always ready 
enough for that work, whenever they have com- 
miffion ſo to do. And for this reaſon were they ſo 
ready to offer themſelves to be a lying ſpirit in the 
mouths of the falſe prophets, to perſuade Abab to go 


up to Rameth-gilead, that he might be lain there. 


But though the evil angels are ſo ready to be made 
the miniſters of divine * rage upon the wicked, 
yet it is the good angels that are the guardians of 
thoſe that are good and virtuous : and hence we read, 
that the patriarch Jacob, acknowledging God's 
divine hand of providence, faith to his fon Joſeph, 
the angel which hath delivered thee from all evil, bleſs 
the children. And in the new teſtament there is 
not only abundant teſtimony given of the miniſtra- 
tion of angels to the church, but to the head of it 
alſo ; for we read, that after the devil had tempted 
our bleſſed Saviour, and found nothing in him to fix 
his temptations upon, that angels came and miniſtered 
wnto him ; as was their duty to him who is the Lord 
af. angels,

I Am not ignorant that in this ſadducean age in 
which we live, there are many who account an- 
gels no more than divine praiſes; and ſome there are 


that go further, and will not ſtick to ſay that they 


are mere phantoms, created for the preſent occaſion, 
and when their buſineſs is over, manumitted into 
old vanity and nothing: theſe are the notions of 
Hobbiſts, 22 and atheiſts; to whom J have no 
more to ſay (for I intend not to enter into the liſt of 
Ciſputation with them) but to ſubmit what has been 
cited in the foregoing chapter from the holy ſcrip- 
tures, and the inſtances that ſhall be given in this, 
from authentic hiſtory, to the ſober and mature 
conſideration of the impartial reader. 9 

1. Edwyn, King of Northumberland, then a pagan, 
being by himſelf alone, and ſolitary, there appeared 


to him one who ſaid, ©& I know well the cauſe of 


« thy heavineſs; what wouldeſt thou give to him 
« that would deliver thee from this fear? I would 


% ſaid Eden, give all that ever ] could make. 
« And what ſaid the other, if I make thee a migh- 


« tier king than any of thy progenitors ? Edwyr 
46 * as before. Then ſaid the other, what 
« if I ſhew thee a better way and kind of life than 
« wasever known to 2ny of my anceſtors? Wilt 
« thou obey, and do after thy counſel? Yes, ſaid 
he with all my heart.” Then the other laying 
his hand upon his head, ſaid, When this token

« thy tribulation, and the promiſe that thou haſt

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yaniſhed out of his fight. But afterwards, bein 
overborne by the counſel of his nobles, he x Porn, 
to perform his promiſe. Afterwards, being ſtruck 
at with the envenomed ſword of a certain ruffian, 
ſent by the king of the W:/t-Saxons to aſſaſſinate him, 
but eſcaping by the interpoſition of one of his ſer- 
vants, (who received the ſword through his own 
body) being himſelf only wounded with the ſword's 
point; with which wound he lay long. Upon his 
recovery, he goes againſt the Weft-Saxons, 3 
Jeſus Chriſt upon his victory to be baptized ; whic 
though he obtained, yet he was flow in performing 
his promiſe ; only he left off his idolatrous ſervices, 
and heard biſhop Paulinus preach : till the biſhop 
came to the king at fit ſeaſon, and laying his hand 
on his head, aſked him if he remembered not that 
token? Upon which he was preſently baptized, and 
deſtroyed his idols, with their altars. Clark's mar- 
tyrology. 

2. When Thezd;ens, jun. ſent his army under Ardu- 
Larius, jun. againſt the Perſians, for the relief of the 
perſecuted chriſtians, and the citizens were ſad and 
heavy, as fearing the war, a company of angels 
appeared to certain chriſtians in Bythinr'a, that were 
travelling to Conſtantinople, and willed them to be of 
good cheer, and to pray, and put their truſt in God; 
and then to expect confidently the good ſucceſs and 
victory of Ardnbarins: for God had ſent them as 
governors and ſovereign captains of that war. Iain. 

3. Ruffims, in his eccleſiaſtical hiſtory, reports, 
that one T heodarus, a martyr, told him that when he 
was hanging ten hours upon the rack for religion, 
under Jalian's perſecution, his joints diſtended and 
diſtorted, and his body exquiſitely tortured with 


change of executioners, ſo as never age could remem- 


ber the like ; he felt no pain at all, but continued all 


the while, in the fight of all men, ſinging and ſmil- 
ing; for there ſtood a comely young man by him on 
his gibbet, which with a clean towel ſtill wiped off 
the ſweat, and poured cool water upon his limbs, 

Fs wherewith 
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wherewith he was ſo refreſhed, that it grieved him 
to be let down. So far Dr. Fo/eph Hall. But Socra- 
tis Scolaflicus adds, that Ruffinus had acquaintance 
with this Theodore, and diſcourſed him upon it; to 
whom he ſaid, that he was ſo comforted and con- 
firmed in the faith thereby, that the hour of his 
torment was unto him ar (ol a delectable pleaſure 
than a doleful pain. 

4. Bodinus, who had it from the mouth of the man 
whom 1t concerned, a holy and pious man, and an 
acquaintance of Bodinus's, tells us, that he had a cer- 
tain ſpirit that did perpetually accompany him; 
which he was then firt aware of, when he was about 
thirty-ſeven years of age; but conceived that 
the ſaid ſpirit had been with him all his life-time ; 
as he gathered from certain monitory dreams and 
viſions, whereby he was forewarned as well. of ſeve- 
ral dangers as vices. That this ſpirit diſcovered him- 
ſelt to him, after he had for a whole year together 
earneſtly prayed to God to ſend a good angel to him, 
to be guide and governour of his life and actions; 
adding alſo, that before and after prayer, he uſed 
to ſpend two or three hours in meditation and reading 
the ſcriptures, diligently enquiring with himſelf what 
religion might be the beſt, beſeeching God that he 
would direct him to it. And that he did not allow 
of their way, that at all adventures pray for their 
confirmation in that opinion they are in, whether it 
be right or wrong : whilſt he was thus buſy 
in matters of religion, he lit on a paſſage in Phils 
Judæus de facrificits, where he writes, that a good 
and holy man can offer no greater nor more accept- 
able facrifice to God,. than the oblation of himſelf; 
and therefore following Philos counſel, that he offered 
his ſoul to God: and that after that, amongſt many 
other divine dreams and viſions, he once in his ſleep 
ſeemed to hear the voice of God ſaying to him, 
will fave thy ſoul; I am he that appeared unto thee : 
afterwards the ſpirit knocked at the door, about three 
or four o'clock in the morning; though he — 
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and opening the door, could ſee nobody: this trou- 
ble and boiſterouſneſs made him begin to conceit 
that it was ſome ill ſpirit that thus haunted him: and 
therefore he daily prayed earneſtly to the Lord, that 
he would be pleaſed to ſend his angel to him ; 
and often alſo ſung pſalms, having moſt of them by 
heart. Wherefore the ſpirit knocked more yu at 
the door, and one day diſcovered himſelf to him 
waking, which was the firſt time that he was aſſured 
by his ſenſes that it was he: for he often touched and 
ſtirred a drinking-glaſs that ſtood in his chamber, 
which did not a Lite amaze him. Two days after, 
when he entertained a friend of his, ſecretary to 
the King; his friend was much abaſhed, while he heard 
the ſpirit thumping on the bench hard by him, and 

Ricken with fear; but he bid him be of good 
courage, there was no hurt towards him; and the 
better to aſſure him of it, told the truth of the whole 
matter. From that time, ſaith Badinus, he did 
affirm that this ſpirit was always with. him, and by 
ſome ſenfible fign did ever advertiſe him of things; 


as by ſtriking bis right ear, if he did any thing amiſs; 


if otherwiſe, his left. If any body came to circum- 


vent him, his right ear was ftruck ; but if a 4 * 
f he 


man, and to good end accoſted him, his left. 

was about to eat or drink any thing that would hurt 
him, or intended to do any ill action, he was inhi- 
bited by a ſign; and if he delayed to follow his buſi- 
neſs, he was quickened by a ſign given him. When 
he began to praiſe God in pſalms, and to declare his 
marvellous acts, he was preſently raiſed and ſtrengths 
ened by a ſupernatural power. He daily begged of 
God that he would teach him his will; and ſet one 
day of the week apart for meditation, and reading 


the ſcripture and finging of pſalms, and did not ſtir 


out of his houſe all that day: but in his ordinary 
converſation he was ſufficiently merry, and of a chear- 
ful mind, for which he cited that ſaying, vi facies 
fandorum letas. But in his converſing with others, 
if he had any time talked guy and indiſcreetly, * 
| 6 
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had ſome days together neglected his devotions, he 
was forthwith admoniſhed thereof by a dream. He 
was alſo admoniſhed to riſe betimes every morning, 
about four o'clock, with a voice coming to him 
while he was aſleep, ſaying, wwho gets up fir/t to pray ? 
He was often admoniſhed likewiſe to give alms; and 
he obſerved, that the more charity he beſtowed, the 
more proſperous he was. On a time, when his ene- 
mies ſought after his life, knowing he was to go by 
water, his father in a dream brought two horſes to 
him, the one white, the other bay; and thereupon 
he bids his man hire him two horſes; and though he 
ſaid nothing of the colours, his man brought him a 
white horſe and a bay one. In all difficulties, Sc. 
he uſed to alk counſel of God ; and one night, when 
he had begged his bleſſing, while he ſlept, he ſaw a 
viſion, wherewith his father ſeemed to bleſs him. At 
another time, when in great danger, and was newly 
gone to bed, he ſaid the ſpirit would not let him 
alone, till ke had raiſed him again, whereupon he 
watched and prayed all that night; and the day after 
eſcaped the hands of his perſecutors, in a wonderful 
manner; which done in his next ſleep, he heard a 
voice ſaying, row ing, qui ſenet in latibuto alliſſimi, 
Sc. Once where he attempted to ſpeak to this ſpirit, 
he ſtruck the door with ſuch a vehemency, as if he 
had knocked upon it with a hammer, to ſignify his 
diſlike cf the matter. If he took an ill book into his 
hand to read it, the ſpirit would ftrike it, that he 
might lay it down; and ſo likewiſe would hinder him 
from writing and reading overmuch. Hadinus enquir- 
ing whether he ever ſaw the ſhape or form of this 
ſpirit, he told them that whilſt awake, he never ſaw 
any thing but a certain light, very bright and clear 
and of a circular figure ; but that once being in jeo- 
pardy of his life, and having heartily prayed to God 
that he would be pleaſed to provide for his ſafety, 
about break of day, amidſt his lumberings and wak- 
ings he eſpied on his bed where he lay, a yonng 
boy clad in a white garment, tinctured with pores. 
an 
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and of a viſage admirably lovely and beautiful to be- 
hold.

Cotierus, accounted by Comenius, as a prophet.

Michael's at Linlithgoww, while he was at his devotions, 
and leaning over the canon's ſeat, where the king ſat,

den: but as ſhe came near to the place where Mr. 
Spmpjon was, ſhe was terrified with an extraordinary 
noiſe which made her fall ro the ground; it ſeemed

mention of Jacob's wreftling in prayer, ſhe ſat upright 
in the bed, and drawing aſide the curtain ſaid, T hou 
art this doy Jacob, who haſt avreſiled and alſo prevail- 

ed: and now God hath made gd his words which he 
ſãpate this morning to you, for 1 am plucked out of the 
aud of Satan, and he fhall have no more power over 

me. "This bleſſed interruption made him filent for a 
time, but afterwards he proceeded in prayer, and 
magnified the riches of God's love towards her. And 
from that hour ſhe ſpake moſt chriſtianly and comfort- 
ably, even to her Teach: which was the Friday fol- 
lowing. Clark's Lives. 

10. In the year 1539, not ſar from Si:ia in Ger- 
many, in the time of a great dearth and famine, a 
certain godly matron having two ſons, and being de- 
ſtitute of all manner of ſuſtenance, went with her 
children to a certain fountain hard by, praying unto 
Almighty God, that he would there relieve their hun- 
ger by his infinite goodneſs : as ſhe was going, a cer- 
tain man met her by the way, and ſaluted her kindly, 
and aſked her, whither foe was going who confeſſed 
ſhe was going to that fountain there, hoping to be 
relieved by God, to whom all things are poſſible;

11. Under the emperor Mauritius, the city of An- 
tioch was ſhaken with a terrible earthquake after this 
manner: there was a certain citizen ſo very compaſ- 
ſionate and charitable to the poor, that he would never 

neither dine or ſup without he had at leaſt one poor 
man to be with him at his table: upon a certen 
evening, ſeeking for ſuch a gueſt, and finding none, a 
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ve old man met him in the market-place, clothed 
in white, with two companions with him, whom he 
intreated to ſup with him : but the old man anſwer- 
ed him, that he had more need to pray againſt the de- 
Hruction of the city; and 1 Rock his handker- 
chief againſt one part of the city; and then again 
another; and being hardly intreated, forbore the reſt.

which this eve , citizen ſeeing, trembled exceedingly. 
To whom the old man in white ſaid, by reaſon of 
eharity to the poor, his houſe and family were preſerved. 
And preſently theſe three men (which no queſtion 
were angels) vaniſhed out of fight. This flory Sigibert 


in his chronicle reporteth, anno 583.

13. Samuel Wallace, of Stamford, in Lincs! fire, a 
very pious good man, a ſhoemaker by trade, having

Whitſunday, after ſermon, 1659, being alone in the 
houſe, and reading in a book called Abraham's Suit 
for S:42m, he heard ſomebody knock at the door; 
upon which he aroſe, and went with his ſtick in one 


hand, and holding by the wall with the other, to ſee 


who was at the door; where he found a grave old 
man, with hair as white as wool curled up, and a 
white broad beard, of a freſh complexion, little nar- 
row. band, coat and hoſe of a purple colour, and new 
ſhoes tied with black ribbands, without ſpot of wet 
or dirt upon him, though it rained when * in, 
and had done all that day; hands as white as ſnow, 
without gloves; who ſaid to him, friend, I pray the? 
give ta an old pilgrim a cup of [mall beer, Sami gy 

ace 
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lace anſwering, I pray you, Sir, come in. He replied, 
call me not Sir, for I am no Sir; but yet come in I muſt, 
for I cannot paſs by the door before I come in. Wallace, 
with the help of his ſtick, drew a little jug pot of 
ſmall beer, which the pilgrim took, and drank a lit- 
tle ; then walked two or three times to and fro, and 
drank again; and ſo a third time, before he drank it 
= all. And when he had ſo done, he walked three or 
1 four times as before; and then coming to Wallace, 
1.38 faid, friend, I ei ve that thou art not well : Wallace 
a replied, zo, truly, Sir, I have not been well theſe many 
i years : then he aſked, what his diſeaſe was ? Wallace 
anſwered, @ drep conſumption, as our dofers ſay, 'tis 
peft cure. To which the old pilgrim replied, they /ay 
avell ; but wwhat have they given thee for it? Truly no- 
thing, ſaid he, for I am very poor, and , able to fol- 
bow the doftor's preſcriptions ; and ſo I have committed 
myſelf ints the hands of Almighty God, to diſpoſe of me as 
he pleaſeth the old man anſwered, thou /ayeft very 
duell: but I will tell thee by the Almighty Power of God 
*what thou ſhalt do, only 4 my wordt, and remem- 
ber them, and do it : but whatſoever thou deſt, frar God 
end ſerve him. To-morrew morning go into thy garden, 
and get there two red ſage leaves, and one leaf of blood- 
wort, put theſe into a cup of ſmall beer, let them lie there 
for the ſpace of three days together ; drink theres as often 
as need requires, but let the leaves remain in the cup ;- 
and the fourth morning caſt them awvay, and pul three 
Freſh ones in the ram; and thus do for twelve days to- 
gether, neither more nor leſs : I pray thee remember what 
ſay, and obſerve and do it; but above all, fear Gad, 
and ſerve him.

very ſeldom do I drink any beer, but that which comes 
from the rock: and fo, friend, the Lord God in heaven 


Je with thee, At EN Samuel Wallace went to 


ſhut the door after him; to whom the old man, re- 
turning half way into the entry again, ſaid, friend, I 
pray remember wwhat I have ſaid, and do it : but above 
ail, fear God and ſerve him. Wallace ſaid he ſaw him 
paſs along the ſtreet, ſome half a ſcore yards from. his 
door, and ſo he went in. But no body elſe ſaw this 
old man, though many people were ſtanding at their. 
doors near Wallace's houſe. Within four days, upon. 
the uſe of this drink, a ſcurf aroſe upon his body, 
and under that a new freſh ſkin ; and in twelve days 
he was as ſtrong as ever he had been, and healthful, 
excepting only a little weakneſs in his joints. And 
once in twelve days, by the importunity of ſome- 
friends, drinking a little ſtrong drink, he was ſtruck 
ſpeechleſs for twenty-four hours. Many miniſters, 
hearing the report of this wonderful cure, met to- 

ether at Stamford, and conſidering all the ciccum- 

ances, and conſulting about it, for many reaſons 
concluded the cure to be done by the minifiry of an 
angel.

hour or two with him, and does not at all doubt that 
it was a good angel that was ſent by the Father of 
ſpirits, that came to his houſe, and wrought this cure 
upon him. 

14. Dr. Tate, with his wiſe. and children, being 
ſtripped, and forced to fly for their lives by the ri, 
when they were murdering thouſands in the rebellion 
in 1641. They were wandering in unknown places, 
upon commons covered with {now ; and havin = 

009,. 
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food, and ſhe carrying a ſucking child, and having no 
milk, ſhe went to lay the child down to die; and on 
the brow of the bank ſhe found a ſucking bottle, with 
ſweet milk in it, no footſteps appearing in the ſnow, 
of any that ſhould bring it thither, ahd far from any 
habitation, which preſerved the child's life, who after- 
wards became a bleſſing to the church. 

15. When Prince Rypert marched with his army 
through Lancaſhire to York fight, where he was over- 
thrown, the town of Bolton made ſome reſiſtance in his 
paſſage, and he gave them no quarters, but killed 
men and women. When he was gone, thoſe that 
eſcaped came out from the places where they lurked ; 
and an old woman found in the ſtreets a woman kill- 
ed, and a child by her not dead: the old woman took 
up the child, and to ſtill its crying, put her own 
breaſt to the child, which had not given ſack of about 
twenty years ; the child being quieted, ſhe preſently 

rceived milk to come, and continued to give the 
child ſufficient milk, till it was provided for. I had 
the full afſurance of this, ſays my author, from Mrs, 
Hunt of Harrow on the Hill, who was one of the wo- 
men appointed by the committee, to make trial of the 
caſe, whether it were ſo or not, and ſhe found it true; 
and the old woman's breaſt to give the child milk: 
and this was adjudged to be eflected by the agency of 
a 8020 angel, through his power who is the Lord of 
angels. | 

16. There was a relation publiſhed at London, ann 
1671, by one T hoamas Ayflre, concerning his ſon, a 
ſcholar at CH, Hoſpital, who having a mind to go 
to ſca, and being put off by delays with his father, at 
laſt was told by one in the habit of a ſeaman, with his 
clothes of ſad coloured filk watered, and over them a 
ſad coloured cloth coat with gold buttons, a plain 
cravat, a cane with a filver head, and a ſword by his 
fide, that if he went to ſea, he ſhould have a flux that 
would coſt him his life; that all the reſt of the men 
ſhould go ſafe; and that he knew this very well: 
adding, en, before the ſun be down, that ſhall be 

tied, 
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e 
tied, that was never tied before, and before the mirrow 
fun be down, that ſhall be lonſe, that wwas never loſe be- | 
fore. And afterwards, on his way from the bridge, , 
where this was ſpoken, he ſaid to the boy, do you | 
believe what I have ſaid ? (the b; anſwered no.) 
Do you not remember that Zuber was ſtruck 
dumb? quoting Lale i. I do remember, ſaith the 
boy; but that was becauſe he did not believe the = 
angel, c. The perſon replied, it may be fo with 1 
you. Said the boy, are you an angel? no anſwer 
was made; the man eparted, the boy goes home, 
leans upon the table, could not ſpeak ; with tears 
trickling down his cheeks, and ſmiting on his breaſt, 
made ſigns for a pen and ink, Sc. writes down, / 
cannot ſpeak ; ſpeak tr» ne, and I ſhall nnderſtand : and - 
ſo he continued for twenty-four hours. At laſt kis 
father reading to him, and citing p/al. Ivi. 3. he 
coughed three times, and ſumewhat gave a jerk, like 
the breaking of a ftring ; upon which his tongue was 
looſed, and he ſpake, ſaying, bl-Jed be Grd I can 
ſpeak, &c. He afterwards firmly believing that it was 
an angel with whom he had diſcourſed. 

17. Dr. Richard Nepier was a perſon of great ab- 
ſtinence, innocence and piety : he ſpent every day two 
hours in prayer with his family : when a patient came 
to him, be preſently went to his cloſet to pray, and 
told to admiration the recovery or death of the pa- 
tient. It appears by his papers, that he converſed 
with the angel Raphael, who gave him the reſponſes. 
Elias Amal, Eſq. had all his p:pers, where is con- 
tained all his practice for about fifty years; which 
Mr. 4/4msle carefully bound up, according to the years 
of our Lord, in ſeveral volumes in folio, which are 
repoſited in the library of the Muſeum in Oxford be- 
fore the reſponſes ſtands this mack—RR cis, which 
Mr. 4/->mole ſaid was Reſponſum Raphaclis : the angel 
told him if the patient were curable or incurable.— . 

Thcre are alſo Kerl other queries to the angel, as 
to religion, tranſubſtantiation, c. which I have for- 
got, ſays my author: I remember one is, whether * 
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18. The following paſſage is related in the liſe of 
that holy man, Mr. Job» Ded: that one —ong 
(though he had other work than to attend) he coul 
not be ſatisfied in himſelf, without going to ſuch a 
neighbour's houſe, though he knew of no buſineſs he 
had there : when he came thither, he told his neigh- 
bour, he knew not what he was come for; but he 
could not reſt in his fpirit until he had viſited him.— 
The poor man was aſtoniſhed at his words; for he 
had in the violence of a temptaion ny rope into his 
had not Mr. Dad's 
thus coming prevented it : there is no doubt but there 


was an angel of the Lord in this providence: by 


which this =_ tempted man was reſcued from the 
jaws of death. 

19. There are ſometimes (fays Mr. Mather ) very 
unaccountable motions and impreſſions of the ſpirits 
of good men, which are wrought in them by the mi- 
niſtry of holy angels, whoſe work it is to prevent and 


diſappoint the defigns of Satan, and of his evil angels: 


I remember one relates, ſays he, a remarkable paſſag 

of a good man, that when he was reading in his 
houſe, he could not reſt in his ſpirit, but he muſt ſtep 
out of doors ; which he had no ſooner done, but he 


ſaw a child in a pond of water ready to periſn; which 
would have been gone paſt recovery if he had not 


gone out of his doors juſt at that moment. This im- 
preſſion muſt needs be from a good angel. 

20. To conclude theſe inſtances (for ſhould I in- 
ſert all that have occurred of this nature, they would 
be enough to fill a volume.) The famous Dr. Foſeph 
Hall, ſometime biſhop of Exeter, ſpeaks of one whom 
he knew, that having been for ſixteen years a cripple, 
had a monition to him in his ſleep, that he ſhould go 
and waſh in St. Matthew's well, in Cornwall ; which 
accordingly he did, and was ſuddenly recovered; and 
this he thinks was from an angelican ſuggeſtion.— 
Marcus Aurelius Antonius did in a dream receive the 

pPreſcript 
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cript of a remedy for his diſeaſe, which the phy- 
cians 3 not cure. A phyſician of — — 
followed the counſel he had given him by an angel in 
a dream, concerning the cure of a diſeaſe which was 


to him incurable, and he recovered the patient. And, 
as an addition to the wonder, a few years after he 
met with that receipt in a book then newly printed. 
Hiſtories report that the like to this happened to 
Philip, and to Gallen. If therefore angels may ſug- 
geſt things beneficial to the minds of men who are 

ngers to God, much more, ſays Mr, Mather, will 
they do ſo unto them that fear him, 
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CHAP. XL 


Of the appearance and communications of bad angels, and 
ſeparate or d parted fouls, with men collected from 
urgqueſtionable authors. | 


Have been large in the inſtances of the ſervices done 

us by the communications of good angels; and 
have therein proted both from ſcripture and other au- 
thorities, not only that every one has a particular 
angel or genii attending him, but that there are ſome 
whoſe buſineſs it is to preſide over kingdoms and 
countries. And now one would almoſt think that it 
were needleſs to ſay any thing of the appearance of 
evil angels; when we all feel the woeful effects of the 
devil's appearing to, and tempting our grandmother 
Eve, even while in paradiſe : and who had not heard 
of the afflictions of eb, and that Satan was the chief 
agent therein, having a permiſſion from the Almighty 
ſo to do: and though Fob, through the aſſiſtance of 
divine grace, triumphed over the devil, and proved 
him a liar; yet the malicious ſpiteful fiend handled 
or Feb ſo ſorely, that he made him curſe the day of 
his birth. And the Royal Pſalmiſt tells us, that evil 
angels were ſent amongſt the Eg ypians to puniſh them 
for their oppreſſions of God's Iſrael. And in the New 
Teſtament how many of theſe devils, or rather legions 
of them, were diſpoſſeſſed by our bleſſed Saviour, and 
made to leave thoſe popr creatures whom they ſo 
ſadly tormented. And that the devil and his angels 
have ftill the ſame malice to the children of men, the 
following inſtances will abundantly manifeſt. Firſt 
mentioning ſome among the ancients ; and afterwards, 

a few that are more modern. : 

1, When Bu and Cofſius were to paſs out of 
Alia into Exrope, and to tranſport their army into the 
oppoſite continent, an horrible ſpectre is ſaid to ap- 


pear 
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pear to Brutus in the dead of the night, the moon 
not ſhining very bright, and all the army being in 
ſilence, a black image of a huge and horrid body 
ſanding by him filently, is faid to offer itſelf to 
Bratus, his candle being almoſt out, and he muſing in 
his tent, about the iſſue of the war. Bratzs aſked, 
what man or god he was? The ſpirit anſwered, O 
Brutus, I am thy evil genizs, ard thou ſhalt ſee me again 
at ha Brutus y { will meet thee there 
then. Whereupon the ſpirit diſappeared, but accord- 
ing to his promiſe appeared again in the fields of 
Philizpi to Brutus, the night before the laſt fight, 
Plutarch. - 

2. Caſſius in the very ſame battle, in the field of 
Philippi, is reported by hiftorians to have ſeen one in 
the ſhape of Julius Caſar, of a more than ordinary 
height, coming towards him on horſeback, with an 
angry countenance, and a forced gallop, to ſtrike him; 
which ſtruck ſuch a fear into him, that he turned back 
upon his enemies, and ſoon after killed himſelf, 

3. Valeriis Maximus tells us, that whilit Cof7us of 
Parma, a renowned poet, was at Athens, one night 
being overwhelmed with cares, he ſaw a very great 
black man, with long hair, and his beard uncombed, 
ſtand before him; who being aſked by him what he 
was? anſwered, I am thy evil ſpirit. Caffire, af- 
frighted with that fearful, countenance, and fo fearful 
a name, called aloud for his ſervants, and aſked if they 
ſaw ſuch a perſon come into his chamber, or go out? 
They all ſaid they ſaw none. Whereupon he laid 
him down, and began to take ſome reſt ; but the fame 

hantom appeared again, and fo awakened, him that 
be called tor a light, and charged his ſervants not to 


| leave him. And between this night and his death, 
ſays the hiſtorian, there paſſed not many days. 


4. Din of Siracuſe before he was killed by thoſe 
that conſpired againſt him, fitting one evening very 
five and ſolitary in his gallery, a ſudden noiſe

have gone away, as if no reckoning had 

been made of me; if now thou reject me, though 
the ſame mind to advance thee, I will 
and go away very ſorrowſul.

or bad in former times : take now a few mo- 
dern and later inſtances, and thoſe nearer home. 

7. John Winnck of Melefworth i in Huntingdenſoire, 
being examined April 11, 1646, confeſſed as fol- 
loweth : that having loſt his purſe with ſeven ſhillings 
in it, for which he ſuſpected one in the family where 
he livcd, he faith, that on a Friday, —_

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raking hay-bottles in the barn, and ſwore, and 
curſed, and raged, and wiſhed to himſelf that ſome 
wiſe body would help him to his purſe and money 
again ; there ap unto him a ſpirit in the ſha 

of a bear, but not ſo big as a rabbit, who promiſed 
him upon condition he would fall down and worſhip 
him, he would help him to his purſe and money 
again. Winnock aflented to it, and the ſpirit told 


him that to-morrow about that time he ſhould find his 


rſe upon the floor where he made bottles, and that 
be would then come to himſelf alſo ; which was done 
accordingly : and thus at the time * recover- 
ing his purſe, he fell down on his knees to the 
ſpirit, and faid, my Lord, and my God, 1 thank you. 
——— This ſpirit brought then with him two other 
ſpirits, one in the ſhape of a white cat, the other of 
a rabbit; which, at the command of the bear-ſpirit, 
Virnoct alſo worſhipped. The bear-ſpirit ſaid, he 
muſt have his ſoul when he died, that he muſt ſuck 
of his body, that he muſt have ſome of his blood to 
ſeal the covenant : to all which he agreed; and fo the 
bear-ſpirit leaped up to his ſhoulder, pricked him on 
his head, and rhence took blood ; and after that, they 


all three vamiſhed ; but ever fince came to him once 


in twenty-fout hours, and ſucked on his body, where 
the marks are found ; and that they had continually 
done thus for twenty-nine years together. More's 
antidote againſt acheits. 

8. Ghetwynd, in his hiſtorical collections, tells us, 
that the devil appeared to a dying man, and ſhewed 
him a parchment yery long, written on every fide 
with the fins, both of words, —_— and actions 


of the ſick man, and ſaid unto him, Behold thy virtues ! 


See what thy examimation Hall be, To whom he an- 
ſwered, True, Satan; but thou haſt not ſet detun all; thou 
Saulus have added, the blond of Feſus Chrift cleanſeth 
from all fin : and he that believeth and is bap/ized i 
be ſaved 5 which, the devil went away, and left 
him. I think he could not have => him 


better, | 
82 9. The 
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9. The confeſſions of witches (that have been 
executed after a legal trial} that the devil has often 
appeared to them, ſometimes in the ſhape of a dog, 
and ſometimes of à goat, ſometimes of a kitling, 
ſometimes of a bear, and ſometimes like a proper 
young man. They that have a mind, may ſee at 
large in Mr. Glaruille's Saduciſmus Triumphatus, and 
the Hiſtorical Diſcourſe of Apparitions and Witches ; and 
alſo in Turner Hiftory of Remarkable Providences : all 
which would be too long to inſert here. I will. 
therefore conclude this chapter with relating one or 
two remarkable apparations more. 

10. About the year of our Lord 1702, near unto a 
place called Che/!er in the Street, there lived one 
alter, a young man of a good eſtate, and a wi- 
dower, who had a young woman to his kinſwoman, 
who kept his houſe, — was ſuſpected by the neigh- 
bours to be with child, and was towards the duſk of 
the evening, one night, ſent away with one Mark 
Sharp, who was a collier, or one that di; coals 
under ground, and one that had been born in Black- 
burne hundred in Lancaſbire: and though it was not 
known what became of the young woman, yet there 
was little or no noiſe made about her. In the winter 
time after, one James Grabam, being a miller, and 
living about two miles from the place where Walker 
lived, was one night alone very late in the mill, grind- 
ing corn; and at about twelve or one o'clock at 
night, he came down the ſtairs, from having been 
putting corn in the hopper, the mili-doors being ſhur, 
there ſtood a woman upon the midſt of the floor, with 
her hair about her head hanging down, with five large 
wounds on her head. He being much affrighted and 
amazed, began to bleſs himſelf, and at laſt aſked, 
who ſhe was? and what be wanted? to which ſhe 
ſaid, I am the ſpirit of ſuch a woman who lived with 
Walker; 2rd being got with child by him, he prom'ſed 
is fend me te a private place, aubere I ſhould be «ell 
lecked ts (Hl I was bright ta bed, aud well again; 2 
| then 
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then I Hall come again, and keep his houſe. And ac- 
cordingly (ſaid the apparition) / was one night late, 
fent away with one Mark Sharp, wwho, upon a mon, 
(naming a place that the miller knew) /ew me with 
a pile, ſuch as men dig coals withal, aud gave me the/e 
fre wounds, and after threw my body int a coal-pit 
hard by, and hid the pike under a bank : and his ſhes 
und ſtockings being bloody, he endeavoured to waſh ; but 
feeing the 2 avould not waſh away, he hid them there. 
And the apparition further told the miller, that he 
muſs be the man to reveal it, or elſe that ſhe muſt ſtill 
appear and haunt him : the miller returned home very 
ad and heavy, but ſpoke not one word of what he 
had ſeen, but avoided as much as he could to ſtay in 
the mill within night, without company; _—_ 
thereby to eſcape feeing again of that frightful 
apparition. But notwithſtanding, one night when it 
began to be dark, the apparition met him again, and 
ſeemed very fierce and crucl; and threatened him, 
that if he did not reveal the murder, ſhe would con- 


_ tinually purſue and haunt him. Yet for all this, he 


{ill concealed it, until St. Thomas's eve, before CH- 
mas; when being ſoon after ſunſet, walking in bi; 
garden, ſhe ſo threatened and affrighted kim, that he 
taithfully promiſed to reveal it the next morning. — 


And was as good as his word ; for in the morning he 


went to a magiſtrate, and made the whole matter 
known, with all the circumſtances; and diligent 
ſearch being made, the body was found in a coal-pit. 
with five large wounds in her head, and the pke and 
ſhoes and A yet bloody, in every circumſtance, 


as the apparition had declared to the miller. Where- 


upon Walker and Mark Sharp were both appreheniled, 
but would confeſs nothing. However, at the aflizes 
following (I think it was at Durham) they were ar- 
raigned, and found guilty, condemned and executed ; 
but I could never hear that they confeſſed the fact — 
There were ſome that reported, that the apparition 
did appear to the judge, or the foreman of the jury. 

G 3 | There 
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There are many perſons yet alive, that can remember 
this ſtrange murder, and the diſcovery of it ; for it 
was, and ſometimes yet 1s, as much diſcourſed of in 
the north country, as any thing that almoſt hath ever 
been heard of; and the relation printed, though not 
now to be gotten. I relate this with the greater con- 
fidence (though I may fail in ſome of the more 
minute circumſtances) becauſe I ſaw and read the let- 
ter that was ſent to Serjeant Hurton, who then lived at 
Goldſborough in Yorkfoire, from the judge before whom 
Walter and Mark Sharp were tried, and by whom 
they were condemned ; and had a copy of it, until 
that and many other books and papers were taken 
from me. And this I confeſs to be one of the moſt 
convincing ſtories (being of undoubted verity) that 
ever I read or heard of, and carried with it the moſt 
evident force to make the moſt incredulous to be 
ſatizied, that there are really ſometimes ſuch things 
as apparitions, - | 
11. I ſhall conclude this chapter, and all the in- 

ſtances of this nature, 1 ſtall give, with a narrative of 
an apparition which a gentleman in Baffon in New- 
Lal had of his brother, juſt then murdered in Lan- 
dun. It was on the ſecond of May, 1687, that a moſt 
ingenious, accompliſhed, and well-diſpoſed gentle- 
man, Mr. 7:/eph Beacon by name, about five o'clock. 
in the morning, as he lay, whether ſleeping or wak- 
ing he could not ſay (but judged the latter of them) 
had a view of his brother then at Landon, although he 
was himſelf then at Baſtan, diſtanced from him a thou- 
ſand leagues. This his brother appeared to him in 
the morning about five o'clock, at Boffon, having on 
him a Bengal gown, which he uſually wore, a napkin 
ted about his head: his countenance was very pale, 

aſtly, deadly, and he had a bloody wound, on one 

de of his forehead. Brother / ſays the affrighted 
Jaſepb. Brother, anſwered the apparition. Said 
Foſeph, What's the matter, how came you here ? The 
apparition replied, brather, I have been meſs 1 —

and injurimfly butchered by a debauched drunken fellow» 
fo whom 1 never did any wrong in my life, Whereupon 
he gave a particular deſcription of the murderer ; ad- 
ding, . „ this fellow, * * his name, is at- 
tempiing t& go over into New-England, in . or 
Wild: I wwiaxld pray you on the firft arrival of either of 
theſe, th get an order from the governor to ſeize the perſon 
whom F now deſcribed ; and then do you imdict bim 


for the murder of me your brother: PII land by you and 


prove the dict ment: and fo he vaniſhed. Mt. Beacon 
was extremely aſtoniſhed at what he had ſeen and 
heard ; and the people of the family not only obſerv- 
ed an extraordinary alteration in him for the week 
following ; but have alſo given me under their hands 
a full teſtimony that he then gave them an account of 
this apparition. All this while Mr. Beacon had no 
advice of any thing amiſs attending his brother chen 
in Eng/and; but about the latter end of June follow- 
ing, he underſtood by the common ways of commu- 
nication, that the Apri/ before, his brother go nz in 
haſte by night to call a coach for a lady, met a fellow 
then in- drink with his doxy in his hand; ſome way 
or other the fellow thought himſelf affconted at the 
haſty paſſage of this Beacon, and immediately ran to 


the fire fide of a neighbouring tavern, from whence he 


fetched out a poker, wherewith he grievouſly wounded 


Beacon in the ſkull, even in that very part where the 


apparition ſnewed his wound: of this wound he lan- 
gg until he died, which was on the ſecond of 

ay, about five o'clock in the morning at Landon. — 
The murderer it ſeems was endeavouring to eſcape, 
as the apparition affirmed ; but the friends of the de- 
ceaſed Beacen ſeized him; and proſecuting him at 
law, he found the help of ſuch friends as brought 
him off without the loſs of his life: ſince which there 
has no more been heard of the buſineſs. This hiſtory 
I received of Mr. 775 Beacon himſelf (fays Mr. 
Cottem Mather, in his Wonders of the Invifible World) 
who a little before his own pious and hopeful death, 
| G 4 which. 
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which followed not long after, gave me the ftory 
written and ſigned with Jai own hand, and atteſted 
with the circumſtances I have already mentioned. 
And now I hope I have by the ſercral inſtances before 
related, evidently demonftrated that there is a no&turnui 
communication of the ſoul with good and evil angels, 
and alſo with ſeparated ſpirits. The laſt inſtance 
(which is of * 8; verity) ſhewing how ſwift 
the motion of the ſoul is, when ſeparated from its 
fleſhly clog, the body: for Mr. Mather tells us; that 
Beacon in Lardon being wounded in April, languiſhed 
till the ſecond of May, and then died about five 
o clock in the morning : and Mr. Jeſepb Beacon of 
Baan declares, that it was on the ſecond of May 
about five o'clock in the morning, that his brother ap- 
ared to him there, it being that very moment that 
e died in Landon, though there was a thouſand 
leagues diſtance between the two places, ſo ſwift and 
inſtantaneous is the motion of the ſoul; even as quick 
as thought, but whether this appearance of his bro- 
ther 7o/eph, was whilſt he was ſleeping or waking, is 
not material; for the difference only is, whether it 
was in a dream, or a viſion, both which ways, angels 
MITE communicate their intelligences to our 
ouls. 
And now to conclude, let me give the reader a 
brief account of the way to make a right uſe of 
dreams, ſo as he may profit by them. | 
The way for a man to make a right uſe of dreams, 
is this : Jet him confider himſelf in his dreaming, to 
what inclination he is moſtly carried; and ſo by his 
thughts in the night, he ſhall lars t know himſelf in 
the. day are his dreams Jaffa! Let him examine 
himſelf whether the inclinations of his heart run not 
after the biaſs of concupiſcence ; ace his dreams ſurbu- 
lent ? Let him conſider whether his own djpefition be 
not guarrelſome and contenticns. Are his dreams re- 
wengeful? Let him have a care of harbouring malice 
in his heart, Do his dreams run upon gold and * ? 
| | | * 
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It is a warning to him to tale heed and beware of co- 
wetouſneſs. Thus may a man know what he is, by 
obſerving his dreams: for, generally men an/weyr 
temptations actually waking, as their thoughts do 


while they are aſleep. 


Thus, in the filent night our dreams oft ſbe tu, 
What we're inclin'd, when we're awake, to do. 
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2 ANCE. To dream that you fight 
with them, ſignifies diſtraction; eſpecially it 
the perſon ſo dreaming be ſick.

A crown of parſley, or 
of ſmallage, is death to the fick. To dream of 
crowns of palm, or of the olive-tree, ſignify marriage 
of a maid of the ſame houſe or lineage; the palm 
ignifying the ſon, the olive-tree, a daughter. A 
crown of oak or hay, fignifieth as much as the palm; 
and one of myrrh, as much as one of the olive-tree. 
Crowns of wax are ill for all, eſpecially for the ſick. 
Crowns of wool, ſignify poiſons and priſons : of ſalt 
or brimitone, ſignifieth to ſuffer hurts or troubles by 
men of might and authority. Fo dream of a crown 
of gold, is ill for a ſervant, if he have not the reſt; I 
mean the robes of a king. and the ſeignior's: it is 
alſo evil for him that is poor, for it is beyond his 
eſtate: to the ſick it ſignifieth death ſhortly, for gold 
is pale and heavy, and cold, and in all points like the 
dead: alſo it revealeth ſecrets, for he that carrieth a 
crown of gold is well marked ; but I have known by 
experience, ſays 4rtimedr 45, that this crown preſent- 
ed by dream, hath brought honour and profit to the 
rich and mighty, and to magiſtrates and judges. lo 
be crowned with onions, is profit to him that dream- 
eth he hath ſuch a crown, but hurt to thoſe who are 
about him. To dream one hath a crown of gold up- 
on his head, faith Anſel uus Juliauns, fi gniſies favour 
with his ſovereign prince; that he ſhall be honoured

Dead. To dream of talking with dead folks, is a 
good auſpicious dream, and ſignifies a boldneſs of 
courage, and a very clear conſcience. To dream a 
man is dead, that is alive and in health, ſigniſies 
great trouble, and being overthrown at law. If a 
one dreams that himſelf is dead, he will be ſubject 
to ſome great prince, and become rich, though he 
be much envied.

It is all one to dream that you are 
dead, or that you are carried and buried for dead. 
To dream to be buried quick, is not good, for it often 
fignifieth priſon and captivity. Jo be hanged or 
ſtrangled by another, or by himſelf, is trouble and 
anguiſh : it is allo change of place and houſe. To 
dream we are burned quick, ſigniſieth as much as 
to be ſcorched with lightning; to the ſick, it is a 
ſign of health; to young folks, concupiſcence, and. 
heats of youth. 

Debt. In dreams of debt, we are to take notice,

Deſcending into hell. To dream that you are deſ- 
cending into hell, and returned thence, ſignifies to 
thoſe that are great and rich, misfortunes ; but it 
is a good fign to the poor and weak.

Devil. To dream that one has ſeen the devil, and 
that he his tormented, or otherwiſe much territied, 
fignifies the dreamer is in danger of being checked 
and puniſhed by his ſovereign prince, or ſome magiſ- 
trate.

but if we dream of thoſe that belong to ftrangers, 
they ſignify infamous enemies. To dream that a 
dog barks, and tears our garments, ſignifies ſome 
enemy of mean condition ſlanders us, or endeavours to 


_ deprive us of our livelihood. If a king or a prince 


dreams that feveral dogs are brought him out of di- 
vers countries, it ſignißes that he ſhall lit ſeveral ſol- 
diers to fight againſt his enemies: for the [rdiars 
and Perfians, have always taken the dogs for an ar- 
my when kings dream. As for dogs of game, and 
for the chace, to dream of hays and gins, and all 
ſuch things as tend to enſnare and ſurpriſe beaſts, 
are ill.

To 
dream that dogs bark at you, and likewiſe purſue 
you, ſhews that your enemies ſhall prevail over you :

Dulpbin. To dream of a dolphin, ſhews to ſeafair- 
ing men, a wind from the place from whence you 
dream he cometh. But to dream you ſee the dolphin 
out of the ſea, ſignifies the death of ſome of your 
good friends. 
Dragims. To dream you ſee a dragon, is a fign 
you ſhall ſee ſome great lord your matter, or a ma- 
giſtrate : it ſigniſies alſo riches and treaſure. 


Drinks. Jo dream youdrink cold water, is good; 


but hot, ſignfieth ſickneſs, and hindrance of affairs. 
To dream you drink wine with moderation, is good;

evil. To drink ſweet wine, or- to ſee fair women, 
or to ſleep under a ſhady tree, to him that would 
take a wife, it betokeneth good ſucceſs in love.

El:phant. To dream one fees an elephant, fig- 
nifies the party ſhall be rich: for if one dreams he is 
carried on an elephant, he ſhall enjoy the eſtate of 
ſome great prince or lord: and if one dreams that he 
gives anelephantany thing to eat or drink, it is a fign 
he ſhall wait upon ſome great lord to his advantage. 

Enemy. To dream you talk with an enemy, is a 
caution to have a care of him, ſo as you prevent him 
from doing you any hurt.

When a man dreams of fire, or that he ſees 
fire, it ſignifies the iſſue of his choler ; and com- 
monly they that dream of fire, are active, cholerick, 
and furious: a man that dreams he is burnt by fire, 
a violent fever is prognoſticated thereby, To dream 
one ſees elementary fire, clean, pure, and clear, not 
groſs and thick, ſignifies the menaces of ſome prince 
or great lord. Io dream you ſee burning lights or 
torches, branches, and trees on fire, deſcending from 
heaven, it ſignifies wars, quarrelling, fterihty ; as 
alſo danger to him that dreams that he ſhall be vio- 
lently hurt in the head, that he ſhall be beheaded, or 
have his brains beaten out by a fortuitous chance, or 
ſome ſtrange accident.

ſtantly been followed with either ſickneſs, or ſome 
other remarkable and un trouble; whence he 
always concludes, after ſuch a dream, that ſome 
more than ordinary affliction is to attend him; and 
he has never been out in his conjectures. To dream 
of red fiſh, ſignifies to ſervants and malefactors, 
torments; to the ſick, groſs fevers and inflammations. 
Fiſn which have ſcales, and which one may peel, are 
good for the fick, captives, and poor; for it ſig- 
nifieth to ſuch deliverance from thoſe evils wi 
which they are encompaſſed.

It is ſhame and evil 
to all when their intrails are ſeen of others; for it be- 
tokeneth a diſcovery of ſecrets that ſhould not be 
known, and troubleſome affairs, and ſuits in law, —

vineſs and fear: for none ſpend the night in dancing, 
good chear, and mirth, but thoſe who are joyful : to 
whoremaſters and harlots, it is the revealing of their 
deeds ; to the rich and wealthy, trouble and divul- 
gation. | 

Iron. For one to dream that he ſees himſelf hurt 
with iron, fignifies that he ſhall receive ſome da- 
mage: to dream that one trades with a ſtranger in 
iron, ſignifies to the dreamer loſſes and misfortune.

To dream your 
legs are in good caſe, and perfectly well, ſignifies joy 
and good fortune, and that you will be proſperous in 
your voyage, journey, and buſineſs. Io dream that 
the legs are ſwelled, or cut off, ſignifies loſs and da- 
mage by ſervants, and our beſt friends, who will 
either fall fick or die. 'The ſmall of the leg has the 
ſame ſigni fication as the knees, according to Artime- 
dorus.

Leprehy. If any one dreams he has the leproſy, and 
is meazled, or full of the pox, it denotes profit and 
wealth with infamy, If it be a woman that hath this 
dream, it fgnifies ſhe will be acquainted with ſome 
great lord, or at leaſt with ſome generous perſon, who 
will beſtow a good eſtate upon her.

To 
ſee or have the forehead of a lion, 1s good for all, 
and moſt often the begetting of a man-child : the 
lioneſs ſigniſieth as the hon, only lefs good, and leſs 
hurt, 11 that not by men, but by woman: I have 
alſo known by this dream of a lioneſs tearing or 
biting, ſays 4rtimedorzs, rich perſons have fallen into 
crimes and accuſations.
